THE RETIREMENT BILL PASSED BY 
THE SENATE, 

‘ONLY NINE VOTES CAST AGAINST IT—EX- 
CONFEDERATES AND NORTHERN DEMO- 
CRATS EULOGIZE GEN, GRANT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Visitors in the 

Senate galleries to-day heard a brief dis- 

cussion on asubject in direct contrast with 

that which attracted so much attention on 

Monday and Tuesday. Before the close 

of the morning hour Mr. Edmunds called 

Mr. Frye to the chair, and moved to take 

up the bill offered by him yesterday au- 

thorizing the President to put on the re- 
tired list of the army one person from 
among those who have been Generals or 

Generals-in-Chief of the army. Consid- 

eration of the bill was _ prevented 

yesterday by the objection of Mr. 

Cockrell, an@ he and a few of 

his Democratic brethren voted against 

taking up the measure to-day, but a large 
majority voted the other way. Mr. Cock- 
reil declared that there was neither justice 
nor propriety in the bill, which, as every- 
body knew, was for the benefit of Gen. 

Grant. The retired list, he contended, as 

he has always done, was created for the 

benefit of army officers, and no civilian 
would ever be put upon it with his con- 
sent. Mr. Cockrell finished his remarks 
with the assertion that Gen. Granthad an 
assured income of $15,000 a year, which was 
enough to enable an American citizen to 
live comfortably. 

It was evident from the manner of Sen- 
ators on both sides of the chamber that 

Mr. Cockrell did not state the views of 

many of his colleagues, and when Mr. Ed- 

munds spoke for the bill he received 
earnest attention. The Vermont Senator 
agreed, he said, with the general policy 

Mr. Cockrell advocated, but as a citizen 

and a Senator he was glad to urge the 

pomnee of the bill. Had Gen. Grant not 
een removed from the army at the de- 
mand of the people to become President, 
he would have been placed on the 
retired list, and it was right that he should 
go therenow. Mr. Edmunds was the only 

Senator on the Republican side who found 

it necessary to speak for the measure. He 

was followed by Mr. Maxey, who warmly 
praised Gen. Grant and deciared that as 

a Southern man he would vote for the 

bill. In the supreme hour of the South 

no man ever acted with more gener- 
osity and magnanimity than Grant 
showed at Appomattox, and no Southern 
man would begrudge him a place 
on the retired list. Mr. Gibson spoke of 
the good-will of the people of Louisiana 
for Gen. Grant, and Mr. George followed 
in the same strain. Mr. Jonas told how he 
opposed the proposition when Grant was 
wealthy, but was glad to vote for it now 
that he was in straitened circumstances., 

Mr. Jones, of Florida, also indorsed the 

bill, and then Mr. Voorhees poimted out 

that Gen. Grant was not worth a 

doliar in property and was in 

Af position never to own property. Mr. 

Voorhees closed with a commendation of 

Gen. Grant's courage in civil life as well as 

on the battle field, and a vote on the bill 

was then taken. Itshowedthatnine Dem- 
ocrats were not willing that the proposed 
relief should be extended to the ex-Presi- 
dent. They were Messrs. Beck, Cockrell, 

Coke, Harris, Pendleton, Saulsbury, Slater, 

Vance, and Walker. Forty-nine Repub- 

licans and Democrats were recorded in 

favor of the bill, and it was therefore 
passed.

THE SECOND YEAR OF REFORM. 

As the second year of the existence of 
the Civil Service Commission will come to 
an end on Friday next, the Commissioners 
are now busily engaged in preparing their 
annual report, which will be ready for 
presentation to Congress in afew days. It 
will be the first report concerning the 
operations of the commission for a year, 
as, When the last report was made, the 
civil service law had been in force only six 
months. While the Commissioners are 
reticent as to what they propose to say, 
there is no reason to believe that the 
forthcoming document will be any 
less satisfactory to the friends of the merit 
system than was that of a yearago. The 
work of the 12 months has reached large 
proportions, and the need of increased ac- 
commodations jfor the commission is felt 
more thanever. The present quarters in 
the Agricultural Department annex are 
too remote and cramped and possess few 
of the facilities which the commission 
should enjoy for conducting the competi- 
tive examinations and other work which 
it has to do. The present arrangement, 
by which attachés of various depart- 
ments are detailed to examine and 
grade the work of competing applicants 
for clerkships, has been as satisfactory as 
it could be under the circumstances. The 
Examiners serve without pay and are re- 
ae to keep up their own work in the 

ifferent_ offices to which they are at- 
tached. Only a portion of their time, there- 
tore, can be given to the examination of 
the papers of those who compete for 
clerKships and some delay in placing suc- 
cessful persons upon the eligible rolls neces- 
sarily follows. ‘his, however, is a matter 
which cannot be remedied until Congress 

ives the commission authority to employ 

‘xXaminers whose whole time can be de- 
voted to the work. It is possible that 
these things may be meutioned in the com- 
mission’s report. 
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GEN. HAZEN’S IMPUDENT CONDUCT. 

Chief Signal Officer Hazen seems de- 
termined to ily in the faces of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War, the General of 
the Army, and every officer he can reach 
whose criticisms upon him have not been 
such as happened to suit his fancy. When 
Gen. Hazen sent in his formal charges 
against Adjt.-Gen. McKeever he sent with 


them a letter to Col. M. V. Sheridan, in 
reply to the opinion of the Lieutenant- 
Generali, that the informal charges were 
not worth a court-martial. This opinion 
had been expressed through Col. Sheridan. 
With characteristic im pudence, Gen. Hazen 
declared in this letter that he cheerfully 
yielded to Gen. Sheridan’s wishes and add- 
ed that as “such publicity has been given 
to the subject it is but just to Lieut.-Col. 
McKeever that I now make the charges 
formal that he may have an opportunity, 
if it is thought best to refer them to him, 
to withdraw his objectionable statements, 
with any reparation or explanation he 
may see fit to make.” The impression is 
steadily gaining ground in army circles 
that Gen. Hazen is bent upon forcing him- 
self to a court-martial, the result of which 
will be much more disastrous to him than 
the outcome of any proceedings he may 
be able to secure against officers can possi- 
bly be to them. 

it is understood that Lieut. Garlington 
sent to the Secretary of War to-day form- 
al charges against Gen. Hazen, founded 
upon statements recently made by the lat- 
ter to Lieut. Garlington’s discredit. The 
charges, it is said, are of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, and the 
specifications set forth instances of alleged 
dying and slander.

MISSING ELECTORAL RETURNS. 
As the duplicate electoral votes of the 

States of Iowa and Oregon sent by mail 

have not yet been received here Con- 

gressional action is needed to get them 
here in time for the count. For this rea- 
son Mr. Allison offered in the Senate to- 
day a bill providing $1,500 for the expense 
of aspecial messenger from the State De- 
partment to the two States to secure 
the duplicate certificates. After Mr. 

Dolph id explained that the Ore- 

gon certificates had been delayed by 





snow blockaded railroads, Mr. Allison 
asked to have the bill considered without 
waiting for a report from a committee. 
The Senate agreed to this, and the measure 
was passed without opposition. Later in 
the day a House bill for the same purpose 
Was received by the Senate, and at Mr. 
Allison 8 suggestion this was also passed. 
Their non-receipt will not affect the count- 
ing of the electoral vote, as certificates 
have already been received from Oregon 
and lowa by messenger, but the law under 
which the Secretary of State has asked for 
messengers is mandatory.

SENATOR CAMERON'S CHANCES. 


THE OPPOSITION TO HIS RE-ELECTION TAKES 
A NEW FORM, 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Jan. 14.—The oppo- 
sition to the re-election of Senator Cameron, 
what there is of it, has changed shape some- 
what during the last 24 hours. The candidacy 
in opposition to Cameron of Major A. M. Brown 
of Allegheny, which it is alleged was urged by 
agood part of the legislative delegation from 
the western end of the State, has given place to 
that of Mr. Edwin H. Fitler, of Philadelphia. 
This gentieman seems to be the protégé of Sen- 
ator Emery,of McKean, who confidently claims to 
be able to muster to his support sufficient votes 
to deteat Mr. Cameron. The anti-Cameron 
forces held a consultation to-day, at which from 
9 to 16 persons, according to various statements, 
were present. The leaders of this movement 
claim to have 17 votes from Philadelphia, half 
the entire delegation from that city, against 
Cameron and for Fitler. Chatrman Cooper says 
that the Philadelphia delegation is solid tor 
Cameron. Theanti-Cameron people claim some 
say 60, some say 90, votes against that gentleman. 
The friends of Cameron confidentiy predict 
his election without serious defection or trouble. 

This is the situation: On the one hand an easy 
confidence which justifies the claims of assured 
victory; on the other hand vague and uncer- 
tain assertion with nothing tangible on which to 
base it. The magnitude of the movement will 
probably be made manifest before this time to- 
morrow, as the caucus will be held to-morrow 
afternoon, and upon the detection, as shown, 
there will hang the hopes of the parties to the 
contest. In the Senate to-night candidates for 
United States Senator were formally nom- 
inated, as follows: J. Donald Cameron, 
of Dauphin; Gen. James A. Beaver, 
of Centre, who was named by Mr. 
Lee, one of the men who helped to slaughter 
Beaver two years ago; A. M. Brown, of Alle- 
gheny; Edwin H. Fitler, of Philadeiphia, who 
was nominated by Senator Emery; A. W. Atchi- 
son, of Washington, and the Hon. William D. 
Kelley, of Philadelphia. Senator Agnew at to- 
hight’s session made a long speech, in which he 
held up to ridicule an imaginary individual— 
meant for Mr. Cameron—who seeks office while 
possessing none of the qualifications and all of 
the disqualifications for the place. It was a 
harmless effort, and provoked only ridicule for 
its puerility and contempt for its unfairness. 
The House to-night passed the bill appropriat- 
ing $10,009 for the proper exhibition of Pennsyl- 
Vania’s products at New-Orleans.

HE SEEKS TO PREVENT THE SALE OF ONE OF 

HIS BOOKS AT A REDUCED PRICE, 
Boston, Jan. 14.—Judge Colt heard, this 
morning, in the United States Circuit Court, the 
ease of Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain) against 
Estes & Lauriat, publishers, in this city. The 
complainant wished to enjoin Estes & Lauriat 
from issuing a catalogue ocffering Mark 
Twain's unpublished book, ‘“ Huckicberry 
Finn,” at a price less than the subscription rate, 
and also from collusion with the subscription 
agents, so as to obtain the books at a price less 


than their agreement allowed. George L. Hun- 
tress and 8. Lincoln appeared for Mr. Clemens, 
and 8. J. Elder for Estes & Lauriat. Mr. Hun- 
tress explained the difference between the ** sub- 
scription’”’ method of sale and the ‘ trade” 
method, and declared that the custom had always 
been that subscription books should not be 
sold to the trade and should not’ be 
sold at prices less than the rate set by the pub- 
lishers. He cited the case of Prince Albert 
against Strange. The latter obtained plates 
of a private book of etchings of Piince 
Albert and the Queen and advertised the 
etchings tor exhibition. He was restrained 
not only from exhibiting the etchings 
but fFalso from advertising them. Mark 
Twain’s book will not be ready tor four 
or five weeks, yet last month Estes & Lauriat 
advertised in their catalogue the book as then 
ready torsaleatthe price of $2 25, instead of 
$2 75, the subscription rate. They based their 
advertisement on the probability of causing 
some agent to break his agreement by selling to 
them at reduced rates. The affidavit of Charles 
L. Webster, of New-York, publisher for Mark 
Twain, stated the agreements which every agent 
had to sign, agreeing not to sell the book to 
booksellers or to any one except subscribers. 
The affidavits of Charles E. Lauriat, Dana Estes, 
and others connected with the firm offered 
testimony substantiating the declarations of 
counsel. They denied having approached any 
agent to corrupt him. Mr, Elder stated that 
out of courtesy the firm would not send out 
any more catalogues, but good faith with their 
customers required them to fulfill the orders al- 
ready received and to be received. Upon the 
convening of the court in the afternoon Mr. 
Lincoln made his argument for Mr. Clemens, and 
Mr. Elder cited certain authorities tearing upon 
his side of the case, and the court took the pa- 
pers and reserved decision. 





CONFESSING A MURDER. 

Wavpaca, Wis., Jan. 14.—Banker Meade, 
a bachelor, 60 years of age, was assassinated in 
his rooms in the rear of his bank, the morning of 
Oct. 7, 1882, and the place was robbed by un- 
known parties. Mr. Meade originally came 
from the East, but he lived here many years, 
and had accumulated a fortune of $150,000. The 


thieves secured several thousand dollars in cash 
and bonds, but were frightened away before the 
vault was opened. A reward of $10,000 ror the 
arrest of the burglars and murderers led to 
the arrest of a number of suspects, among 
them one Vandecar, who narrowly escaped 
conviction and a life sentenee. A week ago 
Thomas Welsh was stabbed in a saloon row at 
Antigo, Wis., and is now dying. Last night he 
contessed that he murdered Banker Meade. 
Welsh was a witness in the Vandecar case. A 
singular fact is that a numberof the stolen 
bonds were recovered last week, one batch in 
Michigan, and two one-tbousand-dollar bonds 
in New-York. The latter were traced to the 
First National Bank of New-York, and they 
claimed they had received them from Vermilyve 
& Co., bankers and brokers in New-York. The 
latter parties say they never held the bonds,

The bride was given away by Mr. Ben- 
jamin Knower, her uncle. There were a large 
number of guests present from New-York, Bos- 
ton, Staten Isiand, and other places.

THE CANADIAN INDIANS. 
OTTrawa, Ontario, Jan. 14.—Advices from 
the Temiscamingue Reserve state that the Indi- 
ans are ina very destitute condition. The body of 
an Indian who was starved to death was found at 
White River. To keep himself alive the Indian 


had killed and eaten his dog, the head of which 
was found in a bucket near the body. The In- 
dian Department is severely censured for its 
treatment of the Indians, and for the manner in 
which the fund voted by Parliament to provide 
for them is finding its way into pockets of dis- 
honest officials.

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A SET-BACK FOR MORTON 


THE EVARTS MEN SHOWING THEIR 
TEETH AT LAST. 

MEMBERS OF THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB IN 
CONFERENCE WITH JOHN J, O'BRIEN TO 
ADVANCE THEIR LEADER'S CAUSE, 

AuBpany, Jan. 14.—This has been an 
Evarts dayin Albany. More hard work 
has been done for him than has been 
done since Thurlow Weed supported 
him in the Senatorial race a score 
or more years ago. The Union 
Leaguers called the New-York members 
together and labored with them. An or- 
ganization was perfected with permanent 
headquarters. Practical politicians took 
hold of his canvass. Rooms Nos. 450 and 
451 were crowded all the afternoon 
and evening with Evarts talkers. Mem- 
bers of the Legislature whose districts 
were believed to be in sympathy with Mr, 
Evarts were sent for and urged to enroll 
themselves. A combined attack was made 
upon the Morton column, which caused 
it to quiver. An impression was 
made upon it that even Platt’s skillful 
workers have been unable to repair. The 
result of the day’s efforts has been to cause 
old politicians, who have hitherto had all 
faith in Morton's election, to admit to- 
night that his chances are in danger. 
The Morton men themselves are compelled 
to admit that they have lost a few votes 
There are some others in doubt, but they 
avoid discussing them in the corridors. 
The Evarts men retire for the night well 
satisfied that there isd fair chance for their 
candidate. They are right in believing 
that the outlook is decidedly clearer than 
it was 24 hours ago. 

The conference which the Union 
Leaguers called was well attended. All 
the New-York members and the Sen- 
ator, Mr. Gibbs, seven in number, 
were present. John J. O’Brien was 
invited and he _ graciously respond- 
ed by apvearing in company with 
Assemblyman Smith, his particular friend. 
“Tt was a meeting of the earth and the 
sky.”’ exclaimed Congressman Burleigh, in 
describing this meeting of the silk 
stockings with the leader from the 
east side. Assemblyman Heath, of 
Kings; Van Duzer, of Chemung; 
Curtis, of St. Lawrence; Seeber. of Jeffer- 
son; Hawkins, of Suffolk: O’Neil, of 
Franklin; Howe. of New-York, and 
Theodore Roosevelt, Anson J. McCook, 
and Hamilton Fish came into the con- 
ference. Le Grand B. Cannon _ pre 
sided. The members of the Union 
League Committee present were Charles 
S. Smith, Edward H. Ammidown, John 8. 
Kennedy, J. Hobart Herrick, John Sloane, 
Robert Ray Hamilton, A. R. Whitney, 
and Hugh N. Camp. The principal 
speech was that of Mr. Cannon. He 
used some very pointed language im 
demanding of the New-York members 
that they support Mr. Evarts. He had 
no feeling against Mr. Morton. He 
recognized in him a liberal contributor, 
who was deserving of party recognition, 
but in a timelike the present, when the 
party was suffering from defeat ‘and there 
was need of some such a manas Mr. Evarts 
to represent New-York in the Senate, the 
demand ought not to be neglected. The 
New-York members could not afford to 
fly in the face of the public sentiment 
which had been aroused for Mr. Fvarts. 

One of the speakers 1n following the lead 
of Mr. Cannon, said, pointing to Robert 
Ray Hamilton, ‘‘ We have among us an 
illustration of the effect of flying in 
the face of public sentiment.’ Mr. 
Hamilton acknowledged the impeach- 
ment, and admitted that the Street- 
cleaning biil had caused many aching 
hearts among Republicans with political 
ambitions. Gen. Barnum was squarely 
asked if he would support Mr. Evarts. He 
replied that he could not. He was 
asked if he would yield if a petition 
for Mr. Evarts bearing the names of two- 
thirds of the Republicans in the Twenty- 
first District were presented to him. He 
answered that he was early in the field for 
Mr. Morton, that his advocacy of the 
French Minister was founded upon con- 
viction, and that he could not abandon him. 
Mr. Rockefeller, of the Ninth District, in 
response to a similar inquiry, said that 
his impression was that the senti- 
mentin his district was very strong for 
Evarts, and if he was satisfied upon 
further investigation that his constituents 
desired him to support him he should 
doit. Gen. McCook and John W. Jacobus 
have been laboring for Kvarts and they 
have no doubt that Mr. Rockefeller 
will vote for him. The Morton men now 
concede that they have had him upon 
their doubtful list. Assemblymen Howe 
and Smith are already enlisted for 
Evarts, and there is a reasonable be- 
lief that Senator Gibbs will join them. 
Mr. Windolph may also go the same way. 
Assemblvmen Kruse, of Cattaraugus, 
and Farnum, of Wayne, Rockefeller, 
and Senator Baker, of Monroe, are 
the day’s recruits, and the Evarts 
men are beaming over their good luck. 
To-morrow they will attack the doubtful 
men in the Assembly, of whom it is said 
there are 13. They now claim 43 certain 
votes. 

The Russell and the Hiscock men are 
conceded to hold the balance of power. 
The closest canvass that can be made of 
the Morton forces comprises 7 Sen- 
ators and 29 Assenblymen. The Mor- 
ton imanagers have been heard to 
concede that they are short of a 
majority, three votes being necessary to 
complete the needful 47 to control the 
caucus. More workers will join the Evarts 
men to-night. John M. Davy, of Monroe; 
James D. Warren, and James 8S. Smart 
have all telegraphed that they will come. 

Now. that the Evarts boom has been 
advanced suiliciently to relieve _ it 
of an Arthur imprint, the Arthur 
workers are coming to the _ front. 
The situation was sufficiently serious 
this evening to require a long conference 
between Gov. Cornell, Louis F. Payn, Silas 
B. Dutcher, and ex-Senator Woodin. Mr. 
Woodin has been trying all day to crowd 
Assemblymen Priddy and Van Ruskirk 
into line for Morton. They both admit 
that the sentiment of the Cayuga district 
is for Evarts, ard the probabilities are 
to-night that they will both support him, 
though some doubt is expressed about 
Mr. Van Buskirk, the new member. A 
cablegram was received from Mr. Morton 
asking what his chances were. The re- 
ply was cabled that the contest is close, 
with the result uncertain. One of 
the Oswego members has been receiv- 
ing dispatches from friends of Conkling 
in his county, urging him to stick to Mor- 
ton. There is no doubt in th e minds 
of the Evarts managers that the Oswe- 
go members will support their candi- 
date. Member of the State Dairyman’s Asso- 
ciation have arrived and reported that they 
are ready to aid in demolishing the lawyer 
who gave an adverse opinion on the oleo- 
margarine bill. The expenses of these 
worthy farmers will be paid out of the 
Morton fund. Tom Platt is the gentleman 
who is working up the oleomargarine 
sentiment that pervades this contest. 

The Oneida district has been heard from, 
and so distinct is the sound that Senator 
Coggeshall 1s in doubt about supportipg 
Morton. He is uneasy, and that is a point 

ained by the Evarts men. “Assemblyman 
fendricks and Senator McCarthy are 
working so hard for Evarts that the belief 
is gaining ground that Mr. Hiscock’s can- 
vass is practically ended. His friends 
say that he is exceedingly pronounced in 
his opposition to Tom Platt and the elec- 
tion of Mr. Morton, and that he stands 
ready to make any sacrifice in favor of 

Mr. Evarts or anybody else who can be 

concentrated upon. Senator McCarthy de- 

nies that he has the Congressman’s letter 
of withdrawal ready tor vresentation

whenever it is decided that his candidacy 
must be abandoned. Col. Nash, of Catta- 
raugus, is an object of solicitude to the 
Morton people to-day. It is believed that 
he will unite with Kruse eventually. 

The caucus, it now seems to be decided, 
will not be held until next Monday 
night. Plans for to-morrow’s operations 
were made late to-night by a conference 
of the Evarts managers, among whom 
were Congressman Burleigh, Gen. Sharpe, 
A.8. Draper, Hamilton Harris, Congress- 
man Wadsworth, Congressman West, Con- 
gressman Skinner, George B. Sloan, 
Assemblyman O’ Neil, and __ others. 
The news was brought to them 
from ae reliable source that Gov. 
Cornell was far from being satisfied with 
the observations and information of his 
lieutenants. The rumor is revived that a 
compromise candidate has been disscused 
at the Morton headquarters, and that the 
name most considered was that of White- 
law Reid. Gen. Grant’s name is also men- 
tioned as that of a compromise candidate, 
though this comes from the gossipers in 
the corridors. 





THE STRIKES IN THE WEST,

ALL QUIET AT SOUTH BEND, BUT MORE 
TROUBLE EXPECTED. 

Sourn Benp, Ind., Jan. 14.—There were 
no new developments in the strike in this 
city to-day, although a fresh outbreak is 
not unexpected at any hour. The jail 
and the Oliver Works have been under mili- 
tary surveillance since the riot of yestarday. 
A squad of 30 Veteran Guards from EIlk- 
hart came in last night on a special train 
to assist in resisting any assault. All those 
who were wounded yesterday are still alive. 
The damage to property cannot be accurately 
computed at this writing. Eight of the fifteen 
leaders, who were arrested, were found guilty 
bv Justice Chestnutwood, and bound over to 
the Circuit Court in the sum of $100. 

Fort WAyng, Ind., Jan. 14.—The strike 
of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railway brakemen, which wasinaugurated Tues- 
day, still continues, the strikers being reinforced 
to some extent by the arrival of the brakemen 
who were on the road when thestrike began. Su- 
perintendent Law arrived in the city from 
Pittsburg to-day, and the strikers laid their 
grievances before him at noon. No action, 
however, was taken. Several attempts 
were made to send out trains, but 
they were frustrated by the _ strikers. 
About 4 P. M. Superintendent Law, together 
with minor officials of the company with a sup- 
ply of links and pins, took a shifting engine and 
ran it to the Grand Rapids Junction, a mile from 
the city, where the two freight trains stopped 
yesterday by the strikers still stand, and at- 
tempted to recouple the trains. Notwithstand- 
ing that the police force was present a bodv 
of strikers followed upon another shifting engine 
which they had captured, and upon the arrival 
atthe junction coupled the two shifting en- 
gines together, compelled the officials to dis- 
mount, and after securing the links 
and pins carried out by _ the officials 
brought both engines back to the city, 
leaving the officials to walk back. No violence 
was used upon either side, and no arrests were 
made. The outcome of the strike cannot be 
predicted. The strikers appear quiet and or- 
derly, but are as determined as they were yester- 
day, while the railroad officials show no signs of 
relenting. 

CoLumBvs, Ohio, Jan. 14.—Reports from 
the Hocking Valley this evening indicate that 
everything is quiet, though a general fear exists 
that trouble may occur at any moment. Gov. 
Hoadly bas sent Assistant Adjt.-Gen. Dill and 
Mine Inspector Bancroft into the valley to make 
an investigation and report to him the true situ- 
ation. They are now making a _ tour of 
the mining towns. Representative Weldy, 
of Hocking County, offered a_ bill in 
the lower branch of the Legislature 
this afternoon muking ita penal offense to in- 
timidate any person who enters into the employ 
of another engaged in legal business. The bill 
referred specially to the alleged intimidation 
of foreign labor in the Hocking Valley. 
The afternoon was taken up witha discussion 
on a motion to reject the bill as an insult to the 
organized labor of the country. The Hocking 
Valley situation was discussed at great length 
pending the motion. The bill was admitted by 
52 to 18, and will go through the regular course, 





THE LEVEES THREATENED, 


A RISE IN THE MISSISSIPPI FINDS THE 
LEVEES NOT FINISHED. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, Jan. 14.— Earlier than 
usual this year the Mississippi River has begun 
to rise, and as usual the responsible officials are 
unprepared with their levee work to resist the in- 
vasion of the floods. A week ago to-day thejriver 
in parts of this city stood 6 feet 4 inches below the 
high water mark of last year, and it has 
risen since, so that to-night it is only 3 feet 6 
inches below the high water mark. It is already 
out of the river banks and menacing the levees, 
the most important of which are beginning to 
slough off. There has been an unusual amount 
of caving batture on the right bank from 
Gouldsborough up to Bonnett Carre. The 
levees thence to the mouth of the Red River 
are not up, and the Levee Commissioner 
of that district to-day forwarded to Con- 
gress an appeal for Government aid. A 
short distance above Buckhorn, ,.25 miles above 
Vicksburg on the Louisiana side, the bank has 
caved within 30 feet of the levee, and is caving 
rapidly. At Milliken’s Bend the water at noon 
to-day waseven with the bank. Mr. McGinty, 
who, with his partner, 8. L. James, the prison 
contractor, has by act of the Legislature 
the monopoly contract for putting up the 
levee, bas over one-half mile of unfinished 
levee. The most dangerous point, however, 
is at Carrollton, the upper suburb of New- 
Orleans, where a cave occurred some months 
ago and a new levee was ordered built.: The 
lower portion of the levee is not finished. In the 
upper part of the levee there are gans badly 
fixed and the work will not be accepted until 
altered for the better. There were about 28 men 
at work on the levee yesterday. This force is 
sufficient at present, as little earth can be nad. 
The water has filled the barrow pits between the 
levees, and earth will have to be taxen from the 
old levee. The contractor for the revetment is 
much behind and is not doing as good work us 
he should do. Many of the outer braces 
and ribbon or rail pieces in front of the upper 
levee are not in yet.and some of the work is 
hurried and must be done over before it is ac- 
ceptable. {t will be some time before the levee 
is finished, and about 1,200 feet of it remains 
to be tapped. ‘This levee is really the citadel of 
New-Orleans. If it should give way witha slight 
freshet rise the Exposition Buildings would be 
wiped out in 24 hours and in 24 hours more the 
rear of New-Orleans would be inundated. Still 
the city officers appear to be almost unconscious 
of the peril. 





A QUESTION FOR GEN. SHERMAN. 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 14.—Mr. E. M. 
Richeson, a trustworthy, reliable gentleman of 
this city, who was proprietor of a wharf boat at 
Vicksburg, Miss., when the war broke out, this 
evening makes public the substance of an inter- 
view he had with Major, now General, W. T. Sher- 
man at that period. Mr. Richeson says he was 
aroused from sleep one night by Capt. Spotts, of 
the steamer Eclipse, who introduced him to 
Major Sherman, who was then in command 
of the regulars, having been transported 
from the Baton Rouge Arsenal to the 
northern side of the line. Major Sherman 
said, ** Mr. Richeson, I had you aroused to ask 
if you would be kind enough to take charge of 
the corpse of one of my men and have the body 
decently interred.’ Mr. Richeson told him he 
would. He then asked the Major what he 
thought of the situation. Major Sherman saia: 
“Mr. Richeson, I am afraid there will be 
trouble,” and then he added in substance, *I 
have spent many years in the South where L 
have received only the kindest treatment, and 
before I would fight against those people I 
would lose my right arm.’’ Mr. Richeson says 
he is curious to know whether Gen. Sherman re- 
members this interview.

TONQUIN TO BE CONQUERED 


THE FRENCH TO BEGIN A VIGOR- 
OUS WARFARE. 

PREMIER FERRY CREATES A SENSATION BY 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT—TONQUIN TO BE 
COMPLETELY OCCUPIED. 

Paris, Jan. J4.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, on M. Duval’s propound- 
ing a question to the Government regard- 
ing their diplomatic and military action 
in the East, the order of the day was 
adopted by a vote of 294 to 234. 

M. Ferry, in reply to M. Duval's ques- 
tion, said that acting in accordance with 
the vote of the Chamber of Nov. 27, the 
Government had decided on the immedi- 
ate and complete occupation of Tonquin 
as the only means to settle the difficulty 
with China. Gen. Campenon, who was 
until recently the Minister of War, al- 
though he disapproved of sending further 
reinforcements to the far East, never ex- 
pressed any uneasiness at the military 
situation in that quarter. [Applause.] 

Gen. Lewal, the new Minister of War, in 
speaking on the military situation, de- 
clared that he was a soldier and had no 
desire to interfere in politics. He praised 
Gen. Campenon’s devotion to France, and 
said he would strive to imitate it. He de- 
nied that the present operations in Ton- 
quin would endanger the mobilization of 
the army in France should occasion there- 
for arise. This, he said, would never be 
endangered as long as he should remain 
Minister of War. It was after these re- 
marks that the Chamber adopted the 
order of the day by a vote of 294 to 234. 
After this the Chamber adjourned until 
Jan. 27. 

Lonvon, Jan. 14.—The Central News's 
account of the proceedings in the French 
Chamber of Deputies is as follows: 

M. Jules Ferry, the Prime Minister, this 
afternoon, in the Chamber of Deputies, 
made an official declaration of the Gov- 
ernment’s intention with regard to Ton- 
quin. The declaration was partly in an- 
swer to un interrogatory put forward by 
the Opposition respecting the retirement 
of Gen. Campenon from the Ministry of 
War. Gen. Campenon resigned his port- 
folio on the 3d inst. because, contrary to 
his advice, the Ministry persisted in the 
Tonquin invasion. He contended that the 
task was unprofitable and unworthy 
of the republic, which could not, he ar- 
gued, afford to spare the 20,000 French sol- 
diers essential to the success of the enter- 
prise, in view of the European situation 
and the pressing necessity of a more per- 
fect mobilization of the army of France. 
Gen. Campenon’s idea was that this mobil- 
ization was the immediate and supreme 
duty of the hour, and that it should at 
once be undertaken, with the view of giv- 
ing the republic an available military 
strength of 3,600,000 men. Gen Lewal, of 
the Seventeenth Army Corps, who com- 
manded the Rhine army during the 
Franco-German war and who was in thor- 
ough sympathy with M. Ferry’s views, 
was at once installed as Gen. Campenon’s 
successor. 

M. Ferry went bluntly to the point. He 
announced that the Government intended 
immediately to increase its energies in 
Tonquin, and would not stop until it occu- 
pied the entire country "P. to the frontier 
of the Chinese Empire. This declaration 
produced a profound sensation, and was 
received with cheers and considerable dis- 
approval. M. Ferry, continuing, said that 
the operations necessary to the proposed 
conquest of Tonquin would in nowise 
compromise the French milltary strength 
at home or interfere with the necessary 
general mobilization. In saying this 
the Premier fortified himself with the 
authority of Gen. Lewal, than whom 
there could be no military authority 
more respected by France. There were 
3,000,000 men in the republic, the best so!- 
diers in the world, ready to march at a 
moment’s notice in the cause of France. 
It was impossible longer to keep the army 
in Tonquin, crouching idly, like hunters, 
with their eyes fixed upon a single point. 
That was unworthy of an army of France. 
That army must be employed otherwise. 
Tonquin must be entirely occupied. The 
task was not difficult. It would require 
but an insignificant mobilization. 

M. Ferry’s speech, besides producing a 
great sensation in the Chambers when it 
was delivered, has astounded the Parisians 

enerally and made them quite serious. 

he general impression it has made may 
be described as bad. People discuss it as 
if they disliked to be forced to contem- 
plate the probability of trouble.

EUROPE’S FOREIGN COLONIES. 
A FRANCO-GERMAN ALLIANCE—THE INDIG- 
NANT AUSTRALIANS, 

Paris, Jan. 14.—The Figaroand the Gaul- 
ois state that France and Germany have 
come to acemplete agreement in regard to 
the Egyptian, Chinese, and Congo ques- 
tions. France engages to protect German 
commerce in the French colonies, and Ger- 
many promises in consideration thereof to 
support France in herjcolonial schemes. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—The report that France 
and Germany have come to an under- 
standing on the Egyptian, Chinese, and 
Congo questions is credited in official cir- 
cles here, though it is not stated that a 
definite agreement has been formulated. 
It is said, however, that Prince Bismarck 
is awaiting the result of the French elec- 
tions before giving his decision, and if 
Premier Ferry maintains his present com- 
pact majority in the Chambers the pro- 
posed alliance will be cemented. 

London, Jan. 14.—Advices from Mel- 
bourne state that popular opinion in Aus- 
tralia continues to be greatly agitated in 
view of the recent German annexations 
in New-Guinea and adjacent islands. 
Mass meetings to protest against foreign 
annexations in the Pacific are an every- 
day occurrence. Shire and borough coun- 
cils likewise are taking occasion to record 
their protest, and the press of the coun- 
try, without adissentient voice, is engaged 
day after day in vigorous and emphatic 
denunciation of all foreign attempts to 
gain a foothold in Australasia. It is cer- 
tain that the Australians are thoroughly 
aroused against the present policy of the 
British Colonial Office. 

The proposals of Earl Grey, who was 
formeriy Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and the Marquis of Lorne, late 
Governor-General of Canada, to create a 
council composed of the High Commission- 
ers and Agents-General of the British Col- 
onies, to be attached to the Colonial De- 
partment, have been submitted to the 
Government. It is reported that Earl 
Granville, the Foreign Secretary, and Earl 
Derby, the Colonial Secretary, approve 
the scheme.

THE GERMAN BUDGET AND TARIFF. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—The Budget Committee 
of the Reichstag yesterday voted in favor 
of the credit of 150,000 marks ($35,700) for 
explorations in Central Africa asked for 
at the beginning of the session by Prince 
Bismarck. This appropriation was con- 
sidered in the Reichstag last Friday, when 
a motion was made to reduce it to 100,000 
marks. This motion did not prevail, but 
the subject was referred again to the Bud- 
get Committee by a small majority, de- 
spite the opposition of Prince Bismarck 
and Herr von Boetticher, Minister of the 
Interior. The Government has now car- 
ried its point before the committee and it 
is understood that the grant will be ap- 
proved by the Reichstag. 

During the discussion in the Reichstag 
to-day on the proposed increase in the du- 
ties upon imports of cereals Prince Bis- 
marck stated that the Government would 
require, in order to meet the demands of 
the farmers that the dutv unou wheat be 





increased to treble the present rate and 
upor rye to double the amount now paid 
upon the imports of these classes of grain 
from ail countries ——— Russia, which 
could not be included the advance on 
account of the treaty existing between 
Germany and Russia regulating the cus- 
toms duties upon importations from that 
country. 

The deficit in the Prussian budget for 
1885 amounts to $5,000'000. In the Bundes- 
rath yesterday Prussia proposed that an 
increase of 38 marks per 100 kilograms 
should be added to the present import 
duties on corn.

MURDERED BY ANARCHISTS. 
A GERMAN POLICE COUNCILOR STABBED 
IN FRONT OF HIS HOME. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—A shocking crime oc- 
curred at Frankfort-on-the-Main last 
night. A Police Commissioner named 
Rumpff, who had been active in the prose- 
cution of Socialists, was found dead in 
front of his own house stabbed in two 
piaces. His assassin is unknown. 

Lonpon, Jan. ?%4.—The Central News 
gives the following version of the killing 
of Rumpff: ‘*‘A profound sensation was 
created in Berlin this morning bv the an- 
nouncement that Herr Rumpff, Police 
Councilor, had been murdered last night 
in front of his residence in a prominent 
thoroughfare. Herr Rumpff was actively 
connected with the recent prosecutions 
at Leipsic of the anarchists Reinsdorf, 
Rupsch, Kuechler, Holzhauer, Bacg- 
man, Soehngen, Rhienbach, and Toell!- 
ner, Who were engaged in _ the 
Niederwald attempt to kill the Em- 
peror. The police are very reticent in 
regard to the murder of Herr Rumpff, but 
state that there is no doubt that friends of 
the condemned anarchists committed the 
deed. All kinds of stories are afloat in re- 
gard tothe murder. One isto the effect 
that while returning home at about 10 
o’clock last night, and when in frout of 
his house, Herr Rumpff was struck a 
violent blow on the back of the head, 
which felled him to the pavement, ren- 
dering him unconscious. Another is 
that his death was produced by a 
stab wound ina vital part, which produced 
almost instant death. AJl agree that the 
murder was the work of anarchists in re- 
venge for the part the Councilor had taken 
in securing the conviction of Reinsdorf 
and his companions. The Emperor Will- 
iam, when informed of the death ‘of Herr 
Rumpff, was visibly agitated. 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, Jan. 14.—A 
reward of $750‘has been offered for the 
discovery of the murderer of Herr 
Rumpff. The dagger with which the deed 
was committed twice penetrated the heart 
of the victim. No robbery was committed. 
It is presumed that vengeance was the 
motive for the crime.

EUROPEAN INTERESTS IN EGYPT. 

THE ENGLISH MARCH TO KHARTOUM—AN 
AMBASSADOR FROM TURKEY. 

Paris, Jan. 14.—The Cairo correspondent 
of the Temps says that the Mahdi has ac- 
cepted the conditions proposed by Gen. 
Wolseley. It is stated that the march of 
the English Army from Gakdul and Korti 
to Khartoum is being conducted without 
opposition. 

VIENNA, Jan. 14.—It is stated here that 
before Hassan Fehmi Pasha, Turkish Min- 
ister of Justice, left Constantinople for 
London on a special mission regarding 


Egyptian matters inquiry was made of 
England whether such a mission would be 
agreeable. To this inquiry Lord Granville 
gave an affirmative reply. The Sultan has 
sent Hobart Pasha, Marshal of the Turkish 
Empire, to London with presents for the 
Queen and the Prince of Wales, and to as- 
sist Fehmi Pasha in his conference with 
Lord Granville. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—Fehmi Pasha is intrust- 
ed not only with a mission to England but 
also with a conciliatory mission fo France. 

The belief prevails here that England 
has instructed her Ambassadors on the 
Continent, and especially Lord Lyons, at 
Paris, to do their utmost to prevent the 
submission to the powers of counter pro- 
posals regarding Egyptian finances, and to 
prevent the summoning of another Egyp- 
tian conference.

ANOTHER DYNAMITE OUTRAGE. ™ 

Lonvon, Jan. 15.—The Town Hallat War- 
minster, in Wiltshire, was partially 
wrecked by an explosion of dynamite 
last night. Several houses in the neigh- 
borhood were badly shaken, many wirp- 
dows shattered,and several persons thrown 
to the ground by the shock. The report 
of the explosion was heard for two miles 
around the Town Hall, and great ex- 
citement was caused until it was as- 
certained that no one had _. been 
seriously injured. Pieces of tin tub- 
ing, which had apparently contained 
a fuse, were found near the scene of the 
explosion. T'wosuspicious-looking strang- 
ers were noticed loitering near the Town 
Hall during the afternoon, and the police 
are searching for them, but thus far no 
arrests have been made.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 14.—The Porte has 
sent a note to the English Embassy deny- 
ing the prevalence of atrocities against 
the Christians in Macedonia. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—The North German Ga- 
zette says that many retired army officers 
have gone to China to instruct the Chi- 
nese army in European tactics. The Gov- 
ernment is powerless to prevent this. It, 
however, prohibits officers still in the 
army of reserve from going. 

MApDRID, Jan. 14.—Earthquake trem- 
blings were felt yesterday at Tarrox, (a- 
wnillas, Almunecar, and Algarobo. The 
storm in the Southern Provinces still con- 
tinues and the rivers are greatly swoilen. 
The sufferings of the people who have 
been rendered houseless by the earth- 
quakes are intense. According to the offi- 
cial record the number of persons killed 
by the earthquakes in Granada was 695 
and the number injured 1,480. 

Lonpbon, Jan. 14.—Advices from Buenos 
Ayres state that the Provincial Bank has 
suspended cash payments. 

A dispatch from Holyhead states that 
the Dublin packets Eleanor and Stanley 
came into collision during a fog this morn- 
ing off Holyhead. Both steamers were 
badly damaged, but the passengers and 
crews escaped without serious injury. 

The offices occupied by the American 
Legation in this city narrowly escaped 
destruction by fire this afternoon. he 
buildings in which: Mr. Lowell’s official 
headquarters are situated were set 
on fire through some as yet un- 
ascertained cause. By means of a 
prompt alarm a brigade of the Fire De- 
partment was brought to the scene in time 
to secure an early control of the flames, 
and through its strenuous exertions the 
buldings were saved, the rooms occupied 
by the Legation escaping without any 
serious damage. 

LONDONDERRY, Jan. 14.—An Irish-Amer- 
ican named Logan has been committed 
for triai here on the charge of shooting at 
and wounding an English commercial 
traveler named Plaskett. Logan’s sister 
has also been committed as an accomplice. 

Paris, Jan. 14.—It is rumored that 
Louise Michel has been liberated from 
prison, and isnow residing either in Brus- 
sels or in London. 


Vienna, Jan. 14.—A dispatch from Czer- 
nowitz, in Austria, states that a series of 
land slips are occurring on a hill behind 
the Greek Cathedral, in that town. A 
building adjacent to the cathedral has 
been buried, and the cathedral itself, 
which cost $5,000,000, is in great danger.

MR. KEENE NOT PUT OFF 


NOT TO BE BROWBEATEN BY A 
SURLY CONDUCTOR. 

TRYING TO PUT HIM OFF A TRAIN BECAUSE) 

HE FORGOT HIS TICKET—SEIZING THE 
CONDUCTOR BY THE THROAT. 


**No fare, no ride,” shouted Conductor 
Mahoney, who runs trains on the Far Rockaway 
branch of the Long Island Railroad. “If you 
won't pay you'll have to get off the train.” 

These words were addressed to James R. 
Keene, the Wali-street operator. Mr. Keene is 
occupying a cottage at Far Rockaway in the 
portion of the town called Wave Crest, and 
comes to his business every day on the Long 
Island Railroad, returning home at.night. 
On Monday morning he put on a light 
top coat, instead of the heavier garment 
he usually wears at this time of the year. When 
the conductor had reached him on his first rourd 
through the train Mr. Keene nervously fumbled 
for his commutation ticket. He could not find 
it. Then he remembered it was in the pocket 
of his coat at home. He told the conductor that 
he had Jeft the little book of coupons at home. 

“No fare, no ride,” was the reply of the con- 
ductor, and atthe same time he took out a du- 
plex ticket, carefully punched it, and handed 
Mr. Keene his rebate check, which called for 
10 cents at any ticket office of the company, 
and demanded 75 cents. Mr. Keane, becoming 
indignant, remonstrated with the conductor, 
telling him that the next morning he could 
take two coupons out of the book instead of one. 

* 111 have to put you off,” said the conductor, 
“if you don’t pay.”” A number of friends of the 
broker gathered around at this. 

“I will not pay a local fare,” responded Mr. 
Keene, ‘*I bave paid for my ride to-day and you 
will have the coupon to-morrow.” 

The conductor eyed with caution the friends: 
around Mr. Keene, wko were upholding the 
position he bad taken, and then gazed furtively 
at the no meun pair of biceps that the great 
speculator disclosed. Feeling that discretion 
was the better part of valor, he offered Mr.; 
Keene the ticket he had prepared, and on that 
gentleman’s refusal of it, put it in his 
pocket and withdrew. If the conductor had 
stated that it was a rule of the company not to 
allow a person to ride without a pass, ticket, or 
cash payment, and that it was an imperative 
command to require every commuter who 
failed to produce his book to pay full fare, Mr. 
Keene probably would not have decome indig- 
nant, certainly he would not have done as he did, 
if the conductor had told him his discharge was 
liable if he did not take a fare. 

It rankled in Mr. Keetie’s mind, however, that 
any implication should be made that an honest 
passenger would not give in his coupon for the 
passage, and remembering of frequent com- 
plaints made by Long Island Railroad com- 
muters of similar outrages, he determined 
not to pay anyway. Now, Conductor, 
Mahoney’s train only runs to Jamaica,’ 
where the passengers change to a train from 
down the main line. Mr. Keene boarded this 
train and found a seatin the already crowded 
eur. Conductor Mahoney bad run around to 
the other train and told Conductor Randall, of 
the main line train, about Mr. Keene's refusal 


to pay. 

“Tl fix him,” seid Conductor Randall, as he 
gave the signal to start the train. Conductor 
Randall is tall and rather we!l proportioned. He 
has never evinced a desire t6 meet Mr. John L. 
Sullivan, but he is ready to meet any Long Is- 
land Railroad official in a fair fistic encoun- 
ter. Mr. Randall started thrgugh the train 
and collected the tickets with remarkabie 
celerity. Back of him followed a stalwart 
brakeman. Suddeniy Conductor Randall came 
upon the former millionaire. Mr. Keene told; 
him the same story that he had recounted to the; 
eonductor on the Rockaway branch. He was 
promptly told that it he did not pay he would 
be ejected from the train. Mr. Keene replied 
that he guessed not. A few words were then 
bandied back and forth, and then Conductor 
Randall grabbed the belli rope and gave three 
pulls, which signified to the engineer to stop the 
train. 

** Now, get out,” said the conductor, but Mr. 
Keene never budged. The train began to slack 
up and the passengers, indignant that they 
should be delayed,crowded around the conductor 
and the man trom Wail-street. The conductor 
placed his hand on Mr. Keene’s shoulder, just as 


. & passenger handed him a dollar, saying, ** There, 


pay his fare and let’s geton.” A flush of red. 
diffused Mr. Keene’s ‘cheek, as he sprang to his: 
feet and grabbed the conductor by the throat. 
Conductor Randal!, recovering from his aston- 
ishment, was preparing to “fall upon” the 
speculator when a passenger seized him by the 
arm. Another quieted Mr. Keene, the brake- 
man pulled the bell rope, and the train rushed 
on to Long Island City. 

Mr. Keene paid his fare on the trip home at 
night, and has not forgotten his commutation 
ticket since. The conductors say their ruleg 
are very strict to take tares from every 
one. Passengers are annoyed often by leav- 
ing their coupons home by mistake, and 
Mr. Keene was ruftied by the insolent 
demeanor of the conductor. In his opinion 
the rule should not beso stringent, but if a pas- 
senger whoa is well known to the conductor on 
the train forgets his ticket, he should at least be 
treated with decency and allowed to give in hig 
coupon the next day. The commutation tickets 
on the Long Island Road are arranged in a littie 
book, there being a coupon for each trip each 
way, with the date of the month stamped on it., 
It may relieve the minds of those who were on 
the train ta know that the passenger paying Mr. 
Keene’s fare got his money back, and that Con- 
ductor Mahoney did not lose the 75 cents on the 
ticket he made out at first. Mr. Keene has said 
that he never would have been put off that train.

MERCHANTS BEFORE THE 
ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 
SUBJECTED TO VEXATIOUS DELAYS AND 
THEIR BUSINESS INJURED—DEFENSE OF | 
THE SYSTEM BY MR. DEPEW. 

When Chairman Kernan, of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, rapped for 
order in the hall of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday morning e2 brilliant array of mer- 
chants and railway luminaries remoyed their 
hats, and settling themselves back in the com- 
fortable arm chairs prepared for the hearing 
In the matter of the transfer of freight 
asked for by the Committee of Three 
representing tho ary and other 
trades. Ail the Commissioners were present, 
andamong the merchants were W. F. King, of 
Calhoun, Robbins & Co.; Robert F. Austin, of 
Austin, Nichols & Co.; George D. Sweetser, of 
Bweetser, Pembrooi: & Co., and Philo L. Mills, 
of Mills & Gibb, with Abel Crook as counsel. 
The railroads were represented by Commissioner 
Fink, Vice-President Horace J. Hayden, of the 
New-York Central; Royal C. Vilas, of the Erie, 
and General Manager J. D. Layng, of the West 
Shore. The legal adviser for the railroads was 
Chauncey M. Depew. 

Mr. King unrolled a huge bundle of papers 
and documents and proceeded to give instances 
of hardship and delay caused by the divergence 
of freight from selected routes. ‘“ Merchants 
have suffered loss,” said he, “not alone on 
freight diverted, but indirectly in the conse- 
quent decrease in their business. The Mer- 
chants’ Despatch at one time transferred from 
three to twenty carloads a day from the New- 
York Centrai to the West Shore, and most of the 
trouble arose from this. Goods ordered by the 
Star Union, which were actually sent by the West 
Shore, have been 15 daysin arriving at Chicago 
instead of four or tive. Oneshipment for Pitts- 
burg, ordered by way of the Pennsylvania, was 
sent via the Erie to Youngstown, Ohio, not 
reaching its destination for 22 days.” He then 
read a circular from 13 leading merchants of Chi- 
cago indorsing the action of the New-York mer- 
chants. Mir. i<ing said thatthe best and quickest 
mode of transportation to the st was by the 
Merchants’ Despatch,over the New-York Central, 
and Star Union, via the Pen nia. 

Commussioner O’ Donnell, cking up one of 
the blani forms of bills of jading, asked, ** Do 
you concede, then, that these delays have oc- 
curred with consequent loss?” Jepew an- 
swered that these points w conceded, but that 
the transfer of freight was the only practicable 
mode of carrying on the business of the pool, 
and withoutit litthe orno business between the 
West and s oard could be done. In reply to 
the Commissioner’s question, he said: ‘* There 
is no agreement between the fast freight lineson 
the New-York Central and the trunk lines. 
They are managed and controlled by the New- 
York Central, andany loss or damage on freight 
shipped on one of the tast freight bills of lading 
jis presented and settled by that lhne,no matter 
which road it goes over.” 

Mr. Depew admitted, in reply to Mr. Austin, 
that under the clause in the printed contract in 
ithe bill of !ading the legal liability of the fast 
freight line was doubtful, but declared that no 
ease had ever arisen in which settlement for such 
joss had been refused or delayed. ‘If they did 
s0 réfuse,”’ said he, ‘they could not continue 
business.” 

* Asa matter of fact,” asked Mr. O'Donnell, 
“can shipments bs made from New-York other 
than by these fast freight lines 7” 

“If the goods are not wanted for a year it will 
do tosend them by other methods,”’ replied Mr. 
Hayden. 

Mr. King came back to the legal liability of 
the fast freight lines, and asked what reason ex- 
isted for the insertion in the contract clause of 
the stipulation that the lines were not liable for 
losses on lines other than their own; to which * 
Mr. Depew replied that while there was sucha 
stipulation, the lines had never attempted to 
evade the liability. He admitted that on the 

ace of the contract the legal liability was 
Waived by the shipper. Commissioner Fink said 
that thisclause was inserted to prevent black- 
mailing cases, aéding that it had been stricken 
out once, and that he was unable to account for 
its reinsertion. 

Mr. F. F. Waters, a traveling agent for R. K. 
Davis & Co. inthe West and Southwest, sated 
that it was growing more difficult to get business 
in the far West for New-York houses, owing to 
the vexatious delays in receiving’ goods ordered. 

Mr. King—As to the claim that by the pool we 
get fixed ratesi can say that we can get rates 
to-day cheaper by 30 to 40 percent. than pool 
charges. In one casein our own office we have 
had offers by one of the pool lines at 50 cents, 
the regular rate being 75 cents, and this, too, 
from a road to which freight was trans- 
ferred by the other lines. The Jaw of the sur- 
vival of the fittest should prevail with the raii- 
roads as with us. 

After recess Mr. Chauncey M, Depew presented 
the case for the railroads. “* This is an inter- 
State question,” he said, “* and any action of the 
commission can only affect the New-York Cen- 
tral. What is needed is the appointment of a 
national commission having powers similar to 
those of the New-York and Massachusetts 
boards. If the idiots at Washington would 
establish such a board much could be done to 
rectify whatever grievances exist and which are 
conceded. As tothe point that the commission 
would have no power, that isabsurd. The will 
of the people would be voiced by this commis- 
sion, and against this no one of, nor all, the 
railroads could prevail. As to the particular 
charges, it is proper to say that of the 11,000,000 
tons of freight carried from New-York by the 
pool lines less than 244 per cent. have been trans- 
ferred, and of thisof not more than one-quar- 
ter have complaints been made.” Mr. Depew 
then made an elaborate defense of the advan- 
tages and benefits of the pooling system, and de- 
clared that the loss of business complained of by 
the New-York merchants was due to outside 
causes, among them the establishment of ports , 
ot entry at the West by the Government. ‘“* The 
destruction of the pool,” he continued, “and 
open competition would create an uncertainty 
which would make New-York merchants gam- 
blers in spite of themselves. What is wanted is 
not so much 2 low rate as a reasonable and cer- 
tain rate, and this is afforded by the pool alone.” 

The tast freight lines, he declared, did what 
otherwise could not be done. Did they not exist 
the railroads could only give a billof lading to 
their own termini, and this would create a prac-’s 
tical difficulty, which would greatly hamper and 
retard business. Their establishment had led to 
the reduction of the chargesa few years back 
from 24% cents per ton per mile to 81-100o0fa 
cent. ‘the poo! had accomplished by voluntary 
means thats which flegislation had; tried Zand 
failedin. ‘* It will be impossible,” said Mr. De- 
pew, “to pass any law through which, 
even with the aid of a commission, a 
railroad train cannot bo run without dis- 
covery. The Reagan bill don’t come within 
400,000 miles of the present case, andif the State 
would only say to us, go ahead and give us the, 
right to unlimited competition we could force 
the Erie and West Shore out of business. With 
the West Shore we could, where we touched, . 
run for nothing and make it up where there’ 
was no competition.” In conclusion, he argued 
that the transfer of freight worked with less 
friction than any other system hitherto devised, 

Mr. Crook thought that the inquiry had re- 
solved itself into a defense of the pool, and that 
the main guestion as to the rights of theshippers 
had been ignored. He believed, and promised 
to show the authorities for the statement, that 
the New-York laws were operative everywhere 
for a contract signed in New-York, whether 
executed hereornot. This was combated by 
Mr. Depew. ; 

The session was closed by Commissioner Fink, 
who said the Legislature could not compel the 
railroads to sign a bill of lading beyond their 
own termini, and that the fast freight lines, not 
being common carriers, but only forwarding 
agents, could not be compelled to send the 
freight by any particular line. If any legis- 
lative action were taken these lines could 
remove their offices to Jersey City and evade the 
law. He also made a long defense of the 
pool as the best possible system, He 
admitted, in reply to Mr. King, that the West 
Shore had, with the knowledge of the pool, been 
aliowed to get its percentage by making lower 
rates, but declared that this was due to its lack 
of facilities at the time, and tbat at present, 
since it claimed to be a first-class line, equal to 
its competitors, this was no longer done. He 
also stated that since the receipt of the com- 
plaints, most of which were unknown to him 

reviously, the <3 ee of freight by one road 

‘or points on the liné of another had been dis- 
continued and would no longer be practiced. 

Commissioner Rogers—Then, admitting there 
isa grievance, and this seems to be conceded, 
the only defense, practically, is that the superior 
advantages of the pool moro than counterbal- 
ance the losses arising trom these delays and 
losses caused by the transfer of freights? 

* That is practically it,”’ replied Commissioner 
Fink, and the hearing ended. ‘The board then 
announced that two weeks would be accorded 
to file any vapers bearing upon the question, 
and adjourned.

HE TELLS OF THE ‘‘ WARS AND REVOLU- 
TIONS” HE HAS BEEN THROUGH, 

An audiences of fair size assembled iu 
Chickering Hall last evening and applauded 
George Augustus Sala’s lecture on “ Wars and 
Revolutions.” Mr. Sala began away back in 
1848, when the reign of Louis Philippe was draw- 
ingtoaclose. He described the Louis Napoleon 
of that time as he appeared at.the receptions of 
the Hon. Mrs, Caroline Norton, a sallow-faced 
youth with the golden eagle of France in his 
necktie and in his eyes a lethargic expression 
which he never lost. Tne lecturer described the 
provisional Government and its great men— 
Lamartine, Arrago, and others. He de- 
scribed a little dinner in Dickens’s rooms, 
over the office of Household Words, to 
which came Mark Lemon, Leigh Hunt, and 
Dickens's peculiar friend, Inspector Field. He 





.told how Dickens asked him to go to Paris be- 


cause something was going to happen there. 
Then he described his arrivalin Paris just in 
time to witness the scenes of the coup d‘état of 
1858. Proclamations were posted sxbout the city 
warning the populace that all persons found in 
arms On or pear a barricade must take the con- 
sequences. ‘hen the lecturer told of the slaugh- 
ter of the people in the streets of the French 
capital. He drew a realistic picture of the 
elosed shops of the Boulevard des Italiens be- 
pa ry nag with the blood of the men, women, and 
children who lay dead upon the pavements, and 
described Louis Napoleon as he rode 12 lengths 


_ in advance of his staff to take his position as 


Prince-President. 

He gave an account of his trip to Mexico and 
of the seating of Maximilian of Hapsbure on 
the throne of **a phantom and bogus empire.” 
Then he painted in vivid colors the presentation 
of the prizes at the Paris Exposition of 1867, 
when Louis Napoleon, in the presence of assem- 
bled potentates, glorified the grandeur of France 
while he had in his pocket a Jetter saying that 
the unhappy Maximilian had been slain. Mr. 
Sala gave an account of the scene in St. Mark’s 
piaza in Venice at the signing ot the convention 
which liberated the city from Austrian rule. He 
humorously described his adventures in the field 
with Garibaldiand traveling through Spain with 
King Alfonso during the Carlist troubles. He 
narrated graphically the scenes which he wit- 
nessed in the Franco-Prussian war, and closed 
his lecture with tributes to Gen. Gordon and 
Mr. Gladstone. There was a strong vein of 
humor running through the lecture which made 
it thoroughly enjoyable.

CONNECTIOUT DEMOCRATS PASS 
THRE LIFTLE GIANT BY, 

MR, EATON TOLD TO WAIT UNTIL THE NEXT 
TIME—MR, PLATT RENOMINATED WITH- 
OUT OPPOSITION. 

Harrrorp, Conn., Jan, 14.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature held a caucus 
this afternoon to nominate a candidate for 
United States Senator, Mr. Joslyn, of Hart- 
J rd, presided. For seyeral weeks the mem- 
bers of ex-Goy, Waller’s staff have been quite 
active in efforts to secure this nomination 
for him, thinking it would giye him a better 
standing with the Cleveland Administration, 
under which he hopes, it is said, to have an 
official position. But in the meantime the 
friends of Chairman Barnum, of the National 
Committee, havo not been inactive, and the 
result of their missionary work was 
displayed this afternoon. The caucus 
was an animated affair. Over an hour was oc- 
cupied in speech making, Mr. Slade, of Bridee- 


port, presented Mr, Barnum’s name in a long 
and culogistic speech. The Democratic Party, 
he said, had for many years been in political 
darkness, and he could not fully explain why it 
had passed through so much trial and tribula- 
tions; but the rising sun now appears, and 
honor should be given to those who, by stead- 
fastness, deserve to be honored, William H. 
Barnum is known as well in Texas as in Connec- 
ticut, as well west of the Rocky Mountains as on 
the shores of the Atlantic, and his political in- 
texzrity in unimpeachable. No man can say he 
has ever faltered. 

Mr. Comstock, of Montville, said the name of 
William H. Rarnum is known and honoredas far 
as the fame of American statesmen goes. ‘** When 
I began,” said Mr. Comstock, “to imbibe 
Democracy William H, Barnum was the guiding 
star of my destiny.” But he thought the young 
Democracy ought to be recognized, and he pre- 
sented the name of Thomas M. Waller. 

Mr. Joslyn, of Hartford, left the chair tem- 
porarily, and placed ex-Senator Eaton in nomi- 
nation. He did this, he said, to preserve the fit- 
ness of things and the harmony of the party. If 
Mr. Barnum or Mr. Waller gets the nomination 
it will be recognized by the people of the coun- 
try as the personal triumph of one over the 
other. Mr. Eaton is not mixed up in this per- 
sonal antagonism. His age, clean reputation, 
and public record are all the indorsement he 
needs. Heisasableas the ablest, as true as the 
truest, and braver than the bravest, the noblest 
Roman of them all. 

Mi. Wildman, of New-Fairfield, spoke as the 
friend of all candidates, but there wes one con- 
trolling reason with him. Six years ago the 
term of Mr. Barnum expired and Senator Platt 
was elected. Senator Plattis now agains can- 
didate, and it is in the same line for Mr. Barnum 
to compete with him. Senator Hawley defeated 
Mr. Eaton, and it willbe Mr. Eaton’s turn two 
years hence. when Hawley’s term expires. 

Mr. Pigott, of New-Haven, threatened to 
break the harmony of the occasion. ‘* What are 
we here for, as Flanagan put it at Chicago?’ _he 
asked. ‘*‘ We are but a miserable minority. We 
can only indorse one man. He should be the 
right man. We have already in the United States 
Senate more men who represent money than 
those who represent brains. We have won a 
national victory, not by ourselves alone, Thou- 
sands of Democrats voted against our candi- 
date, but thousands of honest Republicans 
voted with us because we promised them re- 
form and better things. We must fulfill our 
promises. We will come nearer to it here by 
nominating Thomas M. Waller than by taking 
either of the other candidates. He more fitly 
represents the Democratic Party of Connecticut 
than they.” 

This brought Mr. Slade to his feet. “If there 
isa man,” he said, ‘* who deserves honor for his 
Jeadership and statesmanship it is William H. 
Barnum. Tradition is looking down upon us to 
sce that we do our duty.” 

Mr. Staub, of New-Milford, narrated Bar- 
num’s lifelong usefulness to the party, begin- 
ning with his successful Congressiona! fight 
with the showman Barnum in 1864. At this point 
Mr. Goodwin, of Salisbury, a httle old man with 
a whispery voice, of whom it was said by 
one of his Litchfield County admirers 
that there were no flies on him, made 
a short speech, disguising nothing but 
explaining the true inwardness of the Barnum 
candidacy as follows: “Il am aneighbor of Will- 
iam H. Barnum, and have known him for 50 
years. He has borne upon his shoulders an 
amount of work equaled by no man inthis State 
or country. The question here is not as to the 
successor of Senator Platt, but is, What shall we 
do to dictate the successor to Senator Hawley 
two years from now? That igs the question. 
Now, who is to lead us in revolutionizing 
this State? Gov. Waller, we are truly told, 
is an eloquent speaker, but this State 
is not to be revoiutionized by the mere power of 
oratory. Mr. Barnumisinthe best position to 
be a successful candidate. He has been at the 
head of the National Committee and will have a 
voice in distributing the political patronage of 
the new Administration coming into this State, 
which will go far toward revolutionizing the 
State.” 

After this speech an informal ballot was taken 
with the following result: William H. Barnum, 
89; Thomas M, Waller, 19; W. W. Eaton, 9. The 
ballot was made formal and unanimous and the 
caucus adjourned. 

Immediately after this caucus the Republican 
members held theirs in the Representatives’ hall 
and Senator Platt was nominated by acclama- 
tion by a rising vote.

GRAND MASTER WORKMAN POWDERLY 
WRITES TO SENATOR EDMUNDS, 

Scranton, Penn., Jan. 14. — Ex-Mayor 
T. V. Powderly, of this city, Grand Master 
Workman of the Knights of Labor for the 
United States and Canada, has addressed 
a letter to United States Senator Edmunds 
directing his attention to the fact that 
the national House of Representatives passed 
a bill, some months ago “to prohibit the 
importation of forelgn contract labor into the 
United States,’”’ and that the Senate has thus far 
taken no action in the matter. Mr. Powderly 
says: ‘‘Itis of importance to the laboring men, 
the business men, and mechanics of the United 
States to know what the Senate intends to do with 
this bill.” and adds *“*that promises were made, 
pledges given, and party platforms spoke in un- 
mistakable terms on this question during the re- 
cent political campaign,” and thatnow “ nothing 
remains but to fulfill these promises and confirm 
the statements made in the platforms of 1884, 
1 see in the reported proceedings of Congress," 
continued Mr. Powderly, “that days of valua- 
ble time are being devoted to the discussion of 
questions of no consequence whatever to the 
general interests of the Nation. The defense or 
condemnation of ex-Confederates are matters 
which should be buriedin oblivion. Whiie tne 
honorable gentlemen are fighting over again the 
battles which the powder and steel of the soldier 
have long since decided, and while the slavery 
of the past is being discussed in the Senate anew, 
a more powerful slavery is being established— 
aslavery which will not only grind 4,000,000 or 
5,000,000 of black men, but 50,000,000 of white and 
black.” 

The importation under contract of men and 
women who come only to degrade American 
Jabor is described as a link in the chain of the 
new slavery, and that link, Mr. Powderly says, 
can be severed by the Cecisive action of the 
United States Senate. ‘**Do not think that [ call 
your attention to this matter on my own re- 
sponsibility,’? Mr. Powderly adds, **as I but obey 
the request of the 700,000 workingmen who re- 
spectfully ask for the apeety passage -of this 
bill.” Mr. Powderly is about to go onanex- 
tended tour through the principal cities of the 
South in the interests of the Knights of Labor, 
and says that the order of which he is the chief 
now has about 300,000 members in good standing 
in this country.

TWO WIDOWS CLAIM HIS PROPERTY. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Jan. 14.—A few 
weeks ago Giles H. Van Voast,a Central and 
Hudson River Railroad engineer, died very sud- 
denly at his home in this city, leaving property 
valued at from $5,000 to $10,000. A lawyer of 
Albany was in the city a day or twoago to make 
inquiries respecting the engineer's death and the 
disposal of his property. To several persons 
Mr. Matthews, the lawyer, made the following 
singular statement. He said that a lady and 
her daughter, the latter about 18 years of 
age, are now living in Albary who claim 
to be the wife and _ child of the 
late Mr. Van Voast, and they demand the prop- 
erty of which he died possessed. He stated 
further that the deceased man was married to 
the lady in this city who has been known as his 
widow without his having obtained a legal di- 
vorce from his first wife, and consequently the 
Schenectady woman was never legally his wife. 
If necessary, he said that the Albany wife would 
commence an action to obtain what she claims 
due to her. In speaking+rof the matter to-day 
City Attorney A. J. Thomson said that be- 
tween 1868 ang 1872, when he was Police 
Justice, Giles H. Van Voast was arrested and 
brought before him charged with neglecting ta 
provide for his family. Van Voast claimed that 
he was not obliged to support the woman, and 

roduced a divorce obtained in a Western State. 

Mr. Thomson held that as no summons had been 
served on the woman the divorce was invalid in 
this State. After the yolice court affair, the 
complaint having been withdrawn, Van Voast 
and his wife arranged matters in some way and 
she left the city. Some time later he married 
the woman who 13 now known a3 his widow.

MILITARY SERVICE INSTITUTION, 


GEN. RODENBOUGH'S DREAMS OF MAHOG- 
ANY AND MARBLE, 

* The Military Service Institution is cer- 
tainly growing," said Gen, Theodore F’. Roden- 
bough yesterday, “The gain during the past 
year hag been gradual and very encouraging, 
both from the army and fram ex-officers of the 
regular army, We propose to open the benefits 
of the institution eventually to all persons who 
are interested in its objects, but it is not in- 
tended to divert its control to any other class of 
people. The advantages of the institution will 


be offered to outsiders, but the absolute man- 
agement of it will always be vested in military 
men.’ 


Gen. Rodenbough said that during the year 
the institution had received valuable assistance 
from prominent officers of the militia, and that 
great endeavors had been made to have the com- 
munity at large represented at the lectures, 
* Our museum has grown very rapidly,” said 
the General, * and it is drawing attention to the 
institution from various quarters, ‘The other 
day a gentleman in New-York discovered among 
our trophies a commission dated 1782 of his 

reat-great-grandfather, signed by an English 

rovincial Goyernor of New-York, He wrote 
to Gen, Hancock about it. No,” said Gen, Ko- 
denbough, laughing,"he has not offered us an ex- 
orbitant sum for it—as yet,anyway. Talking of 
finances, we have never been rich during the 
five years of our existence, but we have had 
enough money for the quarterly magazine of 
the institution, and to conduct our enormous 
anda igltaaiatait which comes from all over the 
world. 

** We propose,” he continued, deliberately, ‘to 
add to our equipment a military intelligence 
bureau by means of selected correspondents 
among distinguished officers throughout Eu- 
rope. Wealready have several correspondents 
of that description in Italy, Germany, and 
France, and we propose to make a featuro of 
their lettersin our journal, The scheme is as 
yet imperfectly developed, but it will most cer- 
ty, be developed during the coming year. 
Our library is increasing slowly. and we have 
been advised that one or two private libraries, 
come to 
us. Wehave already received installments of 
them.” 

“Tho worst of it allis this,’ meditated the 
General; **veople don’t know what we do. They 
hear of us simply as holding meetings and listen- 
ing to papers, and that is about all. Now, itis 
only a question of time when we shail boast a 
Military Exchange in the city of New-York. 
Marble and mahogany appeal to people more 
than anything else, and when once we haves 
stately building we shall certainly be recog- 
nized. AsJI said, it is merely a question of time. 
This Exchange will be organized as a place where 
all people can come and obtain information 
from books and objects of historic interest, 
where they will also be brought in contact with 
men whose thought lies in the same direction as 
their own. We are avery far-reaching institu- 
tion, and our 1,000 members are scattered be- 
tween Maine and Alaska and from Florida to 
the British territory on the north. We really 
have all the benefits ot a Government institu- 
tion, and are at the same time entirely inde- 
pendent of Government control. All the offices 
of the institution are honorary, and they _are 
more arduous than people would suppose. Just 
think of our Treasurer putting in four hours’ 
work every day. Yet itis entirely true.” 

The biennial election of officers took place 
yesterday, the ballots having been sent in from 
ull over the country. Gen. Hancock, who has 
been President of the institution since its birth, 
was re-elected President. ‘The other officers 
were: Vice-Presidents—Brevet Major-Gen. G. 
W. Getty, Brevet Major-Gen. J. B. Fry, Brig.- 
Gen. S. V. Benet, Brevet Brig.-Gen. T. L. Crit- 
tenden, Brevet Major-Gen. W. Merritt; Secre- 
tary—Brevet Brig.-Gen. Theodore F. Roden- 
bough; Assistant Secretary—Capt. Robert Cat- 
lin; Treasurer—Lieut.

A FOOL AND HIS MONEY.

THEY ARE VERY SOOxn PARTED BY THE EF- 
FORTS OF TWO SWINDLERS. 

John Roker and Adolph Pardini, two 
Italians, were remanded at the Tombs yesterday 
onacharge of robbing Felix Luigi, a fellow- 
countryman, of $1,600 in French and Italian gold 
coin by what is known as the ‘* boodle and 
sache]” trick. Luigi arrived from Italv in 1880, 
and at once went West, where he dida thriving 
business peddling jewelry and hardware. Re- 
cently he received a letter from his mother, 


stating that she was very ill, andif he wished to 
see her alive he must return to his native coun- 
try at once. He disposed of his business stock, 
and with his $1,600 in a leather belt about his 
waist he reached New-York last Thursday, in- 
tending to sail on Saturday. 

On Friday morning, while standing on the 
steps of HBertini’s Hotel, at No. 145 Wooster- 
street, he was accosted by Pardini, who soon 
learned his business. Pardini said that he also 
was just returning to Italy, and the two would 
be fellow-passengers. This pleased the friend- 
less Luigi immensely, and he started oft under 
Pardini’s guidance to see alittle of the city. 
They soon entered a saloon supposed to be 
in the KHighth Ward, when Roker ap- 
peared on the scene carrying a small 
trunk, which appeared to be very heavy. 
Pardini and Koker embraced with all 
the affection of long separated friends. Roker 
told of wonderfully successful speculations in 
stocks, and said that as he had made an immense 
fortune he was going back to his sunny home on 
Saturday. All would be fellow-travelers. This 
pleased Luigi still more,and when Roker said 
that the trunk contained some ot his money 
both the others expressed a desire to see it. 
Roker tproduced a peculiarly shaped key, raised 
the lid, and exposed to v:ew what appeared to 
be stacks of double eagles. Roker said there 
was $17,000 in the trunk. 

Luigi told where he carried his money, and 
was informed by the others that it was very 
unsafe here in New-York, however good a buck- 
skin belt was considered in the West, On Luigi 
assuring him that he was not a drinking man, 
Roker told him to take his trunk and put his 
money with his, keeping it while Pardini and 
he had a “glorious spree’ until they got on 
shipboard. Luigi fell in with the plan, and, 
taking off his belt, put it in the trunk. Roker 
then gave him particular instructions about 
caring for the key and took his attention while 
a duplicate trunk was exchanged from behind 
the counter, Luigi took it, and all three went 
into the street, where Roker and Pardini ex- 
cused themselves for a minute. Not coming 
back, Luigi went to Bertini’s Hotel, where the 
clerk opened his eyes as to the fraud. He 
hacked open the trunk and found in place of 
gold a few pieces of lead pipe. When Luigi 
reached Inspector Byrnes's office he was pos- 
seased of 38 cents. 

Detective Benjamin Tessaro was put on the 
ease, while Luigi was kept out of sight. The 
thieves evidently came to the conclusion that 
he had gone home, and Detective Sergeants 
Hanty, Fogarty, and Woodbridge discovered 
that Pardini was about as usual, and that Roker 
was at No. 106 West Twenty-sixth-street. On 
Tuesday night the officers surprised and arrested 
Roker. A woman who lived with him ran out 
when the arrest was made, She was followed, 
and Pardini was arrested as he was talking with 
her at No. 212 East Twenty-eighth-street. Luigi 
yesterday identitied both the prisoners. About 
$600 was recovered, ana the officers expect to 
get more of the stolen money. <An effort will 
be made to have the prisoners tried soon that 
Luigi may visit his mother. 


EVILS OF THH RAILROAD SYSTEM. 
At the weekly meeting of the Constitu- 
tion Club at their rooms, No, 64 Madison-avenue, 
last night, Mr. John C. Welsh opened the discus- 
sion by telling what he knew of the railroad sys- 


tem of this country, rehearsing in detail its vi- 
cious tendencies, and advancing certain proposi- 
tions which,in his opinion, would remedy the 
evils. There was no remedy in competition, and 
it was only in the exertion of gov- 
ernmental authority that the public could 
hope for anything. Mr. John . B. Lewis 
said he thought the railroads should be brought 
under stricter legislative control. The protec- 
tion of society required it, The only question 
was, How could this control be brought to bear 
ina way that was at once wise, just, and true? 
Mr. W. W. Miles objected to the combinations 
that enabled men who were not producers to 
dictate the prices of the common necessities of 
lite, as was done in the Exchanges of New-York 
and Chicago. He said the people would get mad 
after a while, as they did once in Paris, and 
when they got mad enough once they would 
sweep thing's. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber took into consideration the 
Reagan bill, and saidthat although it had passed 
the lower house he had no ideu that it would 
pass the Senate, though this body some time 
would be obliged to nass a similar measure. He 
cited as an instance of railroad extortion an in- 
vestigation by the Anti-Monopolist Society, 
which had proved that coal could be delivered 
at $3 25 per ‘on on the sidewalks of New-York, 
with the same profit to all concerned except the 
railroads, and that its transportation at that 

rice would yield 10 per cent. on an honest cap- 
talization. Mr. Welch concluded the debate by 
the statement that Gould was ina threatening 
attitude toward the country, and that as soon as 
confidence in business circies returned he could 
—r, out and grasp three times his present 
wealth.

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LEGISLATORS AT WORK 


DEMOORATS DISSATISFIED WITH 
THE COMMITTEES. 

A ‘‘¥ORMAL BUT DIGNIFIED PROTEST” TO 
BE MADE—THE MORE IMPORTANT BILLS 
INTRODUCED YESTERDAY. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The only business 
transacted by both houses to-day was the intro- 
duction of bills, and not much other business 
may be expected until the Senatorial question 
is settled. The Legislature will convene daily 
at 11 o’clock for the present. 

Senator Thacher introduced the annual Capi- 
tol Appropriation bill, Tho amount asked for 
is $1,5v0,000. Itis believed by the Commissioner 
that the big building can be pronounced com- 
pleted, inside and out, within two years if the 
appropriations are forthcoming. Its cost to date 
is something like $16,000,000. 

Senator Murphy introduced two bills prohibit- 
ing the wearing of Grand Army badges by other 
than members of the Grand Army, and requir- 
ing the Adjutant-General to furnish suitably 
engraved certificates to honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors. 

The report of the commission to investigate 
the storage of the head waters of the Hudson 
was received in the Senate. The commission 
deems such storage by means of dams advisable 
in the interests of inland navigation and the 
preservation of the Hudson’s water powers. 

Bills in the House were presented by Gen. 
Husted giving women the right of suffrage. 

By Gen, Barnum—Formally incorporating the 


Grand Army of the State of New-York, which 
was ordered to a third readiug, 

By Mr. Roesch, of New- York—Authorizing the 
use of music at the funerals of members of 
associations of Sonsof Veterans; creating the 
office of Searcher for liens and sales in the Cro- 
ton Water Bureau of the Controller’s depart- 
ment, the Mayor to make the appointment, the 
term of office to be three years, and the payment 
of the Searcher to be by fees. The bill was 
framed by the Roosevelt investigating commit- 
tee of last year.

By Mr. Earl, of Kings—Prohibiting railroad 
corporations from exacting more than 12 hours’ 
daily labor from their employes under a penalty 
of $500. Thisisthe street car drivers and con- 
ductors’ billina new dress. Mr. Earl hopes to 
pass it in itsamended shape and take it to Gov. 
Hill as a general law. Doubtless it will be 
signed if it reaches him. Another bill by the 
same member tinkers the civil service law by 
exempting discharged soldiers and sailors from 
any other qualification for admission to public 
office than the mere ability to read and write. 

A ventle shower of petitions for the election 
of William M. Evarts fell upon Clerk Chicker- 
ing’s desk. Mr. Nash, of Cattaraugus, sent up 
three containing the names of exactly 91 citi- 
zens, presumably Republicans. Mr. Berry of 
Fulton and Hamilton, Mr. Cartwright of Dela- 
ware, and Mr. Snyder of Ulster contributed 
similar mites., Altogether 300 citizens thus 
showed their appreciation of Mr. Evarts. Pastor 
Olin, of Broome, who is a Morton man, finally 
demanded to know whether the petitions were 
addressed to the Legislature or the Republican 
members only. ‘“‘I don’t know what right they 
have here,” he said when the Clerk announced 
that they were addressed only to the Republican 
members. The precious documents were or- 
oe to the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 

ions. 

The Democratic members of the Assembly 
metin caucus in the afternoon and entered a 
mild protest against the course of Speaker 
Erwin in reducing the Democratic representa- 
tion upon the committees. Mr. Oliver, of New- 
York, one of the most conspicuous of the Erwin 
talkers prior to the latter’s election, presided. 
He is very indignant, for he was not selected for 
a single committeeship that holds out any sort 
of promise for the future. Messrs. Ely of 
Otsezo, Johnson of Westchester, McCann of 
Brooklyn, and Church of Queens, all criticised 
the Speaker's action as unjust;toward the minor- 
ity. Mr. Earl of Kings, whose claims to distinc- 
tion appear to have been measured with the 
same exactitude that was employed in the case 
of the Chairman, roundly denounced the Speaker, 
and moved the appointment of a committee to 
prepare ‘ta formal but dignified protest.”

THE JOINT MERTING OF THE NEW-JERSEY 
LEGISLATORS A TAME AFFAIR. 

TRENTON, Jan. 14.—The joint meeting 
was avery tame affair, after the excitement of 
yesterday and Monday night that led up to it. 
The disgusted Republican majority talked a lit- 
tle about giving President Schenck a poke under 
the ribs by unseating him as the presiding officer 
of the two houses and electing Senator Griggs; 
but even Mr. Griggs frowned upon’ so discourt- 
eous a proceeding, and when the two branches 
got together inthe Assembly Chamber at noon 


Mr. Schenck was elected Chairman without any 
objection. 

The business for which they had assembled 
was transacted without any delay or circum- 
locution. Senator Cranmer, the spokesman of 
the Republican majority, moved that the joint 
meeting proceed with the election of a State 
Treasurer to succeed Capt. Wright. No one 
made objection, Mr. Cranmer nominated Col. 
John J. Toffey, of Hudson. Senator Carpenter, 
on behalf of the Democrats, nominated J. H. 
Blackwell, Gov. <Abbett’s ad interim ap- 
pointee. strict party vote _ elected 
Col. Toffey. The same votes re-elected Major Lk. 
J. Anderson State Controller over Alderman 
James I’, Connolly, of Newark, the Democratic 
caucus candidate. Then Police Justices were 
elected tor Jersey City and Newark. The suc- 
cessful candidates for Jersey City were Samuel 
W. Stilsing, one of the present incumbents, 
while the Judgeship now, held by David W, Law- 
rence was given to Capt. P. Farmer Wanser. 
Paul W. Roder was appointed to the Newark 
Judgeship. 

Col. Toffey, the new State Treasurer, is making 
preparations to take immediate possession of his 
office. The term of Capt. Wright,if he had 
lived, would not have expired till March 4, but 
the statute provides in case of vacancy that the 
ad interim appointee shall hold only untila 
joint meeting shall have appointed a State 
Treasurer and he shall have qualified. Col. 
Toffey is required to file $300,000 of bonds. On 
the approval of his bondsmen by the Senate he 
is a full-fledged State Treasurer. Col. Toffey in- 
formed THe TIMES’s correspondent to-day that 
he would present his official bond to the Senate 
on Monday evening next, andthat he expected 
to enter at once upon the duties of the place. 

The only excitement of the day was over an 
executive session of the Senate. Gov. Abbett 
nominated ex-Senator Doughty, of Somerset 
County, for a Sinking und Commissioner. 
Generally the nomination of a Senator or ex- 
Senator is confirmed as a matter of courtesy 
without reference, and after Mr. Doughty’s 
name had been sent in Senator Griggs and 
one other made warm speeches in favor of fol- 
lowing the usual precedent. Senator Vanderbilt, 
of Mercer, was opposed to it. Mr. Doughty, 
he said, was too old to fill the position ance 
ably. The place demanded a youngerman. He 
insisted upon the nomination being referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, and all attempts to 
move him were unavailing, and the nomination 
went to the Committee on the Judiciary. The 
real occasion of Mr. Vanderbilt's opposition to 
the nomination is not known.

TO MODIFY THE GAME LAWS. 


PRODUCE DEALERS HOLD A MEETING AND 
PERFECT AN ORGANIZATION, 

A movement for the modification of the 
game laws of this State, among dealers in game, 
of which mention was made last week in THE 
Times, has finally resulted in the formation of 
a society entitled ‘The American Association 
for the Protection of Game, Game Dealers, ana 
Consumers.”” The objects of this association 
are to procure in some way an extension of 
the time for the sale of game killed in 
season, and to enforce the laws tor its protec- 
tion, A meeting for parmenent organization 
was held yesterday in the rooms of the Mercan- 
tile Exchange, Mr. N. R. French in the chair. 
Among the prominent wholesale dealers in poul- 
try and gone represented were Henry Dowie, 
Shirmer & Laing, Knapp & Van Nostrand, Dro- 
han & Powell, Austin & Co., Gilman & Co., 
Shaffer & Co., A. & M. Robbins, John Woods, 
Thomas Grothy, Henry Coombes, John Gilsey, 
Drake & French, Phillips, Henry &Co., N. Trav- 
ers & Co., and Hugo Josephy, 

Chairman French readan addressin which it 
was argued that game dealers suffered annoy- 
ance and hardships which could only be removed 
by a modification of existing laws. Dealers, 
consumers, carriers, and cold storage men de- 
sired an efficient and impartial enforcement of 
suitable laws for the protection and perpetua- 
tion of wild birds and enimals fit for food, but 
they objected to the laws which prevent the sale 
of different kinds of game, killed when it was 
lawful, in season when it was most in 
demand. As examples. of inconsistencies 
in the game laws it was cited that 
prairie chickens came from the far West. 
There was no need of a law to protect them 
from being killed in this State as they were not 
found here. The law prohibited their sale after 
Jan. 81. Deer may be killed in August and Sep- 
tember, when there was little demand for it in 
this market, and at this time the milk-bearing 
does were killed and their fawns were left to 
perish, The animal may also be killed in Octo- 
= = November, and its sale is outlawed after 

ec, 31. 

There was extreme severity in some of the 
penalties for the violation of the laws. If at 
tebe geet ape had a barrel of quail left on 
1and in his stock he would be subject to a fine 
of $5,000 or a long imprisonment in jail. The 
Society for the Preservation of Game, or the 
Sportsman’s Club, as it is generally known, it 
Was stated, was erratic in its prosecution of 
offenders of the laws. Sometimes it was lenient 
and again it was very active. Quail when its 
sale was forbidden was at one time supplied toa 
man who ate an enormous quantity on a wager, 


and shortly afterward a cold storage warehouse. 


was searched on a warrant of the courts, and 10 
barrels of quail were found init. A suit was en- 
tered by the society for $63,500 against the pro- 
prietor of the warehouse. Exception was taken 
because of the severity of the fine, and judgment 
was then asked for $5,000, the fine for having 
one barrel of quail on hand for sale. The mat- 
ter is yet undecided, but Mr. Whitehead, the 
counsel for the society, expects to win the suit.

OF MRS. PAULUS’S COWS. 

The nineteenth annual report of the 
American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals contains much interesting informa- 
tion’in regard to the work of the organization. 
Mr, Henry Bergh, the President, in his annual 
address calls attention to the ill-treatment of the 
horses used in drawing the mail wagons in this 
city, and expresses a hope that under the new 
contractor the beasts will be better used. 
He also calls attention to the carelessness of 
coachmen employed by wealthy people in leay- 
ing horses unblanketed while standing in the 
streets on cold nights. The report of the Treas- 
urer, Charles Lanier, shows that the receipts for 
the year 1884, exclusive of balances brought for- 
ward, were $80,025 95. The disbursements, in- 
cluding $16,181 50 expended in the erection of a 
new building, wore $35,556 78, and there is.a bal- 
anee on hand of $9,869 83. 

The records of the society show that there are 
511 members, of whom 67 were elected during 
the past year. J'wo new brauches have been 
organized in Jefferson and Niagara Counties and 
42 new special agents have been appointed in 
the State.

JERSEY CITY'S BOARD OF FINANCE, 


CITY OFFICIALS TO STAND BY 


FACTO BOARD. 


The appointment of the Jersey City 
Board of Finance by the Board of Aldermen was 
the main topic of conversation and speculation 
among the politicians of that city yesterday. 
The members of the present board who were 
not appointed by the Board of Aldermen are 
Allan L. McDermott, the President, and Commis- 
sioner Otto Heppenhelmer. The other three 
members, Messrs. Doty, Jordan, and Harden- 
bergh were reappointed. President McDermott 
said yesterday that while the right of the Alder- 
men to make the appointment is in litigation, he 
and Commissioner Heppenheimer will continue 
toact. Asthree of the Aldermanic appointees 
are members of the present board, it is presumed 
that they will act with Messrs. Heppenheimer 
and McDermott, ana that until the new appoint- 
ments go into effect, in April next, there wiil be 
no change in the personnel of the board. 

The city officials who were interviewed yester- 
day by a reporter of TH Times: said official 
recognition on their part would be accorded to 
the de facto board, and that the board which is 
now in possession of the offices and records of 
the department will continue to be the de facto 
board till the decision of the Court of Appeals on 
the right of the Aldermen to appoint shall have 
been rendered. One ot the chiet officials said to 
the reporter that, as a matter of law, no one 
member of the present board who should act 
with the Board of Aidermen’s appointees

STEERAGE RATES REDUOED. 

The Continental steamship lines which 
have for some weeks past been fighting the 
Hamburg-American Company have reduced 
their steerage rates to the eastward to $14, and 


allows commission of $3. This is the lowest 
price that has yet been asked for steerage pas- 
sage between this port and the other continent. [t 
is probable that the Hamburg Company will fol- 
low by a similar reduction, but it is not thought 
that any company can go below $14. The Con- 
tinental companies were recently asking $18. A 
little over a year ago, before the Continental 
Conference disbanded, some of the companies 
belonging to it were asking $30 for steerage pas- 
sage. The English companies have made no re- 
cent cuts in steerage rates, and it is not prob- 
ahle that they will engage at present in any war 
with the Continental companies.

WHICH IS COMMISSIONER

MR. MASON MAY TEST MR. 
MCLAVE’S TITLE. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL RECONSIDERS HIS 
DECISION, AND THE COURTS WILL DE- 
CIDE WHO IS POLICE COMMISSIONER. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 14.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral O’Brien gavean opinion to-day reversing 
his former decision in the case of Police Com- 
missioner Mason, of New-York, and allowing 
him to get out a writ of quo warranto and take 
his case into court. Mr. O’Brien says he declined 
at the first hearing of the case to permit of this 
action because it appeared to be a fight between 
two men to obtain possession of an Office, but as 
the authorities of the city, including the Mayor 
and Corporation Counsel, have requested a re- 
consideration of the case, and grave questions 
may arise during the Mayor’s term of office as to 
appointments, he thinks the question should be 
judicially determined by the court of last resort. 
The iollowing is the opinion: 

About the Ist of December last Mr. Mason, claiming 
to be the lawful incumbent of the office of Police 
Commissioner of the city of New-York, made appli- 
cation to me to begin an action in the name of the peo- 
ple of the State against John McClave, who, as he 
alleged, bad usurped, intruded into, and unlawfully 
held that office. The question involved related to the 
validity of the appointment of Mr, McClave to the 
ottice of Police Commissioner by Mayor Edson and his 
contirmation by the then Board of Aldermen ot the 
city of New-York. A hearing was had before me, 
and on the 19th of December, 1584, the application

some additional papers, upon which he requests that 
the disposition heretofore made of the case be recon- 
sidered. These papers consist of a communication by 
the Mayor to E. Henry Lacombe, Esq., Counsel to the 
Corporation, in which attention is called to the fact that 
the advice of the Corporation Cownsel given to the 
Mayor is directly opposed to the views of the Attor- 
ney-General, as heretofore expressed, and that very 
grave questions may arise during his term of office 
as to appointments and us to the rights of 
certain heads of departments now in office, and sete 
ting forth the reasons why it is necessary that thé con- 
peg J provisions of the charter of the city of Newe 
York in regard to appointments to office and to vacan- 
cies should be judicially determined, if possible, by the 
court of last resort. I have also a communication 
from Mr. Lacombe, from which it appears that the ad- 
vice heretofore given by him and by his predecessor 
in Office to the Mayor conflicts with the construction 
which this office has given in regard to the ape 
pointing power and in regard to vacancies in offic 
and in which it is stated that, “unless a judiel 
interpretation of the section is obtained, the tenure 
of many important offices will remain uncertain and 
the respective incumbents thereof, and probably the 
city itself, will be involved for some time to come in 
numerous and vexatious flitigations,” and requesting 
@ reconsideration of the determination heretofore 
made in this case and permission to allow the parties 
to this controversy to submit to the Supreme Court, 
and ultimately,if necessary, to the court of last re- 
sort, for judicial interpretation, the questions in- 
volved in this controversy. 

As this case appeared to me upon the -former apopli- 
cation it was simply a contest between two claimants 
for the possession of a public office. There was nee 
from which I hadaright to interthat the citizens o 
the city of New-York or the genesel public had any in- 
terest in the controversy, and I felt at liberty to dis- 
poes of the application according to my views of the 
egal merits of the dispute as between two claimants. 
I think the matter has now assumed a very different and 
more important aspect. Thereis now good reason to 
believe that the public interests will be subserved by a 
judicial decision of the questions involved, whether the 
decision be for or against the contention of Mr. Mason. 
On the former hearing before me Judge Hand and Mr. 
Shepard, counsel for Mr. McClave, resisted the applica- 
tion, and stated their position in the following lan- 


guage: 

“It the right sought to be enforced bea clear one in 
point of law. or if, although not clear in law, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, there still be considerations of publi¢ 
conyenience or public safety which make it important 
to the people of the city of New-York, or the public 
generally, to establish, if possible, a disputed right, 
then, in either case. the Attorney-General will proba- 
bly feel that he should permit the suit. The applicant 
could not, therefore, as he does not, dispute that it is 
at the best for him very doubtful whether his view 
of the law would prevail. He seems, however, ta 
suppose that if the law be even doubtful, he has found 
a sufficient reason for the intervention of the Attorney- 
General. This is, however, a mistake. The Attorney. 
General does not bring suits which he does not think 
will probably succeed for the mere sake of deciding 
mooted questions, Ifthe right be not clear, the great 
law officer of the State willnot move, unless there 
be considerations of public safety or welfare 
which would materially be promoted by _ the 
establishment of the doubtful proposition. There 
are no such uestions of public safety or 
weltare. Mr, McClave has been nominated 
, and confirmed as a Police Commissioner by the Mayor 
- god Aldermen of New-York. to whom the law now 
® tonfides, and who are responsible for, the selection of 
Police Commissioners. Mr. Mason derived his ap- 
pointment from no superior or other source. Neither 
the Mayor nor the Common Council, nor the law officer, 
nor any officer or department, nor any known or recog: 
nized body of citizens of New-York has asked the 
Attorney-General to involve the Police Department 
of the city in litigation nor to test a doubtful ques- 

indeed, there be a doubtful question. 
no pretense that Mr. McClave is not 
or the performance of the duties 
to which he has been a. There is no pretense 
that his occupancy of the place injures or even incone 
veniences the Police Department or the public service 
of the city. Mr. McClave’s appointment in Mr. Ma- 
son’s place did not alter the non-partisan character 
whicn it has been deemed proper for the board to have, 
being, as it is, the department of elections. ‘I'here ig 
not a citizen, except Mr. Mason, who complains or has 
the appearance of injury, and Mr. Mason very certainly 
cannot ask the intervention of the state itself in his 
behalf to enable him to occupy a public office unless it 
be clear beyond reasonable doubt that he is the lawful 
holder of the office, for the office is to be deemed 
purely a publictrustto be treated upon public consid- 
erations and not as a private right.” 

I had no doubt then andI haveno doubt now that 
‘ this is a correct statement of the reasons and the trug 

principles upon which applications of this character 
» should be disposed of by the Attorney-General, and in 

the opinion then written denying the application my 
views of the case were stated in these words: ‘If 
it cannot be said that the right to maintain the action 
is sreasonably clear or that the public safety and the 
» public welfare will be promoted by presenting for ju- 
dicial termination ambiguuos and contlicting statu- 
tory provisions upon which the right to the 
office rests, it is apparent that such litigation ought 
not to be instituted by the State.”’ It is now made to 
appear, however, from the communication of the 

Mayor and Corporation Counsel of the city of New- 

York, to which 1 have referred, that the very contin- 

gency has happened and the very condition of things 

exists which the counsel for Mr. McClave have so trank- 
ly and explicitly admitted would require the Attorney- 

eneral, in the performance of his duty, to grant 

the application, and to direct the commencement 
of an action to_ settle the controverted ques- 
tions involved, The chief executive bead of the 
Government of the city of New-York and his official 
adviser, the chief law otticer of the corporation, have 
eee the Attorney-General to permit this action 
to be commenced, and have stated the ** considerations 
of public convenience or public safety which make it 
important to the people of the city of New-York or to 
the public generally to establish, if possible, the dis. 
puted right.” ‘These considerations seem to me 
to be of such importance as to require a 
reconsideration of the action of this office 
without regard to any opinion I may entertain as to 
theultimate result of this particular suit. ‘lo refuse 
under such circumstances to permit these questions to 
be'presented to the court through the appropriate pro. 
ceeding at the request of the Mayor of the city of 
New-York and of his legal adviser might well be re- 
garded asan unreasonable, and possibly an arbitrary, 
exercise of the discretion in such cases confided to the 
Attorney-General by the law.

THE INVENTOR OF THE COTTON GIN. 

CotumsrA, 8. O., Jan. 14.—Who was the 
inventor of the cotton gin? is a question not yet 
at rest. Among the South Carolina exhibits at 
New-Orleans will be the origina) letters patent 
on parchment, signed by G. Washington, Presi- 
dent, and granted to H. Holmes, of South Caro- 
lina, for acotton gin. A letter accompanies the 
patent, written by Col. G. H. McMaster, of Fair 
field County, 8. C., which expresses the belief 
that Whitney filched the invention from Holmes, 
and adds: ** James Kincaid, a soldier of the Rey- 
olution, being told by his friend Holmes, who 


lived near Hamburg, in this State, that he 
had invented a cotton gin, agreed to 
take the gin and try it at his mill, 
which was located in the western part 
of Fairfield. He did so, and while 
the mill was closed forafew hours, in the ab- 
sence of Kincaid, a young man rode to the house 
and requested of Mrs. Kincaid permission to ex- 
amine the mill, She, forgetting the injunction 
of her husband not to permit any one to enter 
the mill in his absence, gave the key to the 
young man, who returned it in a short time and 
rode off.”” Mr. Kincaid subsequently learned that 
the young man was Whitney, and this is be- 
heved by Kincaid’s descendants, who still 
own the mill site. The old original cotton 
gin was burned, along with the mill, at 
the time of Sherman’s destructive march 
through this State. Dr. William Cloud, 
who married a daughter of Holmes, pre 
served the parchments. Accepting it as true 
that the cotton gin was theinvention of a South 
Carolinian, it will be seen that she has led all the 
States in everything connected with the produc- 
tion of the great Southern staple.

MANAGER, ACTOR AND PLAY 


HARMONY BEFORE AND DISCORD 
BEHIND THE CURTAIN. 

FOUNG MR. KENDALL’S GROWING SELF- 
IMPORTANCE—“‘IN THE RANKS”—SOME 
NOTES FROM LONDON—BOOTH. 

I do not imagine that many auditors 
who go to theatres and observe the apparent 
barmony which may be observed from the or- 
chestra stalls in most companies have any par- 
ticular appreciation of the sort of time which 
really exists behind the scenes. There are so 
few theatrical companies wholly without bick- 
erings and quarrels and other disagreeable in- 
ternal elements that when such an organization 
really does come along it is regarded with wide- 
spread wonder by the whole theatrical com- 
munity. In point of fact the only organization 
I have ever known that was absolutely without 
turmoil of any kind as to its interior is the 
Salisbury Troubadours. They goon from year 
to year in a blissful harmony which is the envy 
of the whole dramatic profession. There is no 
wrangling, no jealousy, and no desire on the 
part of anybody to be bigger than anybody else. 
It is quite amazing. There is nothing like 
it on record. It is a curious system 
of things which brings about most of te dis- 
sord that exists among theatrical companies. 
Most of the trouble is traceable to an infirmity 
which is so widely developed in the actor’s call- 
ing that it has been given a distinct title—the 
“big head.” And it is a curious thing that as 
s00n as au actor scores a strong hit nine times 
out of ien he is affiicted with this painful cere- 
bral complaint. The most recent instance of 
the disease is now in course of growth in this 
city. When Mr. W. A. Mestayer organized his 
combination to perform “ We, Us & Co.,”’ among 
the people he engaged was Mr. Ezra Kendall, a 
young man wholly without distinction upon the 
stage. Mr. Kendall had been a newspaper 
writer in a minor capacity, and had 
oceupied various other relations without 


attracting attention to the fact that he possessed 
any qualities beyond the ordinary run of ability. 
When engaged by Mr. Mestayer young Mr. Ken- 
dall was going up to the Madison-Square Theatre 
for the purpose of securing a place as a property 
man. Mr. Mestayer thought he could make good 
use ot Mr. Kendall, and an engagement of three 
years’ duration was entered into between them. 
For the tirst year the actor was to receive $40 a 
week, which, considering the fact that he was 
wholly unknown, was pretty fair pay. During 
the second season he was tc be paid a larger 
salary, and for the final year he was to be still 
further advanced in the financial scale. When 
“We, Us & Co.” was first launched, it was nota 
financial success. That is to say, it did not draw 
against the opposition of Logan, Hendricks, 
Butler, and other starring combinations of that 
kind with which it came in contact. Mr. Kendall 
appeared to please the public, and Mr. Mestayer, 
who is the impersonation of good humor, 
immediately set out to build up his part of the 
entertainment. Whenever a particularly hu- 
morous * gag” was suggested to Mr. Mestayer, 
instead of adding it to his own part, as is the 
custom among managerial actors, he turned it 
over to Mr. Kendall. In consequence of this Mr. 
Kendall soon found himself in possession of 
nearly all the “fat” of ‘We, Us & Co.” Actors 
who star, as a general thing, are in the habit of 
seeing that the members of their companies do 
not attract too much attention, first, because it 
detracts from the importance of the principal 
p2rsonage in the company, and second, because 
minor actors who make strong hits usually fall 
at once into the condition known as “feeling 
their oats.”” Itis related of Mr. M. B. Curtis that 
for a long time after ——, out with his new 
piece called *“*Spot Cash’ he carried a pro- 
fessional dramatist with him, whose duty 
it was whenever a minor player re- 
seived a round of applause for a 
given speech to immediately rewrite that por- 
tion of the play, giving the popular sentiment 
to the star. Mr. Kendall, having greatness 
thrust upon him in the manner described, re- 
mained tolerably quiet while the company were 
making no particular money in the West. But 
when * We, Us & Co.” reached New-York the 
complexion of his behavior underwenta change, 
Mr. Mestayer and Mr. Russell, the manager, had 
agreed between themselves that his services de- 
served some recognition at their hands, and 
they bad arranged to present him witha watch 
and chain worth pormor mee mg $500. On Tues- 
fay Mr. Mestayer received Mr. Kendall’s card at 
his room in the hotel, and the actor was duly 
shown up. He had cailed to tell Mr. Mestayer 
that he was dissatisfied, and thought he should 
have more salary, besides having bis name made 
larger on the bills and_his lithograph more 
widely distributed. “I know you have 
made a hit, Kendail,” said the good-na- 
tured comedian; “but you ought to let 
me find out that you are worth more money. 
You will be used all right, you can depend on 
that.” Mr. Kendall said that was well enough, 
but he wanted something definite inasmuch as 
he had received offers from other managers 
which made it advisable that he should throw 
up his contract with Mr. Mestayer. *' That, of 
course, settled it,’ said the manager in conver- 
sation last night. “If he thinks no more of a 
contract than to talk of breaking it in that fash- 
jon I shall certainly see what can bedone. If 
Mr. Kenéall tries to act for anybody else he will 
certainly be enjoined if the best lawyers and the 
strongest kind of a contract can doit. Instead 
pf trying to hold him down and build myself up, 
Ihave done everything in my power to help 
him along, andI do not prcpose to he beaten out 
of the fruits of my work.’ The indications are 
now that * We, Us & Co.” will at the end of this 
week have played tofully $21,000 on the three 
weeks’ engagement at the Fifth-Avenue, which 

ives Mr. Mestayer a clear profit of close to 

8,000—certainly a very snug little sum consider- 
ing the length of time involved.

**In the Ranks” will not, after all, be retired 
from activity, although the Messrs. Brooks & 
Dickson have nothing more to do with it. Mr, 
Nuunemacher has let out the play, scenery, and 
properties upon a fair royalty to the Messrs. EB. 
J. Buckley & Ariel Barney, who will proceed 
to fill all the dates that had been booked for the 
original organization. Mr. Buckley will per- 
form the principal character in the play, as he 
has done heretofore, and Mr. Barney, who has 
until now traveled in advance of the company, 
will assume the management. This at once 
makes an important saving in the expenses, 
Mr. Buckley has been receiving a salary of $175 
a week tor his services as the principal per- 
former in the cast, and Mr. Barney was paid $100 
a week asagent. As these two salaries alone 
represent considerably more than _ the average 
weekly losses of the play, even under the some- 
what extravagant system of management which 
has thus far marked its career in this country, 
the chances appear to favor a successful issue to 
the new enterprise. Mr. Buckley, who has been 
engaging a company to support him in the play, 
was saying yesterday that he had never before 
seen such tough times in connection with 
theatrical affairs. ‘“‘An actor,” he said, “ who is 
quite well known in the profession, and who 
had a salary of $70 a week last season, came to 
me on the Square this morning and begged me 
to engage him. He said he had been without 
employment since last April, and if 1 would en- 
gage him he would gladly work for his expenses 
and $5 a week. It must be pretty hard times 
when such actors as this one can find nothing to 
do even for small salaries.”” The new “In the 
Ranks” company will begin their season at the 
Academy of Music in Chicago the week after 
next, and will go from that point into the 
Northwest. ae

According to private advices from London 
“ Pocahontas,’ the new comic opera by Grundy 
and Solomon, is not a success. Miss Lillian Rus- 
sell, who plays the principal character, is said to 
have lost none of her good looks, but it is added 
that she sings nowadays with a vibrato which is 
exceedingly disagreeable toa good many veople. 
Much of the music claimed by Mr. Solomon is 
declared to be so thoroughly reminiscent that 
there is no room left to doubt his having cribbed 
it. There are one or two airs in the score which 
are remarked upon as not having been heard be- 
fore, and are pointed out as quite pretty and 
“catching.” It is now altogether improbable 
that Miss Russell will come over to this country 
again, at least foralong time to come. She has 
been waiting in the hope of identifying herself 
with some marked success in London with 
which she could make her _ reappear- 
ance in America under auspicious circum- 
stances. But Mr. Solomon’s second recent fail- 
ure seems to put that event quite a distance 
away. ‘lhe newest opera is said to be even more 
deficient in libretto than in score, a fact which 
is quite surprising in view of the position Mr. 
Grundy has reached as a writer of neatly turned 
satire. There isnow nothing of a legal nature 
to deter Miss Russell trom coming back. She 
has been notified, | believe, by the various peo- 
ple with whom she had contracted to play in 
America that if she chooses to return no steps 
will be taken against her for non-fulfillment of 
her agreements. Mer income on the other side 
of the water is very much smaller than it was in 
America, and it is quite well known by her inti- 
mates in London that she would be very glad to 
appear in New-York again if she only hada 
chance to doso with whatshe conceives to be 
advantage to herself. She had set her heart on 
starring through the United States in one of Mr. 
Solomon's operas, however, and the destruction 
of this opportunity gives her much pain. 


It has also been made apparent in London that 
the successful comedy at the Criterion Theatre 
was not written, after all, by Mr. Justin H. Mc- 
Carthy, the bright son of the well-known his- 
torian and novelist of that name. The real 
author of the piece is Mr. F. W. Broughton, who 
consented to let his name be kept dark, while 


Mr. Charles Wyndham, the manager, proceeded 
to stir up public interest in the work by ingeni- 
ous methods of his own. Thus Mr. Wyndham 
allowed it to get out that ‘“ The Candidate” was 
written by a real live memper of Parliament, 
who had imposed upon him strict injunctions

that his name should be kept in the utmost 
secrecy, There waa something in the-gtyle in 





which the piece was written that directed atten- 
tion to Mr. McCarthy, who is a diffident but 
brilliant young man, With a retiring manner and 
red hair. Mr. McCarthy denied that he had 
written the play, but nobody believed him, and 
when Mr. Wyndham declined either to support 
or say “no” to what the young parliamentarian 
had declared to be the fact it became thoroughly 
settled that the author had been found. The in- 
terest of the public has in this way been con- 
stantly kept up, and now that “ The Candidate” 
is weil along in its extensive run the announce- 
ment of Mr. Broughton’s connection with it 13 
definitely stated. Mr. Wyndham is generally 
considered the best advertiser in England, and 
he constantly keeps up his reputation by meth- 
ods quite as brisk as those i have mentioned in 
this connection.

The Messrs. Harrison & Gourlay, who are the 
owners of the American rights in George R. 
Sims's newest comedy, called the * Gay City,” 
tell me they will not produce the piece at all. 


Mr. Harrison bought it so that he might protect 
some of the scenes in “Skipped by the Light of 
the Moon.” which were similar t0 other scenes 
in Mr. Sims’s play. He thought at one time of 
cutting these scenes out of the * Gay City” and 
remodeling the comedy for the use of himself 
and his partner. But the chances now are that 
he willlook in a wholly different direction for 
his future material. e has purcbased from 
young Mr. Sothern that gentleman’s adapted 
Tarcical comedy called ** Whose Are They ?” and 
will probably rewrite it for production next 
season. The piece, although uniformly unsuc- 
cesstul in a monetary sense, has been received 
With the utmost favor by all the audiences who 
have thus far seen it, and Mr. Harrison hopes by 
filling it with hisown personality to make the 
comedy a valuable piece of property in all di- 
rections.

Mr. Stetson reports that the first day’s sale of 
seats for the engagement of Mr. Booth, which 
begins next week at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre, 
amounted to $1,200, and that yesterday $1.500 in 
addition were taken at the box office. The prices 
of admission for Mr. Booth’sterm are not ma- 
teriaily advanced. The best seat costs $1 50, and 
the general admission is $1. The only advance 
Mr. Stetson has made is in adding four or five 
rows of seats formerly held at $1 to the higher 
priced portions of the house. Following Mr. 
Booth, Mr. M. B. Curtis will play a short engage- 
ment, and along toward the last of March Mr.

NEARLY THIRTY THOUSAND MEMBERS. 

The annual meeting of the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association was held in the 
association’s offices in the Bryant Building, No. 
55 Liberty-street, yesterday. There was a large 
attendance, and the reports from the several 
departments were received with much interest. 


President E. B. Harper was in the chair. His 
report was a comprehensive document, review- 
ing the work of the past year and the advance 
made by the company. beginning with a few 
members in September, 1881, the total member- 
ship had increased to 27,257, covering insurance 
to the amount of $113,057,000. In 1884 there were 
9,802 new members received and insurance 
issued to the amount of $35.857,250. The year 
closed with 21,140 certificates in force, covering 
$85,452,000. In 1884 the sum of $479.900 was paid 
to widows and orphans. The reserve fund had 
reached $271,440. Messrs. Alfred Taylor, M. W. 
Bloss, and Charles Kk. Bissell, whose terms had 
expired, were re-elected to the Board of Direct- 
ors. After reports from the several departments 
and a change in the by-laws the meeting ad- 
journed. 

At 4:30 o’clock about 150 members of the asso- 
ciation sat down toa banquet at Delmonico’s. 
President Harper was called upon to preside at 
the after dinner speaking, which was long con- 
tinued and pleasant, if presonal. 


BURGLARS TESTING SILVERWARE. 

At an early hour yesterday morning 
burglars broke into the residence of Mr. Rod- 
ney R. Lu Gar, at the corner of North-street 
and Lawn-avenue, New-Rochelle. They bored 
anumber of holes with an auger in the back 
door of the house, and by this means removed 
__—_ large enough to admit of the insertion 
of a man’s hand and arm, Having done this 
one of them reached inside and unfastened the 
latch. Apparently they then went to the dining- 
room, where they found the family silver, and 
filling a basket with it carried it to the kitchen.

A GLANCE AT THE FINANCES OF 
THE EMPIRE STATE. 

A DECIDED DIMINUTION OF INDEBTEDNESS— 
TAXES ON CORPORATIONS—THE ADIR- 
ONDACKS-—-THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—Controller Chapin be- 
gins his annual report to the Legislature by say- 
ing concerning the common school fund that 
its deficiency of revenue continues in spite of 
direct appropriations from the general fund. 
The literature fund also shows a deficiency. 
The United States deposit fund remains intact, 
showing only a falling off of revenue. This 
falling off is due in part to the failure of 
the Commissioners of Emigration to pay any 
interest whatever upon the bond and mortgage 
of $209,000 upon their property recently pur- 
chased for this fund, and in part to the 
diminished rate of interest upon investments. 
The college land scrip fund exhibits a defi- 
ciency of revenue, owing to failure in past years 
to earn its expected revenue and to the pay- 
ment of premiums upon investments. These 
premiums were charged against its revenue 
during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1883. 
The revenue that has accrued since such pay- 
ment bas nearly made good the é@eficiency, and 
the fund will shortly produce a revenue for its 
beneficiaries. The Controller continues in part, 
as follows:

In conference with the last Legislature gor the pur- 
pose of adjusting a propertax rate for the current 
year this depurtment estimated that the receipts from 
the corporation iax for the fiscal yeur, which was to 
end upon Sept. 80, 1884, would be $1,600,000, Such re- 
ceipts in fact were $1,603,612 75. Worthe current year 
the estimate of this department {s also $1,600,000, ‘This 
estimate does not include possible receipts as a fruit of 
litigations now pending, but is intended to represent 
the probable product of the tax in its normal 
operation. A tew corporations, and but a few, are 
making protracted opposition to the collection of this 
tax. Such litigations will in the end be valuable to 
the State, inasmuch as the law will receive conclusive 
interpretation upon ali points open to reasonable or 
unreasonable question. Uponthe general question of 
taxation and revenue no statement need now be made, 
except that the revenue from prisons will probably 
full off more than $200,000. 

Yor years the management of the State lands has 
been a growing function of the Controller. The Legis- 
lature of 1884, without suggestion trom me, placed an 
item in the Supply bill appropriating $5,00u to the Con- 
troller for the employment of experts to report a sys- 
tem of torestry. 
tion of the new aspect of the question it concerned, 
evinced a liberal inclination.

The above are the amounts actuaily paid. The bills 
upon which such payments were made exceeded the 
above totals before audit by $11,66775. In addition, 
bills to the amount of $12,004 05 have not been paid, 
the appropriation being exhausted. Thus the grand 
total of bills presented is $64,769 49. This department 
finds great difficulty in inducing legislators and stenog- 
raphers to live in New-York City ata per diem rate, 
which State officers and heads of departments deem 
sufficient, and accept without a murmur. This depart- 
ment ventures to suggest that in retaining counsel! care 
should be exercised not to select one who has no other 
source of income except such retainer. 

The present Controller’s term of office began upon 
Jan. 1, 1584. Three days later the law intended to re- 
form and improve the civil service of the State took 
effect. All changes in the official force have been 
made under the operation of this Jaw. No necessary 
clerk who had served for ilve continuous years was re- 
moved. No necessary clerkship was vacated except 
upon satisfactory proof that the incumbent's compe- 
tency fell below a certain standard. One unneces- 
sary clerk, drawing a salary of $3,000, was removed, 
although his capacity was unquestioned. His 
place remains vacant. In some of its aspects the law 
1s peculiarly in sympathy with American ideas. At 
the first exumination held under it,the highest rank 
was attained by « young Irishman, possessing no fort- 
une, supported by no — friends, and destitute 
even ot such responsible guarantors as might be do- 
manded by a not over-prudent man of business. Be- 
ing appointed in this department upon probation, he 
eurned and received promotion at the end of his pro- 
bationary term. He is now valued and promising 
public servant. American institutions exist to 
accomplish purposes such as are illustrated in this 
episode. Hightly interpreted and applied, the new 
method is an intelligent extension of the economic 
prinetple of division of labor, coupled with full recog- 
nition of the right of each citizen to equality of oppor- 
tunity with all others. It assumes that fitness, using 
the term in its broadest scope, should determine 
whether or not a given man shall fill a given place. itis 
due tothe present Commissioners to stute that they rec- 
ognize the necessary practical limitations attendant 
upon tho operation of the new law. Prac- 
ticed clerks from the departments have acted 
as examiners. in other ways the attempt has 
been fairly made to insure genuine and not 
pedantic tests. Moreover, this oftice has never 
beenthe prey of the licentious spoilsman. A State 
official having in his custody nearly twelve millions of 
securities, and responsible for deposits of from three 
to seven millions of public moneys, is more likely to 
feel embarrassed than elated over his vicarious wealth. 
In consequence of this burden the traditions of the 
office incline toward caution and economy, and there 
bas grown up within it a body of employes, differing in 
political belief, but alike in earnest devotion to duty 
and in unassailed integrity. They survive, and prop- 
erly survive, the vicissitudes of popular elections. 
Whoever removes them will trifie with important pub- 
lic interests, 

Among changes in business management may be 
mentioned a new desk of audit, a new body of rules 
for enforcing a pape os system of audit, new methods 
of bookkeeping, 2 diminution in the annual cost of the 
Bureau of Canal Affairs from $6,000 to $8,500. sys- 
tematic treatment of the multifarious special duties 
engrafted upon the main purpose of the department, 
special precautions to insure rigid and continuous scru- 
tiny of the very numerous bondsmen and sureties 
whose sufhciency is under the Controller’s supervision, 
and anew fee system, During the rext cight years it 
will be possible to entirely reorganize the financial sys- 
tem of the Stnate, greatiy to the advantage of those 
who bearits burdens. But such reorganization must 
be preceded by orderly rearrangement of business 
methods, us just detulled, and must also awuit a radical 
change In some financial departments as well as an 
extinguishment of the canal debt.

A NICE QUESTION ABOUT FARES. 


A PASSENGER HAS NO RIGHT TO ASSUME 
THE DUTIES OF CONDUCTOR. 

With three friends in his train youthful 
James 9B. Corbett boarded a “ bob-tailed” 
Bleecker-street car. He had made up his mind 
to pay the fares of his friends. Finding a 
twenty-five-cent coin in one of his puciets he 
put it into the fare box. Then he recalled the 
fact that the railway company was entitied 
only to 20 cents. He asked the driver for 5 cents 
change and was told to go up to the com- 
pany’s office for it. Not liking to do 
this he waited until a lady’ entered 
theear. To her hesaid that she might regard 
the extra 5centsin the box as having been de- 
pasited for her 0: condition that she should give 
him the fare she had prepared for deposit. She 
agreed to this proposition, and gave him 5 cents, 
which he put into his pocket. 

The driver demurred to this method of finan- 
cial adjustment. He told Corbett to put the 5 
cents into the box. Corbett declined to obey 
him and a wrangle ensued. Thedriver called a 
policeman and young Corbett spent the night in 
the Ninth Precinct Station House. Police Jus- 
tice White discharged him next day, acting on 
the assumption that he was accused of disorder- 
ly conduct, and that he did not intena to do any- 
thing improper. 

Corbett next sued the 'Twenty-third-Strect 
Railroad Company, the lessee of the Bieecker- 
Street Road, tor $10,000 damages, alleging that 
he had been wrongfully imprisoned on a charge 
of larceny. The case was before Judge Beach 
and a jury,in the Supreme Court, yesterday. 
When the evidence for Corbett had been heard 
Osborn E. Bright. counsel for the railroad com- 
pany. moved for the dismissal of the complaint 
on the ground that Corbett had invaded the 
rights of the company by collecting a fare due 
to it, and had thus made himself subject to ar- 
rest. Herman H. Shook, counsel for the 
boy, argued that his cllent had acted 
as he had aright to do. If, when he entered the 
car, Mr. Shook said, he had taken from another 
passenger 5 cents, which that passenger had in- 
tended to deposit as a fare, and had then deposit- 
ed his 25 cents in payment of five fares, he would 
have done what he had a right to do, and his 
right was not altered by the fact that he deposit- 
ed the coin before collecting the fare from the 
other passenger. 

Judge Beach dismissed the complaint, holding 
that although Corbett had done nothing morally 
wrong the Jegal eftect of his act Was an invasion 
of the railroad company’s rights. Atter the 
trial he remarked to Lawyer Shook that the 
question was a nice one that could not fully be 
considered in the hurry of a trial. 


‘‘A HEALTHY BROOKLYN LIE.” 


WILSON SAYS HE WAS ROBBED AND 
THROWN INTO THE CANAL. 
Charles Wilson, who says he is a sugar 

weigher employed in this city, and living at No. 

14644 Eighteenth-street, South Brooklyn, yes- 

terday related to the police at the Fifth-avenue 

police station, in the latter city, a story which 
is thrilling toa degree. He said that on Tues- 
day afternoon, in addition to his month’s salary 
of $120, he drew $180 from the Bowery Savings 

Bank and started home. He went over the 

Hamilton Ferry, and reached the Hamilton-ave- 

nue bridge across Gowanus Canal at about 6:30 

o’clock. It was then quite dark, and when 

about half way across the bridge Wilson says he 
was met by three men, who immediately as- 
saulted him. One of the men held his hand over 

Wilson’s mouth, another held his hands, while 

the third ritled his pockets, securing the $300, 

Wilson, who weighs 200 pounds, says he strug- 

gled desperately with his assailants, who were 

all powerful men, but to no avail, for, after rob- 
bing him, they picked him up bodily and threw 
him over into the canal. 

Wilson, who further alleges that he is a good 
swimmer, went on to relate that, after recover- 
ing from the shock of being immersed in cold 
water, he looked around and saw a schooner 
lying olose to the shore, about 300 feet from him. 
Heswam * to her and climbed up the chains to 
her deck. He madeno outcry of any kind, but 
went straight home, where he related his alleged 
experience to his horrified son. That duti- 
ful relative immediately went to the 
police with the story, and Detective Stolls- 
worthy was put on the case. Wilson told 
the same story to the detective, but 
in view of his weight, the fact that 
the railing on the bridge is over five feet 
high, and the water is cold enough to freeze 
ua man suddenly making an unprepared en- 
trance intoit, lead the police to suspect that 
Mr. Wilson’s little story is ‘‘a good, healthy 
South Brooklyn lie.” Among other things that 
made the police disbelieve the story is the fact 
that at the time Wilson said the assault oc- 
curred there were streams of people crossing 
the bridge going home from work, and nobody 
heard or saw anything of a struggle or an as- 
sault of any kind. 

The final collapse of the story occurred when 
Detective Connors tound that no money had 
been drawn from the Bowery Savings Bank, nor 
had Wilson any account there, and that Wilson 
was not employed by the firm in New-York from 
whom he said he had drawn his salary.

WITH JACOB COCHEU AS SHYLOCK AND

Gottliebchen Blumberg, a seamstress, 
appeared in the Tombs Police Court yesterday. 
She was charged by Jacob Cocheu, a wood en- 
graver, of No. 60 Chatham-street, with obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. It appears 
that Cocheu is the agent of the house in which 
Miss Blumberg lived. She owed him $10 on 
a sum of money she had borrowed, and 
was unable to pay it. Not wishing 
to be ejected from the premises she 
gave the agent a chattel mortgage on hersewing 
machine, agreeing to pay the amount due on 
Dec, 28. Onthis date she was unable to meet the 
note and the mortgage was foreclosed, but not 
executed for the reason that the woman left the 
house in which she resided and engaged apart- 
ments ina house unknown to Cocheu. He had 
a warrant issued for her arrest, and she was 
brought before Justice Patterson.

THEY AGREE TO SEPARATE. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 14.—The Con- 
necticut State Medical Society was formed in 
1792. It was then the only body in the State 
having authority to confer degrees in medicine. 
In 1810 the Medical School of Yale College was 
established with the right to give degrees. The 
State Society, by reason of the loss of some of 
its prerogatives in the establishment of the Yale 
school, was authorized to take partin the Yale 
examination for degrees, and this it has done 
through a committee. It also received power 
to nominate Professors of the Medical School, 
though the power of appointment was 
vested inthe Yale Corporation, but this power 
in the corporation was equivoeal because it 
could be exercised only upon the nominations 
ot the State society. There was no authority 
for veto action. This state of things has gone on 
until the present time. Last Spring the Yale 
Corporation decided that its interests demanded 
a separation and so resolved in form. The 
medical society appointed a Committee of One 
from each county to consider the subject, and 
ata meeting held a month ago this committee 
decided to report in favor of separation. The 
State society met in this city to-day, accepted the 
report and approved the separation. While the 
members were assembled a new charter for the 
society was proposed, much to the surprise of 
many. it relates chietly to the appointment of 
Fellows, who now consist of five county dele- 
gates and the Presidents of county societies, 
making over 50in all. These it is proposed to 
abolish and make all members Fellows of the 
society. Lhe matter proveked a sharp debate 
and was finally referred to the county societies 
to report to the annual meoting of the State 
society. 





MUTUAL BENEFIT SOCIETIES, 

Orrawa, Ontario, Jan. 14.—A convention 
of representatives of mutual benefit and co- 
operative life insurance associations met here 
to-day and decided to renew their application to 
Parliament for legislation, placing all such asso- 
ciations under Government inspection and re- 
cognizing them as entitled to do business in ali 
parts of the Dominion. Insurance men state 
that, notwithstanding the opposition that must 
be expected from stock companies, every effort 
will be made to haye the bill introduced last 
session carried through both legislative branches. 
The Government, however, are disposed to pro- 
tect the regular companies, and will probably 
insist on mutual benetlit companies making a de- 
posit for the security of the policy holders.

THE TELEPHONE INTERFERENCE 
CASE, 

COMMISSIONER BUTTERWORTH DECIDES 
THAT SECRETARY TELLER’S RULING IN 
FAVOR OF EDISON MUST STAND. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Commissioner 
of Patents has rendered an important decszion 
inthe matter of the petition filed in behalf of 
the inventor (Edison) to determine the status of 
interference heretofore declared between him- 
self and Blake and Drawbaugh, the subject 
matter of the interference being the combina- 
tion in a telephone of a metallic diaphragm and 
an elastic pad or mufiler. In this case 
the Secretary of the Interior overruled the 
decision of Commissioner Marble and restored 

Edison to the position in interference from 

which he had been deposed by that decision. The 

action of Drawbaugh’s counsel raised a question 
astothe scope of thesdecision of the Supreme 

Court in the case of the Commissioner of Patents 

against the United States ex rel. Hoe & Co., 

where it was held that the Secretary had no legal 
authority to revise the decisions of the Commis- 
sioner of Patents. Drawbaugh’s counsel desired 
that the decision of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, in which the decision of Commissioner 

Marble was reversed and the interference be- 

tween Drawbaugh and Blake continued, should 

be treated asa nullity; that the decision of the 

Commissioner should be allowed to stand as the 

judgment of the office, and that the interference 

between Drawbaugh and Edison should stand dis- 
solved. Counsel for Messrs. Blake and Hdison 
contended that under the circumstances and in 
conformity to well-settled princlples of law the 
judgment of the Secretary should not be dis- 


turbed. In his decision, rendered to-day, Com- 
missioner Butterworth says: 


“Admitting as true the abstract legal proposition 
that the decision of the Supreme Court was to the 
effect that the Secretary had not the legal authority to 
sit as a court of review to revise the decisions of the 
Commissioner of Patents, it does pot foliow thet the 
decision of the Secretary shall be treated as a nullity, 
and that the case shall stand as no up- 
peal had been taken, since there are other 
considerations which must have due weight in deter- 
mining the questions presented. ‘he Commissioner 
upon the receipt of the decision of the Secretary in 
this case forwarded the same without comment to the 
Examiner of Interferences for his guidance and direc- 
tion in hearing the interference then pending before 
him. No objection was made by the parties to the con- 
tinuation of the taking of testimony. It is fairly pre- 
sumed that rights have intervened and interests 
changed hands in the meantime. It is per- 
fectly competent for the Commissioner to 
adopt the decisions of the Secretary, ren- 
dered on a case appealed to him, and to 
direct that all further proceedings in such cases 
shall conform thereto. Since the decision of the Su- 
preme Court referred to a number of persons who had 
prosecuted appealstothe Secretary and were disap- 
pointed in the result have appeared to openup the 
cases before the Commissioner with a view to having 
the decisions of the former treated as a nullity. A 
number of petitions have been filed looking to that 
end, the object being to treat the appeals and every- 
thing done in pursuance thereof as utterly void, and ask- 
ing that the cases proceed in all respects as if no action 
in that behalf had been taken. It is not difficult to 
see the results of granting and conforming to those 
petitions. [It would disturb vested interests and open 
up controversies and litigations which have been de- 
termined and decisions made in that bebalf and ac- 

ulesced in. If the findings of the Commissioner in 
this case were a finality, and the interests of all parties 
to this interference were to be Celinitely determined, 
I would still be siow to consent to reopen the case or 
disturb the condition of things resulting from the ac- 
tion of the Secretary. 

“Touching the question as to whether the Com- 
missioner has by his indorsement upon the decision of 
the Secretary consented to or ratified the judgment 
entered by him, [submit thatif it were necessary, in 
order to secure an end to litigation and to avoid the 
vexatious consequences which wouldresult from re- 
opening a large number of cases heretofore determined 
by the Secretary in the exercise of what was supposed 
to be his righful jurisdiction, 1 would have no dithculty 
in holding that the failure on the part of the Com- 
missioner to object to the overruling of his decision 
and his acquiescence in the order entered in that be- 
half aus evidence by his allowing the | 9 genet 
in interference to go forward under and by his authori- 
ty as the head of the bureau, was such an adoption and 
ratification of the ruling of the Secretary as to inter- 
pose a valid objection to the Commissiuner’s subse- 
quently treating itasanullity. It is sufficient tosay 
that I shall in no instance disturb the judgment of the 
Secretary in cases like the present. In this case the do- 
cision of the Secretary will be treated as if rendered by 
the Commissioner, and all proceedings in the matter of 
the interference will conform tothe terms of said de- 
cision; in other words, the office adopts the judgment 
as it finds it and the situation as it is, and all proceed.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
W ASHINGTON, Jan. 14, 1885. 

The House to-day passed the Senate bill re- 
ferring the French spoliation claims to the Court of 
Claims for examination and report to Congress. 

The Senate to-day took up the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, The Senate Appropriation Committee’s 
amendments were concurred in and the bill was passed, 

The House Committee on Agriculture hag 
nearly completed the Agricultural Appropriation bill. 


It will provide for an appropriation of about $600,000— 
nearly $100,000 less than was appropriated last year. 

Mr. Harrison calls the attention of the Senate 
to-day to the death of the Hon. Schuyler Colfax, who 
had been premcme officer of the Senate and Vice-Pres- 
ident of the United States. After a few brief but feel- 
ing words of eulogy by Mr. Harrison ana Mr, Sherman, 
Mr. Harrison offered a resolution reciting that the Sen- 
ate had beard with great sorrow of Mr. Colfax’s death, 
and that out of respect tohis memory the Senate do 
now adjourn. ‘I'he Senate accordingly adjourned. 

The Chinese Indemnity Fund bill was passed 
by the House to-day. It authorizes the President to 
cause tho residue of the Chinese indemnity fund to be 
converted into coinand to cause the sum of $583,400 90 
tobe returned to the Chinese Government and the 
balance covered into the ‘Treasury; provided that be- 
tore the payment to China, the Secretary of State shall 
pay from the funds tothe Executors of C. E. Hell, 
$180,000 on account of the loss of the vessel Kenjeor. 

The Committee on Rivers and Harbors to-day 
completed its bill, with the exception of the item mak- 
ing an appropriation for the Hennepin Canal, and one 
or two items for small rivers. No appropriation wiil be 
made for Hell Gate, New-York, the committee taking 
the ground that allof the money asked for last year 
for completing the work at that point was appropriated, 
The committee decided to report sxinappropnation of 
$350,000 for the Hennepin Cunal with the provision 
that the work be begun as s00n us possible. This same 
item was reported by the committee Inst year, but wus 
defeated in the House. 

The President sent the following nominations 
to the Senate to-day: Willlam Lowen to be Col- 
lector of Customs for the District of Sag Harbor, N. 
Y.; Lieut.-Col. John YU. Summers, Surgeon, to be 
Colonel and Surgeon; Major Joseph R. Smith, Sur- 
geon, to be Lieutenant-Colone!l and Surgeon; Capt.

THE GOVERNING COMMITTEE CONSIDERING 


IMPORTANT MATTERS. 
The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange spent more than two hours yesterday 


afternoon discussing the proposed amendment | 
to the by-laws making the office of President a | 


salaried position and requiring the President to 
devote his undivided attention to the affairs of 
the Exchange. Mr. J. Edward Simmons, the 
present President, has thus far given almost his 
entire attention to the duties of his office with- 
out compensation. Tie proposed change was 
discussed in all its bearings yesterday, but noth- 
ing was agreed upon. The discussion will be re- 
sumed to-morrow afternoon. 

A petition signed by 200 firms represented in 
the Exchange was presented at yesterday’s 
meeting asking that all persons failing to deliver 
by 2:15 P. M. stocks which they have soid or 
loaned shall be fitted to the extent of the loaning 
rate of the day for the particular stock con- 
cerned, Among the principal signers of this pe- 
tition were Drexel, Morgan & Co., Winslow, 
Lanier & Co., J. & W. Seligman, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., W. E. Connor & Co., Turner, Manuel & Co., 
Spencer, Trask & Co., and William and John 
O’Brien. ‘she matter ot stock deliveries has 
given rise to much annoyance and discontent in 
the Exchange. Brokers who are, large buyers 
declare that owine to the dilatory conduct on 
the part of some of the sellers they are unable 
to obtain the stocks which they have bought be- 
fore the Exchange is declared closed. The peti- 
tion was referred by th: Governors to the Com- 
inittee on Securities, with instructions to report 
ata future meeting. 

More than three-quarters of the members now 
actively engaged in business in the Exchange 
have united in the experimental triai of the 
Quincey plan of stock clearances. Five stocks 
are now embraced in the clearance plan, viz.: 
New-York Central, Union Pacific, Lackawanna, 
St. Paul, and Erie seconds. One certificate, 
issued on Monday at 10:15 A. M., was redeemed 
at 2:05 P. M. on the same day, after passing 
through the hands of 29 different brokers. In 
this single lot of stock the clearance plan en- 
abled a saving of the certification of $104,000. 

The Committee on Stock List directed yester- 
day that as all the common and preferred stock 
ot the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad had 
been withdrawn, with the exception of 65 shares 
of the former and 5 shares of the latter, those 
securities should be dropped from the list in the 
Exchange. The Memphis and Charleston sec- 
onds, having matured, were dropped from the 
free list, and the income bonds of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis Railroad were marked 
off the regular list, all but $500 of them having 
matured.

THE TEA* AND SUGAR TRADE. 

The first annual statement issued by the 
Importers and Grocers’ Exchange of this city 
was distributed yesterday. It shows, in a tabu- 
lated form, the amount of business transacted 
in the Exchange from Noy. 23, 1883, to Dec. 81, 
1884. The total sales for future delivery during 
the period were as follows: Japan tea, 37,755,000 
pounds; China black tea, 8,180,000 pounds; raw 
sugar, 55,700 tons; refined sugar, 23,500 barrels;

The Signal Service Bureau report indt- 
cates for to-day, in this city, warmer 
weather, with increasing cloudiness and 
rain. 








It has been clear for some time that the 
avork of the Civil Service Commissioners 
in Washington is hampered by the very 
‘cramped quarters in which they are re- 
‘quired to attend to it, and also by the im- 
perfect machinery for conducting exam-. 
inations. At present the examiners are 
taken from the regular force of the de- 
partments, which is not a bad plan, but 
they are compelled to do the work of ex- 
amination in addition to other work and 
without pay. As the system has been 
proved to be sound and practical in prin- 
ciple and very valuable in actual applica- 
tion Congress should vote a reasonable 
sum to carry it on readily and efficiently. 
Enough money could be saved by cutting 
down the excessive force of the Treasury 
Department alone, and compelling the em- 
ployés to do their whole duty, to pay all 
ppecessary expenses of a well-organized 
‘civil service system. 








Mr. CoLuins, who has charge of the 
Senate Bankruptcy bill, does not at all 
despair of still getting it before the House 
and securing its passage. He will now 
be forced to put off any further action till 
the third Monday in February. If the in- 
iterval is well employed by those business 
‘men and organizations understanding the 
importance of the measure there is every 
yeason to think that it may be carried. 
Members of the House, even those who are 
now about to leave it, have a lively sense 
‘of the force of public opinion when it is 
‘clearly expressed. The mercantile com- 
‘munity is happily well enough organized 
to give forcible expression to its views on 
# subject where opinion is as well settled 
‘and as uniform as it ison this, and a proper 
‘effort would do much to secure the pas- 
‘sage of the Senate biil. 








The Attorney-General comes down from 
his position that the title of Mr. McCLave 
to his office shall not be questioned by a 
quo warranto as gracefully as the nature 
of the descent will permit. The brief of 
Mr. McCuave’s counsel with which Mr. 
O’BRIEN breaks his fall is not a very con- 
vincing statement. The present position 
of the Attorney-General seems practically 
to be that when one man complains that 
he has been illegally put out of a 
public office the Attorney-General will 
not help him test the question un- 
Jess he himself agrees that the 
removal is illegal, but if four or five 
officers are in danger of being put out on 
the same pretense he will permit the writ 
to issue, even though he does not think 
the application will succeed. This arith- 
metical criterion of rights and remedies 
‘looks like a novelty in jurisprudence, and 
the labored attempt of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to distinguish between the case which 
he formerly decided one way and the case 
which he now decides the other way 
amounts to no more than a statement that 
four or five men have rights which one 
man has not.

tion, but perhaps his most conspicuous 
qualification appears in the fact of Lis ut- 
ter inability to adapt himself to the uses 
of the politicians in carrying out deals, 
His appointment by Mr. GRACE is as clear- 
ly in accord with the principles of reform 
as Mr. Epson’s action was in defiance of 
every consideration but subserviency to 
political corruption. In the meantime 
Brother-in-law Woop still holds the posi- 
tion of claimant by the grace of his Honor 
Mr. Kirk. 








The result of the hearing before the 
Railroad Commission on the subject of 
the transfer of freight from one pool line 
to another was a general admission that a 
grievance exists and the claim on the 
part of the railroads that it is slight in 
comparison with the advantages of the 
pooling arrangement and unavoidable 
under it. Mr. DEPEW declared that only 
2 1-2 per cent. of the freight carried 
by the pool lines had been  trans- 


ferred, and not more than _ one- 
fourth of this had given occasion to 
complaints. He does not believe that this 
has had anything to do with the alleged 
loss of business by New-York merchants. 
Mr. Fink and Mr. Depew both admitted 
that grievances existed, and the latter 
thought that much could be done to re- 
move them if the ‘‘ idiots at Washington” 
would establish a national railroad com- 
mission, It is plain that the commission 
of this State can do little or nothing to 
remedy the evil which exists, and which 
seems to be practically beyond the control 
of the railroad companies themselves. 








Prince BISMARCK’s recent procedures all 
show his conviction that he must rely for 
support in his domestic policy upon the 
landholding class, to which he himself be- 
longs. It was really to conciliate this class 
that he pretended to entertain grave 
doubts of the wholesomeness of Ameri- 
can pork. It was avowedly to conciliate 
this class that he yesterday demanded 
that the duty on imported breadstuffs 
should be increased unless they were im- 
ported from Russia, in which case they 
are limited by treaty. The proposed in- 
crease is almost unprecedented in the his- 
tory of commercial legislation, being 
thrice the present duty on wheat and 
twice that onrye. The total import of 
breadstuffs into Germany is something 
like $100,000,000, and the effect upon our 
own export cannot but be consider- 
able, especially since the differential 
duty will act as a bounty to the 
Russian grower. The American farmer 
may not like this. He may console him- 
self with the reflection that the increase 
will be even worse for the German con- 
sumer than for the American producer, 
unless he be a protectionist, in which case 
he will have to admit that what is sauce 
for the American manufacturing goose 
must be sauce also for the German agri- 
cultural gander. Perhaps Prince BIs- 
MARCK has been influenced by a cabled 
report of the opinion of Judge Noau 
Davis that the home market is ‘‘a price- 
less heritage.” 











MR. ERWIN’S COMMITTEES. 


Some days before Mr. ERwin completed 
his list of Assembly committees an assur- 
ance which had previously been given in 
his behalf was emphatically reiterated to 
the effect that he was bound by no pledges 
or promises that would hamper his action. 
It was clearly intimated that his purpose 
was not to promote the Senatorial chances 
of Mr. Morton or any other candidate, 
but to constitute the committees with a 
view to facilitating the work of legisla- 
tion. His assurances in that respect have 
been completely belied. If the commit- 
tees have not been packed in the interest 
of Mr. MorToN there is no way of explain- 
ing their composition. With few exceptions 
the ablest, most experienced, and most 
upright members of the Assembly, and es- 
pecially those whom no inducement could 
bring to the support of the candidate for 
Senator to whose cause Mr. ERWIN’s 
Speakership canvass now clearly seems to 
have been subordinated, have been rele- 
gated to insignificant positions, while new 
members have been thrust forward to 
places of the greatest influence. So zealous 
was Mr. Erwin in providing places for 
partisans whose support was to be secured 
that he cut down the customary repre- 
sentation of the minority on the com- 
mittees. ' 

Perhaps the best-equipped man in the 
Assembly for useful work on the commit- 
tees is Mr. O’NeIL, of Franklin County, 
who for two sessions has been a candidate 
in the Speakership canvass. Although 
there are thirty-seven committees, no 
Chairmanship was given to him, and be- 
sides a subordinate position on the Ways 
and Means Committee he received only 
two places, and those utterly insig- 
nificant. Mr. HuBBELL, of Monroe, the 
chief rival of Mr. Erwin for’ the 
Speakership nomination, was _ treated 
somewhat better, being made Chair- 
man of the Committee on General Laws 
and given a place on the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Mr. Howe, of this city, whose 
character, ability, and experience entitled 
him to prominence, was made Chairman 
of the Committee on Grievances and 
otherwise assigned to insignificant places. 
The only position in whioh any chance is 
given him for useful service is that on the 
Prisons Committee. On the other hand, 
Gen. HUSTED, the most tricky, insincere, 
and uncertain politician in the Assembly, 
is made the nominal leader of the major- 
ity by being placed at the head of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

When the make-up of the important 
committees is studied their weakness ap- 
pears more conspicuous than can be indi- 
cated by considering the position of indi- 
vidual members. Perhaps the most im- 
portant committee of all, considering the 
needs of legislation, is that on the Affairs 
of Cities, and yet of its eleven members 
only three have seen service in the As- 
sembly before. Gen. BARNUM, the Chair- 
man, is a new member, and in no 
way identified with the cause of bet- 
ter government in cities. Such expe- 
rienced and capable men as VAN ALLEN 
and Howe, of this city, and Hats, 
of Brooklyn, are passed over, while places 
are given to the novices and nobodies of 
the two parties in these cities. Maior

HaGGeErry, shaky as his record is in some 
respects, appears as the most conspicuous 
and influential figure on the committee. 
Little is to be expected from it in the way 
of help for municipal reform. The Rail- 
road Committee is another important 
one, and there is no member of it 
who is_ specially fitted for deal- 
ing with the questions that are to be 
referred to it. Mr. HASKELL, the Chair- 
man, and Mr. VAN ALLEN, of this city, 
are the only members whose past record 
gives promise even of an effort at credita- 
ble legislation. This city is further repre- 
sented by Mr. ROCKEFELLER and by Mr. 
SHEA, an inexperienced and practically 
unknown person from the annexed dis- 
trict. This committee is likely to be beset 
by acorrupt lobby, which will probably 
find it an easy one to manage. 

The Committee on Prisons will have 
the important subject of convict labor to 
deal with. Onit we find Mr. Howr, of 
this city, who was its Chairman last year, 
and who is familiar with the subject, and 
Mr. Hoo.ry, the ‘‘labor reformer” of 
Troy. They give it all the weight it 
possesses, and we can look with little con- 
fidence for judicious action on _ the 
prison question. In short, scarcely any 
attention has been paid in mak- 
ing up the committees to the re- 
quirements of legislation. These have been 
recklessly disregarded in the hope of pro- 
moting the election of Mr. Morton to the 
Senate, but the dissatisfaction that has 
been caused threatens to react against that 
object. Mr. ERwIn’s course in sacrificing 
the interests of the public at the bidding 
of politicians whose aims are not consist- 
ent with the public good ought to put an 


end to his career as a representative of the 
people. 











THE POLICE ANDTHE REFORM LAW 

A bill has already been introduced in 
the Legislature to exempt from the Civil 
Service act of last year applicants for 
admission to the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. The bill couples with these 
classes all soldiers and sailors of the late 
war and militiamen honorably  dis- 
charged. The latter provision is a mere 
dodge to give plausibility to the former, 
and probably there is not among the men 
who are engaged in the scheme much 
more care for the candidates for the Fire 
Department than for the soldiers and sail- 
ors. The Fire Department has been very 
well managed, and the responsibility 
of the Commissioners, working in di- 
rect co-operation with the underwriters, 
is soclear and so well appreciated. that 
there has been little inclination on their 
part to turn over their department to the 
politicians. They have so much to gain 
from an independent, faithful, disciplined 
force, and so much to lose from any inter- 
ested interference with their work, that 
partisans of the greedy sort have very lit- 
tle chance with them. The real object of 
the bill, and of the movement of which it 
is a part, is to preserve the police asa 
piece of partisan machinery, which can- 
not be done under the rules. 

The object of the civil service law was 
to secure the best men for appointments, 
no matter what their politics might be, to 
what party they belonged, or who were 
their backers. To secure this object some 
test of relative capacity had to be applied, 
which no influence, political or other, 
could control. The first condition of such 
a test was that it should be open to all 
who wished to submit to it, and who 
had the needed general qualifications 
as to age, size, health, and citizenship. 
This condition, which is absolutely essen- 
tial, is met by open public competition 
between all applicants. That is precisely 
what the rules were intended to require. 
If in practice they do not attain it per- 
fectly, it is because the rules in their pres- 
ent form give to the Police Commissioners 
an opportunity practically to select com- 
petitors. They do not, however, have the 
slightest power to control the success or 
failure of those admitted to competition, 
nor does any one else other than the com- 
petitors themselves. 

To all applicants entering into competi- 
tion an impartial test of capacity is ap- 
plied in examinations, a part of which re- 
late to their physical capacity and a part 
to their mental qualities. The former is 
the most important. The competitors 
are first submitted to an examination by 
a police surgeon, who reports on their 
condition of health. They are then sub- 
mitted to a further simple but searching 
examination as to their physical capacity 
—their strength, activity, endurance, and 
the commagd they have of their bodily 
forces. The ‘degree of excellence they 
show in this is carefully noted, and 
given full weight in the final esti- 
mate of their fitness for police work. 
The further examination is very simple 
and practical, and relates strictly to that 
degree of intelligence and education 
which are neeged for the discharge of 
police duty. It is confined to their 
knowledge of the commonest rules of 
arithmetic, to their ability to read cor- 
rectly, to write legibly and clearly such 
plain statements as they would have to 
deal with as policemen, and to their 
knowledge of places and of essential facts 
in the city. The amount of knowledge re- 
quired in order to be put on the eligible list 
is no more than every policeman should 
have. Whatany applicant may have be- 
yond this amount counts in his favor as 
compared with other competitors, as it 
should. Other things being equal, there 
is surely no reason why an intelligent and 
ready man should not make a better po- 
liceman than an ignorant or dull one. 

After the examinations those who pass 
the lowest limit are eligible to appoint- 
ment, and the names are sent to the Com- 
missioners, whenever the latter have va- 
cancies to fill, in the order of their standing 
as fixed by the examinations. Every ap- 
pointment, however, is first made only 
for a probationary term. That is to say, 
every man before finally being taken on 
the police force is put on trial. We have, 
then, under the civil service law, first, 
free open competition; second, a careful 
and practical physical examination; third, 
a test of relative mental capacity, and, 
finally, a term of actual service on 
trial. This system, fairly and thor- 
oughly applied, makes favoritism, 
whether partisan or personal, 





impos- | 


sible. It gives the city the best 
attainable chance to get the best men. It 
gives fair play and honest judgment to 
all who wish to enter the service. Why 
should the Police Department not have 
the benefit of suchasystem? Why should 
any one responsible for the police force 
wish to reject such a system? How was 
the old method in any degree better? The 
appointing power is still left ample dis- 
cretion to take the best men among all 
the competitors; it has achance to test 
by trial the qualities that cannot be 
tested by examination; it is deprived of 
nothing except the exercise of favoritism, 
which is always an abuse and had become 
anuisance. It will not do to say that the 
system will not work. It does work, and 
work well in Brooklyn, and Buffalo, and, 
so far as it has been applied, here also. 
We do not hesitate to say that not one 
voice in a hundred among our citizens 
who understand the matter would be 
given for depriving this city of the ben- 
efits to be derived from the application of 
the reform law to the police. 


COMMISSIONER O'DONNELL. 

The convocations of the ‘“ People’s 
Party,” as a rule, neither receive nor 
merit much public attention. The peo- 
ple who do not spell themselves with a 
big P regard the people who do with tran- 
quil toleration as a party of partly de- 
mented and partly demoralized persons 
who are not numerous enough to do much 
mischief. The meeting in Clarendon Hall 
on Tuesday evening of the County Com- 
mittee of the People’s Party differed from 
other like assemblages in that one of the 
yearning and unrestful souls who took 


part in it was a Railroad Commissioner 
of the State of New-York. Mr. O’Don- 
NELL foisted upon the Railroad 
Commission by legislation which gave the 
naming of one Commissioner tosundry so- 
cieties which are about as representative 
of the commercial interests of the State as 
Col. BoB INGERSOLL is of the religious sen- 
timent of the country. There are no 
doubt many persons who think that a soft 
heart is a better qualification for a Rail- 
road Commissioner than a hard head, and 
who delight in seeing the emotional ele- 
ments of our nature recognized in the 
composition of the commission, as they 
fondly imagine to have been done in the 
appointment of Mr. O'DONNELL. 

In certain surprising minority reports 
which he has had occasion to submit Mr. 
O*DONNELL has fully vindicated his repre- 
sentative position, if we are to infer soft- 
ness of heart from a defect in hardness of 
head. He vindicated it anew at the meet- 
ing of the County Committee by making 
a powerful argument to prove that the 
People’s Party, which ostensibly cast only 
17,064 votes for its candidate in this 
State, really cast 120,000 votes against 
CLEVELAND. The intellectual processes by 
which Mr. O'DONNELL reached this result 
are similar to those by which he has 
reached results equally surprising in 
tackling the problems of transportation. 
They were displayed with equal impress- 
iveness in the three propositions which 
Mr. O'DONNELL urged his wild-eyed as- 
sociates to concentrate their efforts in 
getting embodied in the laws. The first 
of these propositions is that the legal rate 
of interest shall be reduced to 5 per cent. ; 
the second that debts shall be deducted 
from the value of real estate as well as of 
personal estate liable to taxation, and the 
third that property to the extent of $1,500 
shall be exempted from all taxation. 

The third of these propositions is not 
much more objectionable than it is im- 
portant. Reducing the legal rate of in- 
terest to five per cent. will not frighten the 
bloated monopolists at whom itis aimed, 
inasmuch as they now find great difficulty 
in making safe investments at four. And 
the effect of allowing men to swear off 
taxes on land would simply be to extend 
to all taxation the scandal which now at- 
tends the levy of personal taxes. 

All these propositions, it is plain, have 
their origin in the same impulse, the im- 
pulse to substitute Mr. O’DONNELL’s crude 
sense of equity in the place of naturallaws 
and to fix taxes, interest, profits, and in- 
comes according to what may happen to 
strike him as ‘‘about right.” This is the 
normal state of the absolutely untutored 
mind. It is not astate of mind which is 
disgraceful to Mr. O’DONNELL as an in- 
dividual, for ignorance is not acrime. It 
is safe to say, however, that it is a state 
of mind which ought not to apper- 
tain to a Railroad Commissioner, and that 
it is not creditable to the State of New- 
York that a man in this state of mind 
should be one of its Railroad Commission- 
ers. Mr. O'DONNELL’s remarks make it 
probable that the sensible report of the 
commission in which he is the odd man 
was prepared by one of his fellow-Com- 
missioners while the other was employed 
in sitting on Mr. O'DONNELL’s head. He 
ought to be relieved of the official duties 
which fetter his aspiring spirit and suf- 
‘fered to grow his hair and his ‘‘ ideas” in 
a private station, like the hirsute idealists 
with whom he sympathizes. JUSTUS 
ScHwaB himself could not be more pre- 
posterous as a Railroad Commissioner. 
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THE CONGO COUNTRY. 


The name of ‘‘ Allmanna Gja,” (all men’s 
rift,) given to one of the grimmest lava 
gorges of Iceland, would be remarkably 
appropriate at present to the Valley of the 
Congo. But in considering the curious 
international scramble which is now in 
progress there it is important to remem- 
ber the exact geographical position 
of the various contending parties and 
the claims put forward by each. The 
present limit of civilization on the Lower 
Congo is its confluence with the Kwango, 
its last great tributary, which flows into 
it from the southward, forming the wide, 
smooth, islet-studded basin now famous 
as Stanley Pool, just below which lies the 
new settlement of Leopoldsville, named 
after the King of Belgium. From this 
point down to Vivi (which stands in a 
bend at the head of the Congo estuary, 
and whence the projected railway to Stan- 
ley Pool is intended to start,) the left bank 
is thickly studded with European factories 
and missions. The International Asso- 
ciation claims control over a narrow 
strip of territory along the river on 
this side. as well as a_ broader 





belt on the right bank, varying 
from 60 to 100 miles in width. The nar- 
row triangle of coast lying between Vivi, 
the Kwila River, and Banana Point at the 
mouth of the Congo has been unanimously 
recognized—possibly because it is not 
worth taking—as the lawful property of 
Portugal. To the north of these districts 
lies a vast plain of neutral territory, wa- 
tered by the Kwila and its tributary the 
Niadi, protected on the east by a range of 
mountains, and extending northward as 
far asthe Sette River and the town of 
Camma Sette at its mouth. 

Such arrangements might well seem 
equitable enough to insure, for the time 
being at least, the preservation of peace 
among the rival colonists. But the selfish 
rapacity which is now disturbing the 
whole world has made itself felt even in 
this remote corner of it. Northward from 
the Sette tothe Gaboon stretches the great 
province lately annexed by France in virtue 
of some of those elastic ‘treaties with 
the native chiefs” which any man who 
possesses a few kegs of rum can multiply 
as indefinitely as new editions of Shakes- 
peare. Not content with this acquisition, 
France is now putting forward an utterly 
unfounded claim upon various tracts on 
both banks of the Congo, including a con- 
siderable portion of the territory now 
controlled by the International Associa- 
tion. This of itself would be outrageous 
enough, but, as if even this were not suf- 
ficient, those who are best acquainted with 
France’s secret purposes now declare that 
these claims are really intended to pave 
the way for an offer of resigning her pre- 
tensions to the left bank of the river 
on condition of being guaranteed pos- 


session of the entire neutral territory 
between the Congo Valley and the Sette, 
an area almost equal to that of England 
and Wales combined. This is a master 
strokeindeed. Kings have ere now earned 
a high reputation for ‘‘royal bounty” by 
being profusely generous with other peo- 
ple’s property, but it was reserved for 
France to win credit for ‘‘ moderation” by 
nobly resigning a large share of what she 
has never possessed in order to gain a 
much larger share of what she has no 
right to possess at all. 











BUCKWHEAT AND GYPSUM. 


Persons addicted to buckwheat cakes 
will be greatly pleased to learn that Dr. 
CARROLL, the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, has recently examined with a 
microscope a quantity of the buckwheat 
flour of commerce, and found that it con- 
tained no buckwheat whatever, but was 
composed almost entirely of gypsum. 

Buckwheat cakes have undoubtedly 
lost part of the popularity which they 
once possessed and which entitled them 
to be regarded as a distinctively Amer- 
ican dish, There was a time when the 
American citizen was nourished from 
childhood to premature old age on buck- 
wheat cakes and molasses, with fried 
sausages asa relish. Those were the days 
of the typical lantern-jawed Yankee, and 
he was} toa great extent physically the 
result of buckwheat cakes. As is well 
known to physicians, buckwheat con- 
tains no nourishment. It has two effects 
upon the human system, and neither of 
them is beneficial. It produces animal 
heat and it paralyzes the digestive powers. 
The American who was a victim to the 
buckwheat habit was in a state of chronic 
fever, and his incessant restlessness, which 
was the direct result of his feverish state, 
was mistaken for energy and activity. 
The buckwheat victim was invariably 
subject to a cutaneous eruption which, 
according to an eminent physician, was 
the result of an attempt on the part of 
undigested buckwheat to break ,out 
of the system. Of course no man 
could eat buckwheat in any cir- 
cumstances without becoming a hope- 
less dyspeptic, but with curious perver- 
sity the consumers of buckwheat tried 
successfully to intensify its fatal tend- 
encies by eating it in connection with mo- 
lasses and sausages. It is no wonder that 
as arace Americans became thin, irritable, 
and, not to put too fine a point upon it, 
pimply. Had they persisted in habitual 
indulgence in buckwheat cakes, molasses, 
and sausages, they would unquestionably 
have become extinct within another cent- 
ury. 

About fifteen or twenty years ago 
American women, alarmed at the state of 
their complexions, abandoned buckwheat 
cakes, and for a time American men were 
compelled to follow their example. The 
flourishing restaurant in Paris, where 
buckwheat cakes were sold to Americans 
and a fortune thereby acquired by the as- 
tute restaurant keeper, suddenly found its 
custom slipping from it, and ina short 
time was forced to close its doors. <A great 
improvement was soon manifested in the 
physical condition of Americans. They 
grew plump, and, ceasing to be dyspeptic, 
lost their feverish activity, while the 
American complexion became the envy 
of other nations. 

Within the last few years there has 
been a partial return to buckwheat cakes. 
Buckwheat flour of great alleged purity 
has been placed on the market. and people 
have tried it—at first timidly, and then 
with a good degree of confidence. Strange 
to say, the new buckwheat has not had 
the iniurious effects of the buckwheat of 
our fathers. It has not, so far as is known, 
made its consumers dyspeptic, and in- 
stead of diversifying their complexions 
with ruddy inequalities it has appeared 
actually to whiten the skin. Physicians 
have hitherto confessed themselves unable 
to explain this unexpected state of things, 
but it is.now fully explained by the dis- 
covery made by Dr. CARROLL. 

If our buckwheat flour consists of plas- 
ter of Paris instead of buckwheat we can 
at once see that it must be far more easy 
of digestion than was the true buckwheat, 
and at least as nutritious. Whatever dele- 
terious effects the plaster of Paris might 
have if taken alone are prevented by com- 
bining it with molasses. The latter being 
acid, renders the alkaline plaster harmless, 
and the result is that modern buck- 
wheat cakes and molasses are as harm- 
less and nutritious as sawdust. The 
plaster of Paris has, indeed, no other ef- 
fect upon the system, so far as is noticed, 
except to whiten the complexion, So 





long as buckwheat cakes are made of 
nothing worse than gypsum we may eat 
them fearlessly. The only danger is that 
some unprincipled grocer will adulterate 
his buckwheat flour with buckwheat and 
thus peril the stomachs and complexions 
of his patrons.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 14.—Judge Penrose, 
of the Orphans’ Court, to-day wrestled with the 
account of the Executor of Sarah Ellen Smith, 
deceased, an eccentric philanthropist. Mrs. 
Smith by will left a house at No. 247 South Thir- 
ty-seventh-street to Sarah Wilson, so that the 
latter might have enough from theincometo 


pay for her education until she should be 
30 years of age, ““when she will, if ever, know 
the necessity of taking care of her means, and 
not having a husband who uses tobaceo or in- 
toxicating drinks.’’ The property was then to ba 
given to Miss Wilson absoluteiy, but it was pro<« 
vided ‘should she have a husband who can 
afford to indulge in the use of rum and tobacco, 
of course he can support her’ without 
this bequest, and the house and grounds 
shall be given to the Society of th 
Presbyterian Church for the Support o 
Indigent Preachers.”’ A mortgage and notes, 
amounting to $s00, were bequeathed to “tha 
most reliable comm:ttee to be tound in this city 
for the suppression of intemperance and to< 
bacco.” To the wife of her nephew Mrs. Smith 
gave her * dear little dog Frisky, with $100 ta 
care forthim during his life, and at his death to 
bury him in Aunt Sally’s lot in Mount 
Moriah Cemetery.” She directed her Exec« 
utor to place North Penn _ viilage lots, 
it not otherwise disposed of, “in possession of 
the most reliable society for the nef olen of 
vice and immorality to be apphed to the sup- 
pression of rum and tobacco throughout the 
city.” She further instructed her Executor to 
see that none of her e tate should be u edin 
any way to encourage the use of rum and to- 
bacco, through which she reccived her “crowns 
ing sorrow.” 

Mrs. Smith’s will contained a number of be- 
quests to charitable institutions, which made no 
reference to rum and tobacco. The Judge inti« 
mated taat the bequests relative to the use of 
rum and tobacco would have to be declared void 
by reason of their vagueness. The religious sos 
cieties were not all properly named in the be- 
quests made to them and counter claims were 
putin. The court took them all into considera- 
tion, 





A CANDID SPEAKER 
Or 
WHO FRANKLY TELLS WHY HE FAILED TS 
TO KEEP HIS PLEDGES. 

RALEIGH, N.C., Jan. 14.—There was quite 
ascene inthe House of Representatives to-day. 
If appears that Col. Thomas M. Holten in hig 
canvass for the Speakership made a number of 
promises of Chairmanships of various coms 
mittees should he be elected. He was elected and 
failed to keep one or more of these promises 
To-day Mr. Leazar, of Iredell, who had been 
promised the Chairmanship of the Committee 
on Education and to which he had not been ap- 
pointed, arose and charged the Speaker with 
perfidy, and as being unworthy of the confidence 
of his friends. The Speaker simply replied that 
he had promised before his election to appoint 
Mr. Leazar Chairman of the Committee on Edu- 
cation, but that since his election as Speaker hea 
had decided that it would be unwise to maka 
suchan appointment. There was considerable 
excitement while this attack was being made. 

In the Senate to-day a resolution heretofore 
passed by the House of Representatives in- 
structing the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to use their influence to have the in- 
ternal revenue taxes abolished came up,anda 
strong feeling against the repeal was exhibited, 
and the dominant sentiment seemed to be in 
favor of a reduction of the taxes and a revision 
of the tariff. Pending the discussion, the Senate 
adjourned. Sincethe election of Cleveland the 
demand for the repeal of the internal taxes ig 
not near so vehement as it was before the 
election; but there is a strong application 
for a civil service reform that will 
displace every Federal officer in the South, and 
fill each office with an active Democrat. In this 
connection the abolition of Collector Wheeler’s 
district by President Arthuris not relished by 
the Democratic reformers, because they are thus 
deprived of an important and valuable office. A 
bill was introduced in the Senate to-day to estab- 
lish a Railroad Commission with authority to 
regulate fares and freight rates, and a strong ef- 
fort will be made to pass it.

Wasninctox, Jan. 14.—The friends of 
Hernando De Soto Money, of Mississippi, 
think that they can make him Postmaster- 
General by impeaching the Democracy of 
Senator Garland.

Ex-Senator David Davis will pass part 
of the Winter here.

Governor of the Territory,when he stopped 
at Bloomington, Il, to visit some Mary- 
land friends. He received while at Bloom- 
ington letters from a Baltimore house 
asking him to look after a claim it had 
against a firm in that town. Mr. Davis 
upon inquiry found that the firm was in- 
solvent, but one of the partners owned a 
fine tract of land just outside the town, 
which he was willing to ccnvey to the 
Baitimore house in full satisfaction of the 
dent of his firm. After examining the 
property Mr. Davis wrote to his clients in 
Baltimore advising them to accept the 
property. In due time he received a 
letter in which the proposition was de- 
clined, but telling him not to press 
the parties if they would secure the 
debt in any way. Davis knew the 
property the firm had offered was valua- 
ble and would imecrease in value every 
year. He made an abstract of the title to 
it, and started east at once, after getting 
authority from the owner to dispose of it 
for the amount of the claim of the Balti- 
more house. He borrowed the money 
from friends in Cecil County, Md., who 
had confidence in him, paid the Baltimore 
house and took an assignment of its claim, 
and returning to Bloomington became the 
owner of the land. It proved a lucky 
stroke, and was the foundation of Judge 
Davis’s present large fortune. His resi- 
dence is ona portion of thisland. All the 
money he made in his profession was in- 
vested in real estate, and the increase in 
value has made Judge Davis a millionaire. 
Judge Wavis is very sensitive to ndicule. 
He was in early years a man of violent pas- 
sions, and on one occasion threw a fellow 
out of a window who had insulted hiin. 
The poor wretch was crippled for life, and 
to this day Judge Davis regrets that he 
did not control his anger. 

Senator Conkling during the debate on 
the Army billat the close of the Forty- 
fifth Congress offended Senator Davis un- 
intentionally. Davis had sided with the 
Democrats in that fight, and read a very 
mild and modest speech sustaining their 
course. Conkling, when he made his speech, 
toward the close of the debate, was deal- 
jing heavy blows at almost every Demo- 
cratic Senator who had spoken. During 
his remarks he happened to notice Sena- 
tor Davis: sitting in front of the Presi- 
dent’s desk, where it was his habit to sit 
during an interesting debate. Conkling 
paused for a few seconds, and looking at 
avis, said in his usual deliberate manner, 
‘hatin acase lke this the remedy pro- 
posed by his friend the Senator from Illi- 
nois would not avail. It required some- 
thing stronger than adose of Mrs. Wins- 
low’s soothing syrup. For several days 
Davis would not speak to Conkling, but 
mutual friends effected a reconciliation. 

In 1876 Judge Black came very near 
making Judge Davis very angry. It was 
the day after the Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic Convention met at Lancaster to 
elect delegates to the St. Louis Conven- 
tion. An enthusiastic friend of Judge 
Black had moved to instruct the delega- 
tion to vote for him as a candidate for 
President, but the motion was laid on the 
table. The next morning Black was in the 
office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
when Davis came in and said: ‘*Good 
morning, Judge, how are you this morn- 
ing?’ “i am pretty well for aman who 
was laid on the table yesterday,” laugh- 
ingly replied Black. ‘Oh, that makes no 
difference with you,”’ said Davis, ** you 
will be a Democrat all the same.” “ Of 
course I wiil,’”’ Black said. ‘There is only 
a slight difference in our cases.’? How’s 
that?” asked Davis. ‘* Well, lama Demo- 
crat and not a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, and you are a candi- 
date and not a Democrat,” answered 
Judge Black. Davis tried to laugh, but it 
was up-hiil work, and he hurried into the 
court room. ;

The best paid and least worked employes 
of the Government are the fortunate indi- 
viduals who hold positions under the Sen- 
ate and the House of Representatives. 
They work nine months out of twenty-four 
and get paid for the twenty-four. As a 
rule two men do one man’s work. For in- 
stance, the executive clerk of the Senate 
has two assistants, and there isn’t work 
for one. 

While Dick Bright was Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the Senate he was interested in a patent 
for converting hydro-carbon into gas for 
beating purposes. He directed the chief 
engineer, H. F. Hayden, in charge of the 
heating and ventilating apparatus of the 
Senate Chamber, to make certain experi- 
ments for him. Hayden experimented and 
devised a new generator, which he patent- 
ed. Bright claimed that he was entitled to 
the fruits of Hayden’s labors and genius, 
and when this was refused he discharged 
the chief engineer. Senators Miller, of 
California, Logan, and Morgan bought 
three-fourths of Hayden’s patent, and 
when Bright went out of oftice Hayden 
was restored to his old position. He can 
now experiment at his pleasure, and in 
the meantime prominent Western iron 
masters are investigating Hayden’s inven- 
tion with great care. If it accomplishes 
all that is claimed for it they hope to be 
able to compete with iron and steel work- 
ers at Pittsburg. If petroleum cannot be 
converted into fuel it is claimed that 
many great iron mills on the Atlantic 
seaboard will have to get coal fora much 
less price than they now pay or close up. 
The gas wells in and about Pittsburg sup- 
ply fuel to the mills of that locality for 
about one-fourth the cost of coal. 

John Davis, Assistant Secretary of State, 
and son-in-law of Secretary Frelinghuysen, 
is to be made a Justice of the Court of 
Claims. : 

2ich Californians are making large pur- 
chases of real estate in the west end of 
Washington near Dupont Circle. The most 
recent investment was made by a Mr. Pat- 
ten, of San Francisco, who paid 360,090 for 
a plot of ground on the corner of Mas- 
sachusetts-avenue and Boundary-street, 
where he will erect next Summer a palatial 
residence.

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THE FLOORSETTLES UNDER THEM.

A BRIEF PANIC AT THE INSTALLATION OF 
THE OFFICERS OF MYRTLE LODGE. 

The presence of mind of a few officers of 
Myrtle Lodge, of the Ancient Legion of Honor, 
and of the stage carpenter of the Mount 
Moiris Theatre, probably prevented heavy 
loss of life in Harlem last night. It 
was a gala nicht at the lodge. Preparations 
had been on foot for it for several weeks. Offi- 
cers were to be installed, after which the mem- 
bers were to present to the outgoing Commander 
a gold watch, and the exercises were to be pro- 


longed socially aslong as members and their fam- 
ilies chose to remain. While the lodge meeting 
was in progress, the ladies and other guests 
gathered in the outer reception room, which 
overtiowed early in theevening. By 9 o’c!ock the 
hails and stairways leading to the lodge rooms 
on the second tioor of the Mount Mo.ris 
Theatre buiiding at Third-avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth-street, were packed with 
people, as well as the approaches to the en- 
trance, on One Hundred and Thirtieth-street. 
About 250 members attended the lodge meeting, 
which adjourned at 9:30 o’clock. Then the doors 
were thrown open and the guests rushed in. 

The hallis 8 feet long by 33 feet in width. 
Chairs and settees had been crowded into it for 
the entertainment. They were filled as fast as 
an eager, jostling crowd could get into them. 
They he!td about 609 people, and_ the 
space back of them to the end of 
the hall was thronged with at least 200 more. 
The gathering had just settled itself to witness 
the presentation of the watch tothe retiring 
Commander when the noise of breaking timbers 
and the affrighted cries of women startled the 
Presentation Committee who were marching 
to the Commander’s desk. Suddenly the 
centre of the flooring dropped fully a foot, and 
1n an instant the floor, from a few feet in front 
of the desk to about an equal distance from the 
entrance, a length of 60 feet and 25 feet wide, fol- 
lowed the first break to depths varying from a 
tew inches toa foot or more. It all happened 
within a few seconds. 

Inthe centre of the hall, where the fall had 
been greatest, women were screaming and strug- 
gling,and men were rushing against the dense 
mass of peoplein futile efforts to escape. M. D. 
Hamilton, the retiring Commander, mounted his 
desk and begged for order,assuring the crowa that 
there would be no danger if they could control 
themscives. The Presentation Committee shouted 
like warnings and exhortations, and in the rear 
of the room J. F. Burrows, one cf the lodge offi- 
cers, called out cheerily that there was no 
trouble, except what bad been brought about 
by the breakage of a few chairs. 

The members in the seats, with their families, 
were quick to appreciate the importance of self- 
coutrol, and soon subdued their companions, 
who were quickly, but in an orderly manner, 
passed out of the room to another hall in the 
same buiiding, where all theexercises and a col- 
lation followed, according to the original pro- 
gramme. 

Montefiore Hall, which has a ceiling 40 feet 
high, is directiy under the lodge room. The 
ceiling of Montefiore Hail is spanned by four 
girders, each 31 feetlong. This hail is used for the 
storage of the theatrescenery. The stage carpen- 
ter was in there at 9:45 o’clock, when the second 
girder broke over his head. He immediately 
ran & prop under it, and as he_ did 
so it broke again in another place, and 
the first and_ third girders also. broke. 
Mr. Burrows, who is an architect, and who 
examined the broken girders after the crowd 
got out, said that if the carpenter had not been 
on hand with the prop nothing could have pre- 
vented the precipitation of fully half the lodge 
room gathering to the floor of Montefiore Hall, 
40 feet below.

PRESIDENT LAIRD CALLED A LIAR. 


DISGRACEFUL SCENES IN THE JERSEY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

Last night’s session of the Jersey City 
Board of Directors of Education was brought 
toanabrupt termination by four of the nine 
members present quitting the room after one of 
them had given the lie direct to the Chairman. 
Before this point was reached Prineipal James 
Cusack, of School No. 21, who was recently 
charged with having called Director John Boyd 
a “libertine” and a “scoundre],” and after being 


suspended from duty was reinstated upon the 

condition that he should apologize to the board, 

sent inthe following: 

To ts Honorable the Board of Directors of Educa- 
ion: 

GENTLEMEN: In compliance with aresolution passed 
by your honorable body at its meeting of Dec. 23, 1884, 
I beg to express my sincere regret for having used lan- 
guage derogatory to members of your board. Such 
refiections | had noright to make; they were unneces- 
sary and uncalied for, and should never have been ut- 
tered. In offering this apologyI desire to add my 
thanks for your kind consideration. Very respect- 
tuily, JAMES CUSACK, 

Principal School No. 21. 

After the usual routine of business had been 
gone through with President Laird announced 
that the Audit Committee had refused to sign 
certain bills for various reasons. Several mo- 
tions to take recesses and to adjourn were made, 
but the Chairman refused to entertain anything 
whatever until he had finished his explanation. 
He concluded by stating that a number of coal 
bills at the rate of $494 per ton bad been present- 
ed, bearing dates later than the awarding of the 
contract at the rate of $474 per ton, and thata 
Jot of printing bills had not been signed by the 
Chairman of the Stationery Committee, (Director 
Bovyd,) as required by the rules. 

This brought Director Boyd to his feet. ** Gen- 
tlemen,” he exclaimed, ** there is no use of our 
trying to transact business when our Chairman 
will stand up and lie inthe most barefaced man- 
ner. ‘The printing billsall bear my signature, 
and Mr. Laird lies when he Says they don’t. He 
knows it too. The only thing for us to do is to 
get outand letour lying President run the de- 
partment himself. I, for one, propose to leave 
this meeting.” 

As he spoke he took up his hat and coat and 
strode toward the door, followed by three other 
Directors. Severai of those remaining begged 
them to return, as there was important business 
to be transacted, but Director Boyd declared 
that he would stand anything but willful lies, 
and with his three friends} left the room. This 
leftthe board without a quorum and necessitated 
an adjournment. 
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FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Jan. 14.—The busi- 
ness men of this city were to-day startled by the 
failure of J. B. Gregg & Son, large manufacturers 
of bootsand shoes. The firm was composed of 
James B. Gregg, formerly a master mechanic of 
the Erie Railway, and his son, a young man with 
small business experience. Ten yearsago Gregg 
senior invested all his wealth, some $75,000 in 
eash, in the shoe manufacturing business with 
John Anderson, of this city. Anderson withdrew 
from the firm about a year ago, and since then it 
has been run by the Greggs, father and son. 
They have been, owing toa shrinkage in the 
values of stock, as was thought, in hot water for 
some time, but the Susquehanna Valley Bank 
kept backing them, and no outspoken distrust 
was heard. Recently the elder partner became 
very ill, and1it now appears that the old man 
was rendered so by the certainty of his downfall. 
He will probably never survive his present 
illness, which is nervous prostration or broken 
pride. Heis more than 70 years old, and accu- 
mulated all he had by 45 years of hard work. 

The Assignee, Edmund O’Connor, says the 
liabilities are not less than $120,000. The em- 
ployes are first preferred for $1,300. The second 
»referred creditors are the Susquehanna Valley 
Bank, $75,000; H. H. Peck, $5,000; John Ander- 
son, $1,000; L. T. Garnsey, $500; ‘. Mason, 
$500; Mrs. D. W. Gregg, about $500; Bridget 
Donion, $500. The third preferred are 
Davidge, Landficld & Co., Newark Val- 
ley, $9,100; William Tremain, Nineveh, 
$2,500: J. B. Weed & Co., Binghamton, 
$2,506; Kennedy Brothers, Dryden, $2,000; S. T. 
Clarke, Binghamton, $1,000; Wilkinson & Son, 
$1,000; Abel Bennett, $1,000. besides numerous 
minor accounts. The asserts of the firm are 
nominally $140,000, but as they consist of real 
estate and stock in the factory, not much over 
$100,000 can berealized. The Greggs bave turned 
over their fine residence to their creditors, and 
even then cannot pay 109 cents on the dollar. 
The failure throws 125 men out of work. 

Chester Darby, a widely known steam grist 
mill man, of Cortland, N. Y., has made an as- 
signment to Col. Frank Place, and has left the 
country, as is feared, ina desperate mood. He 
deeded considerable real estate to his wife on Sat- 
trday last, but with this could not pay his in- 
debtedness, which is between $17,000 and $18,000. 
He had gambled in stocks and his stock in mill- 
ing had depreciated in value. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 14.—The committee 
appointed to investigate the affairs of Walter 
E. Howe, crockery dealer, of Worcester, have 
submitted a report showing his liabilities to be 
$22,200, of which $7,650 is secured by mortgage to 
R. C. Taylor. The assets consist of about $14,000 
worth of stock, $1,750 in cash, and $150 in good 
accounts. On the basis of these figures Mr. 
Taylor offers to advance 25 per cent. in full set- 
tiement when the consent of all creditors, ex- 
cepting those whose claims shall not exceed $25, 
is obtained. The committee recommend the ac- 
ceptance of this offer. 

Thomas J. Mayall, rubber manufacturer of 
Reading, has tailed and gone into insolvency. 
He owes about $38,830, ot which $5,000 is secured. 

Dreyfus & Co., clothing dealers of Salem, offer 
their creditors 40 cents on the dollar, which. 
will probably be accepted,

PROF. BENJAMIN SILLIMAN. 

New-HAvEN, Jan. 14.—Prof. Benjamin 
Silliman, of Yale College, died at 10 o’clock to- 
night. During the day he had been gradually 
sinking, but retained consciousness almost to 
the last. His death was caused by heart disease, 
which induced dropsy and uremic poisoning. 
He had been ill since Oct. 6. 


No name is more closely connected with the 
history of science in this country than that of 
Silliman. the father of Prof. Silliman was 
the first to oceupy the chair of chemistry 
in Yale, and he filled. it for over half 


acentury, from 1802 to 1853. He was a pioneer 
in the Department of Geology, contributing 
largely to the formation of that science. The 
elder Silliman died 1n 1864, leaving bis son Ben- 
jamin in the Yale Professorship which he had 
filled so long. 

Prof. Benjamin Silliman, M. D., was in his 
sixty-ninth year, having been born in New- 
Haven, Dec. 4, 1816. He entered Yale in August, 
1853, and was graduated in 1837, after which he 
was employed in the college as assistant and 
teacher in the Department of Chemistry, Min- 
eralogy, and Geology. While so engaged 
he made original studies and investigations in 
these sciences and their practical application to 
the arts. He also foundtime to act as associate 
editor with his father of the American 
Journal of Science and Arts, which the el- 
der Silliman had founded im 41818 #£4JIn 
142 Prof. Silliman began to receive private 
pupils in analytic:] chemistry and mineralogy 
in an apartment of the old laboratory of Yale, 
which he fitted up at hisown expense. Before 
this time there had been no provision for the 
instruction of advanced students in phys- 
ical and chemical science either at Yale 
or elsewhere in this country, and tnis enterprise 
of Prof. Silliman was the germ of a new de- 
velopment, which soon took form asthe“ Yale 
Scientific School” and later grew into the ** Shef- 
field Scientific . School.” The studies were 
entirely outside of the college curriculum, 
and for some time the coliege took 
no cognizance of the work, not even recognizing 
the students as such. In 1846, however, Prof. 
Silliman addressed a memorial to the corpora- 
tion of Yale, which was @bly seconded by his 
father, asking the official recognition and 
organization of the new department of 
advanced science teaching, and the result 
was the establishment in 1847 of a fourth de- 
partment, devoted to philosophy and the arts. 
Prof. Silliman was appointed to the Chair 
of Chemistry applied to the arts, and 
John P. Norton to the Chair of Agricultural 
Chemistry in the new department, and the 
Yale Scientific School was then organized. Out 
of this effort, which Prof. Silliman began sin- 
gle handed, has grown up a new college, embrac- 
ing more Professors than the old academic col- 
lege hadin 1837, when he was graduated, and 
with constantiy increasing power and endow- 
ments. 

From 1845 to 1849 Prof, Silliman was a member 
of the Common Counci! of New-Haven. In 1846 
he published his ‘** First Principles of Chem- 
istry,” which became a standard text book 
at once, and of which over 40,000 copies 
have been sold. In 1849 Prof. Silliman 
was elected to the chair of Medical Chemistry 
and Toxicology in the Medical Department 
of the Louisville University, which at that 
time was one of the most flourishing in- 
stitutions in the United States. He held this 
Professorship for five years, until 1854, when he 
resigned to take charge of the instruction in 
chemistry in the Academical and Medical De- 
partments of Yale,a position which had been 
made vacant by the resignation of his father, 
the instruction in geology and _ mineral- 
ogy having been assigned to Prof. Dana. 
Prof. Silliman gave the instruction under an ap- 
pointment to the chair of *“*General and Ap- 
plied Chemistry.”’ He resigned his position in the 
Academical Department in 1870, but continued 
to serve the college in the Medical Department. 

In 1851 Prof. Silliman madeatour of Europe, 
and on his return edited his father’s ‘Visit to Eu- 
rope in 181,” in two volumes. The nonorary 
degree of M. D. had been conferred on him by 
the University of Charleston, S. C. two 
vears previously. In 18538 he had charge of 
tne chemical, mineralogical, and geological de- 
partments of the world’s fair in the Crystal Pal- 
ace in this city, and in connection with 
Charles R. Goodrich edited the following year 
“ The World of Science, Art, and Industry” and 
“The progress of Science and Mecha ism.” in 
which the chief results of the great exhibition 
were recorded. In1858 be published his ** First 
Principles of Natural Philosophy and Physics,” 
asecona edition of which was issued in 1561. 
He was one of the 50 original members 
named in the act of Congress of 1863 
incorporating the National Academy of Sciences, 
ana served the Government during the war on 
some important commissions. He made three 
visits to California—in 1864, in 1867, and 1872—oc- 
cupyinge his time with professional work in 
the mines, and mineralogical and geological 
explorations. In 1868 he presented his private 
cabinet of minerals to Cornell University, where 
it is labeled with bisname. He made important 
additions to the minerological coilections of 
Yale, andthe metallurgical! cabinet of the Yale 
Scientific School is the result of his explorations 
and Jabor. 

Prof. Silliman had been the State Chemist of 
Connecticut since 1869, aud in this capacity 
was frequently called to the witness stand 
as an expert in murder and other trials. 
He printed, in addition to his more ambi- 
tious works, a great number of memoirs 
on scientific and practical subjects and many 
addresses and opinions which are valuable as 
contributions to scientific history. He was one 
of the Trustees of the Peabody Museum of Nat- 
ural History, and was a member of numerous 
scientific societies on both sides of the Atlantic.

THE EARL OF AYLESFORD. 

The Earl of Aylesford died in Big Springs, 
Texas, on Tuesday night, from inflammation of 
the bowels. He was born Feb. 21, 1849, 
and succeeded his brother as the seventh 
Earl of Aylesford in January, 1871. The 
seat was at Maidstone, County Kent. The 
late Earl’s mother was the only child of the late 
Jobn W, Knightley, of Offehurchbury, Warwick- 
shire, England. He was married to Edith, the 
third daughter of Lieut.-Col. Peers Williams, 
of Temple House, Berks, on Jan. 8, 1871. He had 
two dauchters, Hilda Jobanna Gwendolin, who 
was born on July 25, 1872, and Alexandra Louise 
Minna, born July 9, 1875. The Prince of Wales 
stood sponsor for the latter. The Kar) has three 
brothers and one sister: Charies Wightwick, 
Lieutenant of the First Stafford Militia; Daniel 
Harry, Clement Edward, and Anne Francesca 
Wilhelmine, who is the wife of Charles Murry,in 
the British Giplomatic service. 

The late Earl’s life was clouded by unhappy 
domestic relations. His wife eloped with Lord 
Blandford, now Duke of Marlborough. The 
Queen’s Proctor intervened to prevent his getting 
a divorce trom her. The Earl dropped out of so- 
ciety and spent histime in roving and hunting. 
A wild piece of land not far from the Texas and 
Pacific Railway line in Texas seemed to strike 
his fancy and he bought it with the intention of 
making ahomethere. The late Earl was a fine 
specimen of physical manhood, 6 feet 2 mches 
high, broad shouldered and robust. Since his set- 
tlement in Big Springs a few months ago he bas 
made himself quite popular. The body will be 
taken to England.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


“AN AMERICAN COUNTESS.” 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The cozy audito- 
rium of the National Theatre was crowded this 
evening, and ** An American Countess,” the new 
drama in four acts, by Mr. Howard Carroll, re- 
ceived its first representation under distin- 
guished auspices. The President . of the 
United States looked upon the _ perform- 
ance from one of the proscenium boxes, 
and faces of men prominent in official 
circles were conspicuous in the body of the 
house. With the President in his box were Mrs. 
McElroy, Miss Lucy Frelinghuysen, and Mr. F. 
J. Phillips; in the opposite box were Mrs, Frank 
Hatton and Mrs. F. B. Conger; in the stalls, 
conspicuous among many others, were Sec- 
retary Chandler with Mrs. Kinsley; Sena- 
tors Wade Hampton and M. C. Butler, 
of South Carolina; Beck of Kentucky, 
and Vest of Missouri; Representatives Frank 
Hiscock and 8. & Cox, of New-York; Repre- 
sentative Adams, of Illinois; Gen. Sheridan and 
Gen, McKee Dunn, Mrs. Lanier Dunn, Gen. 
Belknap, Sefior Dominguez, the Argentine Min- 
ister, with his family: Count d’Arschat, the Bel- 
gian Minister; Gen. and Mrs. Sturgis, Mr. and 
Mrs. Pembroke Jones, Col. Tom Ochiltree, Mrs. 
Stewart, and Commissioner and Mrs. Edmonds. 

It was a brilliant night in Washington society 
and enthusiasm was in the air. The President's 
box and the one facing it were appropriately 
decked with the banner of the free. and potted 
plants stood at the corners of the stage. The 
floral trophies handed upon the stage dur- 
ing the entrractes were numerous and 
gorgeous, and the ladies in the boxes cast 
their bouquets at the feet of Mlle. Rhéa, 
who enacted the principal character in Mr. Car- 
roli’sdrama. All the actors were summoned to 
the footlights several times, and at the end of 
the third act Mr. Carroll was loudly called 
for and was. led upon the stage by 
Mile. Rhéa. After the young gentleman 
had bowed his acknowledgments and depos- 
ited in various parts of the stage a huge 
laurel wreath and severai big nosegays, tributes 
from his admirers, he advanced to the footiights 
and expressed his gratitude in words. He said: 
‘It will be hard for you to believe, you people 
of Washington who know me, that to-night I 
am actually embarrassed.”” He expressed his 
thanks to the public, to Mile. Rhéa, Mr. Teale, 
the stage manager, and to all the actors. 

**An American Countess” was set upon the 
stage in a liberal manner. The scenery, pictur- 
ing a moonlit view of the Hudson, the boudoir 
ofa woman of fashion, and_a corner of a ball- 
room in an inn overlooking Saratoga Lake were 
painted with considerable good taste; the dresses 
of allthe Jadies were handsome, and those of Mile. 
Rhéa, in particular, were ornate to a dazzling 
degree. The play is cast in the form of a com- 
edy, but the incidents are mainly melodramatic. 
Its characters are strongly marked, and frank- 
ness is the prominent virtue of all of them, 
both good and bad. This is the story: Hor- 
tenz Paliano is the daughter of an 
American woman and a foreign nobleman, who 
married her for money and ill-treated her. The 
girl, having come into possession of her estates, 
is living in America amid tashionable society, 
similarin its motives and manners to that in 
which her unfortunate mother was reared. 
Amid this society, the young Countess, who 
speaks English with a foreign accent, 
though Puritan blood courses in her 
veins, moves somewhat in the character 
of ateacher ahd philosopber. She warns Amer- 
ican girls against foreign marriages, and talks 
about her own father in a way that reveals a 
rather ugly disposition. Nevertheless, she is 
beautiful and pure, and she fervently loves a 
young New-Yorker, who returns her passion 
with ardor. A certain Baraga, a Spaniard of 
noble blood and a very black-hearted rascal 
withal, is determined that the Pahano estates 
and the money. of  MHortenz’s _ mother 
shall not pass into American hands, and he pro- 
poses to save them by wedding the Countess 
himself. He first attempts to secure this end by 
defaming the character of Hortenz in the pres- 
ence of her lover and is knocked down for his 
pains. Then he involves both the woman and 
the man in the meshes of a conspiracy, but his 
best laid plans fail, and he is led to prison while 
the lovers are united. — - 

It would be easy to pick out flaws in Mr. Car- 
roll’s play, the chief fault of which is that it 
contains more talk than action. The part of 
Hortenz is provided with a number of long 
speeches on abstract matters, of a sort which 
play-goers are wont to applaud, but 
which obviously hamper the action. is, 
however, is the manifold fault of 
young dramatists. Mr. Carroll has not aimed 
very high in the composition of his play, but it 
contains many bits of bright dialogue and a 
number of highly effective situations. More- 
over, in spite of the occasional prolixity 
already mentioned, the play is not too 
long, as its performance to-night, with 
all the delays of a _ first representation, 
did not occupy much more than two 
hours and ahalf, Its best scenes are, in Act I., 
an interview with Hortenz and Baraga, which 
discloses an effective situation, and, in Act IV.,a 
stormy encounter between the Countess and her 
lover, who thinks her false to him. Some of the 
comedy scenes are also well written, and 
an addle-pated, poetic young man who 
expresses his sentiments in doggerel pleases 
the majority, though he makes the judicious 
grieve. A Scotch physician, with something of 
the true flavor, is an agreeable object in the val- 
uable theatrical position of “feeder.” Mr, Car- 
roll’s dialogue in the serious passages is apt to 
verge upon the high flown, and he betrays a 
fondness for simile and metaphor which is often 
skillfully put to use, 

The acting.was generally very good. Mlle. 
Rhéa, in the character of Hortenz, was graceful 
and earnest, and invested the part with nervous 
energy which made it, at times, highly effective. 
Mr. Edward J. Henley, as Baraga, repeated 
his well-remembered impersonation in Robert 
Buchanan’s “ Constance,” at Wallack’s Theatre; 
his «acting was polished and forcible, and 
he emphasized the cruelty and remorselessness 
of the character without sinking its exterior 
qualities of refinement and hauteur. Mr. George 
Learock was d.gnitied and manly as Arthur Mor- 
ton, the American lover of the Countess, and Miss 
Mae Clarke was seen to advantage in an ingénue 
part. Mr. Carroll’s friends are congratulating 
him to-night upon his production of a successful 
play. 

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The representation of ‘‘The Prophet’’ 
given at the Metropolitan Opera House yester- 
day evening attracted the largest audience of 
the week. Every seat in the place was occu- 
pied, and every foot of standing room had its 
tenant. Meyerbeer’s impressive work was sung 
by the same artists who appeared in it early in 
the season. Herr Schott was notin very good 
voice, but Frauen Brandt and Schroeder-Hanf- 
staengl were in excellent form, and the gen- 
eral performance left nothing to be wished 
for. In the two artists last named lies 
the chief strength, 1n respect of soloists, 
of the Metropolitan Opera House. Frau 
Materna is, indeed, a valuable accession to its 
forces, butas the Austrian soprano is only at 
her best in Wagner’s operas, she can scarcely 
rank with Frau Schroeder-Hanfstaeng), who, 
from her efforts this Winter, is to be re- 
ferred to as one of the most skilled and useful 
among the great prima donnas that have 
visited the United States within the memory of 
the present generation. It is a pity that her 
leave of absence shonld be for so brief a period. 
It ends, untortunately, with the current week, 
and the frequenters of the Metropolitan will be 
sorry to learn that she returns to Europe 
Frau Materna will scarcely 
replace her, although, of course, she cannot 
fail to make her mark in ** Die Walktire,” which 
ponderous achievement may be looked for very 
shortly, Frau Schroeder-Hanfstaeng!, as Bertha, 
was as Sympathetic and as effective as ever last 
evening, and her portrayal was an admirable 
companion piece to Frau_Brandi’s intense and 
pathetic delineation of Fides. Unlike many of 
her colaborers, Frau Brandt never permits ex- 
cessive or misplaced dramatic accent to in- 
terfere with the flow of melody or the 
balance of rhythm; facial expression and 
gesture are never lacking in her portrayals, but 
the actress’s emphasis never detracts attention 
from the beauty of her measures or the quality 
of hertones. Her Fides, as well as her Leonora 
in ** Fidelio,” will be remembered with the very 
best representations beheld this season, and 
be pleasantly recalled, moreover, not merely by 
German listeners, but by music lovers of ever 
nationality. The chief incidents of yesterday’s 
performance were, as heretofore, Frau Brandt’s 
arioso, the scene between Fides and Bertha in 
the streets of Munster, and the touching and al- 
most paintul episode in the cathedral.

THE NEW-ORLEANS TRAGEDY. 
——_—_o——~— 
LEADING POLITICIANS ATTEND THE FUNERAL 
OF THE EDITOR’S VICTIM. 

NeEw-Or:EANs, Jan.14.—It is many years 
since New-Orleans hus beheld so brilliant a 
funeral pageant as that of Robert Brewster, ex- 
Sheriff and leader of the down-town Democracy, 
who died of the wounds inflicted Monday noon 
by the editor of the Mascot. There were 200 car- 
riages in line, and there would have been more 
if money could have procured them. The courts 
adjourned in honor of the dead leader, Judge 
Roman making a few remarks in which he 
stated that the deceased man was formerly an 
executive officer of the court, was a warm beart- 
ed, devoted friend, and, as his tragic end shows, 
he unquestionably was a brave man. The city 
Fire Department marched in the funeral col- 
umn, Chief Engineer O'Connor at the head, and 


among the mourners were representatives of all 
branches of the office-holding element. Gov. 
McEnery, Mayor Guillotte, and city and State 
officers were in carriages, and at the coffin’s 
side a sermon was preached by Father Collins, of 
St. Peter and Paul’s Church, and the remains were 
deposited in the family vault in St. Patrick’s 
Cemetery. The pall bearers were Judges H. 
L. Lazarus and A. L. Tissot, of the Civil Court; 
the Hon. B. T. Walshe, representing the City 
Council; District Attorney Lionel Adams, a 
strong personal and political friend; the Hon. C. 
A. Defunets, of the School Board; the Hon. Pat- 
rick Mealey, Commissioner of Police; the Hon. 
Larry ©’Donnell, City Attorney, and Foremen 


‘Journee and Adrianne, of the Fire Department. 


Judges Roman and Baker, of the Criminal Court, 
were conspicuous among the mourners, During 
the services over the body James D. Houston, 
with his wounded pistol hand 1n a beautiful silk- 
en sling, stood weeping at the foot of the coffin. 

From the statements so far published it 1s clear 
the parties who went into the Mascot office did 
so with noexpectation of the result that fol- 
lowed. Itwas merely the plan of Houston to 
chastise the editor, and it is explained that he 
was accompanied by Brewster to see fair play. 
lt was not contempleted that Osmond woula 
shoot, but when he took his weapon out of his 
desk and shot Houston’s pistol out of his hand, 
and then turned his attention to Brewster, the lat- 
ter was busily engaged shooting toward Zenneck, 
the wood engraver, in the corner of the room, 
who picked the top off the stove and flung it at 
Brewster, and when Brewster fell under the fire 
of the Mascot’s editor he was found to have 
emptied his revolver of every shot. Osmond and 
Zenneck, at theinstance of the District Attorney, 
are in the Parish prison without the benefit of 
bail, charged with murder. Some people think 
this is not the safest place in the world for them 
since al) the officers therein employed are mem- 
bers of ‘** Bob Brewster’s crowd.”

BALTIMORE, Jan. 14.—Among the ex-Con- 
federates of Maryland there are many old friends 
of Jeff Davis. At a mecting of the Society of 
the Army and Navy of the Confederate States 
in Maryland last night, Jeff Davis was elected 
an honorary member. Judge H. Clay Dallam, a 
Judge of the Appeal Tax Court; Lamar Holli- 
day, F. S. Maury, R. M. Blurdon, and N. J. 


Smith were appointed a committee to notify 
him of his election. They sent to him to-day 
the foilowing letter: 


The Hon. Jefferson Davis: 

DEAR Sir: Ata meeting of the Society of the 
Army and Navy of the Confederate States in 
Maryland the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Hon. Jefferson Davis, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States, be elected a member 
of this society and that a certificate of membership be 
forwarded.

Permit 
us to add that we are happy in the belief 
that when your calumniators and slanderers 
shall have long been forgotten your fame will 
grow with the ages and yourcharacter will here- 
after shine as an example and an embodiment of 
all that is pure. patriotic, and intelligent. You 
will find herewith inclosed the certificate of 
membership and a roster of the officers and 
members of the society.

CuicaGco, Jan. 14.—H. P. & W. H. Rich- 
mond, jewelers, of Providence, R. I., who ar- 
rived in this city to-day, were served with a 
summons to appear as defendants ina suit for 
$25,000 damages begun by Nathan Strauss, of 
Chicago. Strauss was a member of the firm of 
Nathan Strauss & Co., which failed some time 
ago, owing money to the Richmonds. Strauss’s 
attorneys allege that he was induced to 
go to Providence on the pretext that he 
could obtain a favorable settlement with his 
creditors through the Jewelers’ Protective As- 
sociation, before which such claims come by 
agreement.

KILLED ON THE RAILROAD.

PRAISE OF CAPT. RYNDERS. 


“'{RAITS IN HIS CHARACTER THAT A MINISTER 


FOUND TO ADMIRE. 

Dozens of the men who knew Capt. 
Isaiah Rynders in his palmy days and long be- 
fore he became a relic of the political past 
visited the house at No. 310 West Twenty-third- 
street last evening, looked upon the keen old 
face in the black casket wherg the Captain lay, 
and then went away or crowded into the hall 
and talked about the curious old man whose 
life had suddenly come to an end. There 
were faces there that the present mgenera- 


tion sees only now and then, as well as many 
faces of men inactive political and business life 
to-day. Running one’s eye around the crowded 
rooms one saw such men as ex-Surrogate Tuck- 
er, John Murphy, the horseman; ‘* Tom Lynch, 
ex-Senator John Fox, Police Justice Duffy, ex- 
Assemblyman Cregan, John Graham, the law- 
yer: Emigration Commissioner Starr, ex-Depu- 
ty Sheriff * Tom” McSpeddon, Capt. “* Tom 
Reeves, “ Charlie” Gallagher, ** Dan” Scanlon, 
*“Jake” Somerindyke, ‘* Pete’ McDermott, 
William Tracy, Charles Walsh, Phil Rhoades, 
and John Bevens. The Hon. Roswell P. Flower 
also called at the house early in the evening. 

The lace curtains between thetwo parlors were 
drawn back. and in the-arch thus formed stood 
the coffin. There were a single cluster of flowers 
and a sheaf of grain upon the top anda hand- 
ful of lilies of the valley on the old Captain’s 
breast. George Shotwell and Nicholas Kline, 
Capt. Rynders’s brothers-in-law, sat near by 
with a number of ladies, who were the Captain’s 
nieces, and two or three nephews. The Rev. A. 
K. Sandford, of the Methodist Mission, read a 
number of passages of Scripture and prayed. 
Then he talked for 15 minutes about the mystery 
of death and some‘of the characteristics of the 
dead man. 

‘* When those who knew him,” said the preath- 
er, ** found the inside of his character, they dis- 
covered something beneath the rough exterior 
to admire and love and respect. He was always 
ready to defend the man lowest down, the under 
man. He had another trait of which some may 
not have known, and that was respect for 
Christianity. The day he died he had an argu- 
ment witha man who upheld infidelity, and he 
took the side of Christianity and defended it with 
great energy. He received his virtues and his 
respect for Christianity from a praying mother, 
and he loved her dearly.” 

After Mr. Sandford had finished he stepped 
back, and a score or more of the members of 
Strict Observance Lodge, No. 94, F. and A. M., 
gathered around the casket, and under the 
direction of Worthy Master Levi M. Gibbs, per- 
formed the Masonic burial service. 

The remains will leave this city at 8 o’clock 
this morning for Troy, and will be taken thence 
to Waterford for interment. 





LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Samuel Kafroth’s large flour mill, near 
Millport, in Warwick Township, Penn., was to- 
tally destroyed by fire eariy yesterday morning. 
The flames originated in the wooden gearing, as 
is supposed, from a hot shaft. The mill con- 
tained 7,000 bushels of wheat, of which 4,000 be- 
longed to Mr. Kafroth and the balance to neigh- 
boring farmers, and 40 barrels of flour, The loss 
is $20,000, and the insurance $7,000. 


The extensive cooper shops of J. C. 
Textor & Brothey and F. L. Gruetter, on South 
Howard-street, Baltimore, together with the 
lumber yards and stables, were d stroyed by fire 
Jast night. The fire is supposed to have orig- 
inated in the drying room. Six valuable horses 
were suffocated. The loss is estimated at $8,000; 
fully insured. 


Some articles in the show windows of 
Alice Jackson’s fancy store, No. 206 Court-street, 
Brooklyn, caught fire late Tuesday night, and 
the flames spreading did a damage of $2,000 to 
Mrs. Jackson’s stock and of $2,000 to the build- 
ing, owned by Katherine Ruthgeyer. 


Two alarms were sent out yesterday 
morning fora fire on the top fioor of No. 50 
Howard-street, occupied by G. C. Sicher, maker 
of underwear. His loss was about $3,500; $800 
damage was done to the building. 

A fire in Augusta, Ga., yesterday morn- 
ing resulted in damage to a stock of dry goods 
and notions worth $50,000 in the store of S. H. 
Myers. The ioss is covered by insurance in sev- 
eral companies. 

Van Dusen & Shannon’s block, at Tara, 
Ontario, was burned yesterday. The loss is 
$15,000; partially insured. 

Anelevator and 6.000 bushels of grain 
wee burned at Big Stone, Dakota, Tuesday 
night. Loss, $14,000. ‘ 

Right stores at Forest, Ontario, owned 
by William Edgar, were burned yesterday, caus- 
ing a loss of $10,000. 





FUN FOR THE SHERIFF'S JURY. 
Hearty and frequent peals of laughter 
escaped from the large banquet hall at Delmon- 
ico’s last night. Tne First Panel Sheriff’s Jury 
were enjoying their annual reunion.

A CO-OPERATIVE STORE FAILS. 
The Paterson Co-operative Association, 
Limited, was started at Paterson, N. J., last 
May, with a capital stock of $2,400, and opened a 
neat and attractive grocery store in Market- 
street, near Prince. For the first quarter a divi- 


dend of 2 per cent. was declared. The next 
quarter a dividend of 1 per cent. was declared. 
Jt was subsequently alleged that this second div- 
idend was not earned and that the association 
was really in debt, but that bills were withheld 
for the purpose ot cooking up the dividend. The 
falling off in business has been so marked during 
tbe last two or three months that the stockholders 
have formally resolved to wind up the concern. 
The store is said to have lost $900 during the 
last three months. The causes assigned are the 
general dullness of trade of all kinds and the 
fact that, as the store did a strictly cash busi- 
ness, the members of the association who were 
out of work preferred to trade with other 
grocers who would give them credit. This is the 
third failure of a co-operative store in Paterson 
during the past 20 years; in each case it was 
largely due to the want of patronage from the 
working people. The officers of this association 
say that all bills will be paid, and that the stock- 
holders will receive about 50 per cent. of their 
investment.

MR. HUNTINGTON'S ADMISSION BY 
ASSISTANT BISHOP POTTEP. 

BISHOP LEE DISTRESSED BY HIS ‘‘ UNEX- 
AMPLED ACT”’—NO SANCTION OF THE 
MONASTIC SYSTEM. 


The ceremony of the admission of Mr. 
Huntington by Assistant Bishop Potter to the 
Order of the Holy Cross, which made a stir 
among the Episcopal clergy and laity several 
weeks ago, acquires fresh interest from the 
publication of correspondence on the subject 
between Bishop Alfred Lee, of Wilmington, 
Del., and Dr. Potter. The correspondence is 
given out by Assistant Bishop Potter for publica- 
tion in next Saturday’s issue of the Crurchman, 
accompanied by a prefatory note, in which he 
avows his willingness to submit his action to the 
judgment of his fathers and brethren in the 
episcopate. 

Bishop Lee writes “‘ with the utmost respect 
and affection, but with plainness and candor,” 
of the astonishment and distress occasioned by 
Bishop Potter’s unexampled act, “after requir- 
ing of him (Mr. Huntington) the well-known 
Romish monastic vows.” 

In regard to the ceremony and its bad influ- 
ence on the church at large, Bishop Lee writes: 
“Tn that service not only the whole monastic 
system was sanctioned by you, in your official 


character, but attributed to Divine inspiration, 
the solemn language of our Ordinal being 
adopted. This system is no untried experiment, 
It has been on trial for hundreds of years, and 
With whatever of sincerity and zeal started un- 
der different forms the fruits have been evil and 
pernicious. It was utterly repudiated by the 
Church of England at the Reformation, and has 
been since rejected with loathing by several 
Roman Catholic countries. Sacerdotal celibacy 
has a history of shame, suffering, and sin traced 
ju indelible characters. The corrupt morals of 
the priesthood where Romanism is in the ascend- 
ant is a notorious fact and frightful comment 
on theattempt to override God’s laws, and to 
setup a purerstandard than Holy Scripture. 
No attempt, however specious, to introduce the 
system in our church can fail to awaken earnest 
and indignant condemnation.” 

Theletter goes on to entreat Bishop Potter not 
to repeat the act, wishing that it might be un- 
done, and closes: “ In Christian love, your own 
friend and your father’s friend.” 

Inhisreply Bishop Potter regrets that be should 
have occasioned his friend alarm and distress. 
The ceremony did not commend itself wholly to 
his taste or judgment, but the facts did not war- 
rant the interence that it implied bis ** sanction 
of the whole monasticsystem.’’ The young man 
had taken the vow of celibacy, poverty, and 
obedience to the rules of the society with which he 
united himseit; being in substance the same vow 
taken by every woman who joins a sisterhood. 
As sisterhoods had the sanction of the church, 
he did not see why brotherhoods might not ex- 
ist forthe same purposes. Bishop Potter dis- 
claims ignorance of the history of religious or- 
ders, and says he is surely not indifferent to their 
possible dangers. Perhaps they did not deserve 
to be spared. They certainly merited scanty 
forbearance inan age when mwultitudes were 
perishing, whiie the nembers ot ** the” religious 
order were chanting litanies and spending their 
days in splendid religious functions and over 
questions of upholstery and embroidery. 

Then Bishop Potter continues. “* But what is 
the situation in the case of the two young men 
who have been admitted to the brotherhood to 
which your letter reiers’ Here are, first one 
young man, and then another, who feel pro- 
toundly moved by the condition of the godless 
thousands and tens of thousands who crowd our 
tenement -houses in New-York. Do you know, 
my dearand honored Presiding Bishop, what a 
tenement house in New-York is? Do you know 
the profound and wide-spread apathy of the 
Christian community concerning these schools 
of poverty, misery,und almost inevitable vice? 
Do you know that ourown church’s mission 
work has, thus far, but touched the fringe of 
this awful mass of sorrow and sin? All this 
these young men came to see and know by per- 
sonal observation and actual contact. And 
then they said, and said, as 1 believe, rightly, ‘If 
we are to reach these peopie we must, first of all, 
liveamongthem. It will not answer to havea 
home and interest elsewhere, and then to walk 
over to the mission chapel, and go about among 
the tenement-house population three or four 
times a week. If we are to get close to their 
hearts, we must get close to their lives.’ 

* And then, too, they said, ‘if we are to do this 
work, we must strip, like the gladiator, for the 
fight. We must be disencumbered of every tie 
and interest that can hinder or embarrass us, 
We must be willing to be poor, to live alone, to 
obey a fixed rule (or regimen) of life, that so we 
may give ourselves wholly’ to this work. There 
was a time when, in aspecial exigency, men vol- 
untarily took on them te soldier life and the 
soldier rule, turning ther backs on home, and 
gain, anda self-directed life. It is sucha time 
and such an exigency that confront us to-day. 
We do not want the heip of a bratherhood to re- 
treat from the world, merely to coddle our own 
selfish souls, and call it sainthood; we want a 
rule and bond that shall bind us to a hard task 
under sanctions the most august and urgent.’ 

“And so they took their vow. I donotsee how 
they can be faulted unless all particular and 
special vows are wrong. It may be said that 
their baptismal and ordination vows are enough. 
But if aciergyman came to you (as, once and 
again, such a one has come to me) and said: *I 
am in danger from a tendency to intemperance. 
I want to take a vow of total abstinence. I 
want to take it with the most solemn sanctions, 
in your presence, on my knees, with my hands 
on the Holy Bible.’ Woutd you refuse him? Is 
he not entitled to every such help so long as the 
thing which he vows is not in itself sinful or in- 
consistent with his Christian calling? And is 

overty inconsistent with the Christian calling ? 

s the unmarried state? Is obedience toa daily 
rule of work and prayer? To say that these 
things may be abused is to say what may be said 
of the Bible, or the sacraments, or any other 
means of grace. Prayer or church going may 
be so indulged in as to lead to the neglect of 
daily duties and the most imperative obliga- 
tions. Butsucb an error is not the danger of 
our time, nor is poverty, nor tne surrrender of 
the privileges and pleasures of married life, nor 
the surrender of the freedom of one’s own way. 


“It is, indeed, assumed, I understand, by 
those who criticise them, that the vows to which 
you refer are irrevocable, and this is regarded 
RS an especial reason for protesting against 
them. If it were true it would be. But they 
are not. I should have deciined to administer 
guch vows; and those which I did administer 
were explicitiy acknowledged to be revocable, 
‘either at my own discretion or at the request of 
him who took them. 

“ You conclude by remarking: 
gk matter which 


‘This is not 
concerns simply yourself or 
your diocese. The whole church is most deeply 
roncerned, and especially the episcopate. We 
are one body. The character, reputation, infiu- 
pnce, and official acts belong in a sense to all.’ 

“J am not quite sure that 1 understand this 
language, but if you mean (a) that the adminis- 
tration of a vow to any person who desires to 
take it is distinctly an ‘ official’—that is, an 
episcopal—act, then I have only to say that it is 
competent to any presbyter to administer such 
vows as you refer to, and that my act was in no 
sense ‘episcopal.’ It was not a confirmation, or 
ordination, or consecration. It was simply re- 
ceiving a promise—a vow —solemn and unique, 
indeed, but so, in a sense. every vow should be. 

“ Orif you mean (/)) that any individual act of 
mine. however unofiicial, binds all my brethern, 
then I can only say thatsucha position is one 
which would leave me absoiutely withovt any 
individual discretion whatever. I went the 
other day to lend the sanction and encourage- 
ment of my presence and my voice to the open- 
ing of a free library by persons who do not pro- 
fess even to be Christians, and whose only aim is 
to provide pure and instructive secular reading 
for poor people. I presume the great majority 
of my Episcopal brethren would say that 1 had 
no business to be there; but if I had supposed or 
understood that my liberty of action in such a 
ease would have to be surrendered on my being 
consecrated a Bishop, 1 would have refused the 
heavy burden which I now bearas involving not 
s0 much a burden as a bondage not to be en- 
dured. 

* One word more and Iam sure you will not 
misunderstand it. You subscribe yourself with, 
I know well, true and tender affection—wouid 
that I were worthier of it !—*in Christian love, 
you: own friend and your father’s friend.’ Be- 
lieve me, my dear presiding Bishop, you could 
have conjured by no more potent earthly spell 
than that! J revere my father’s memory as that 
of the noblest prelate and the wisest man I ever 
knew. lam not worthy to bear his name, still 
Jess his great and holy office. But all that 
I know of generous and fair dealing with 
men of various minds and faiths with- 
in the church of God he taught me. He 
dreaded the taint of Roman error, and 1 do. But 
he believed that things that had been abused 
were not pecessarily evil in themselves. And 
had he lived on and into the new conditions and 
sore needs of our day he would have owned, [ 
think, that an order of men, under obligations in 
no essential particular different from those of 
orders of women, might do a John the Bap- 
tist’s work, in hair shirt and leathern girdle, if 
need be, crying in the wilderness of a great city’s 
sin, that men should repent and open in their 
hearts a highway for their Lord! I did not 
think that he wou!d have thought so, you may 
be sure that I would not have done what I

Bishop Potter then says that if the episcopate 
decide that he did wrong he will release Hun- 
tington from his obligation so far as he (the 
Bishop) is concerned, without, however, surren- 
dering ** my own judgment as to the expediency 
and propriety or my action until convinced iy 
arguments more sufficient. and conclusive than 
have yet been addressed to me.” The letter 
ends saying that, pressed as he is by manifold 
duties, this must close the correspondence on 
his part. 


DISCUSSING CIVIL SERVICE REFORM.

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AN GNUSUAL MODE OF DEFENSE. 
senmnletilipienaaccs 
ATTACKING THEIR MOTHER’S REPUTATION 
TO KEEP HER MONEY. 

In her long lifetime the lady who at the 
time of her death was known as Mrs. Maria 
Mulock, was a party to much litigation, some of 
which resulted from controversies between her- 
self and one of her sons, Now that she is dead 
her children are engaged in a suit for the pos- 
session of her estate. Her children by her first 
husband, John Wood, Jr., who died in 1833, as- 
sert that her children of whom William Mu- 
lock, once a well-known lawyer of this city, was 
the father are iliegitimate. Mrs. Mulock was 
the daughter of John W. Gilbert, who died in 
1829. 

Long prior to that date she had been the wife 
of John Wood, Jr., and was the mother of six 
children. Her father bequeathed to her a life 
interest in the premises at No. 147 Fulton-street 
and 22 Ann-street, which abut on one another, 


and No. 83 Nassau-street. He directed that after 
her death the real estate should goto her chil- 
dren. If any of her children should have died, 
leaving issue, he provided that the shares of each 
deceased child should be divided equally among 
the issue. After the death of her father Mrs, 
Wood bore a son, now living and known as 
George W. Wood. Of her six elder children 
three died without issue. There remained, there- 
fore, only four of the Wood children to succced 
to the estate left by her father. 

But in 183t Mrs. Wood, tiring of widowhood, 
either martied or consorted with William Mu- 
lock, whose wife had procured an absolute di- 
vorce from him. Itappears that she did not at 
once assume the name of Mulock, but for some 
time after joining her fortunes to his executed 
legal instruments under the name of Maria 
Wood. She and Mulock were the parents of 
four children, allof whom are living and mar- 
ried. Oneof tnem, Mrs. Frances J. Byrnes, is 
the plaintiff in the suit in which ber mother’s 
relations to her father ure alleged by the real de- 
fendants to have been illegitimate. Mrs. Byrnes 
sues forthe partition, among herself, her brother, 
and two sisters, and her half brother, and three 
half sisters, of the real estate in Fulton, Nassau, 
and Ann streets, now worth about $200,000. In her 
complaint she alleges that her mother and her 
tather, William Mulock, were married, and that 
she and her brother and sisters are entitled to 
participate equally with the elder Wood cnil- 
dren in the distribution of the estate. For her- 
seif she makesafurther claim. She says that 
years ago her haif brother, George W. Wood, lost 
his interest in the estate through its sale by the 
Sheriff on an execution under a judgment ob- 
tained against him by his brother-in-law, Ben- 
jamin M. Stillwell. The interest was bought in 
by Stillwell, she says, and, as George W. Wood 
failed to redeem it within statutory time, it was 
bought from Stillwell by her mother, who was 
also a judgment creditor of Wood. 

When her mother died, in 1882, Mrs. Byrnes 
says, she left a sill bequeathing this interest in 
the estate to her Executors for the purposes of 
certain trusts, one of which was the payment to 
her (the plaintiff) of one-third of its value. Sne 
therefore asks that the entire estate shall be 
divided into eight parts, one of which shall be 
given to her; that six other parts shall be divided 
among the other children of her mother, ex- 
clusive of George W. Wood; that the remaining 
part shall be given to her mother's Executors 
for division and distribution in accordance with 
the will of 1880, and that George W. Wood shall 
be decreed to be entitled to whatever remuins 
after the fulfillment of her and his mother’s 
wishes. 

‘The issue 1n the case is made by the answer of 
Maria Louisa Labagh, née Wood, and Alathea 
Augusta McMullen, née Wood, both of whom 
assert that their mother was never married to 
William Mulock, and that her children by him 
are illegitimate. They deny tne alleged loss by 
George W. Wood of his interest in the estate, 
and they ask that the property shall be divided 
between them, their brother, and their sister, 
Emma Elizabeth Durand, who, it is said, is now 
of unsound mind. Their line of defense was 
originally that even if their mother was form- 
ally married to Mulock, the marriage was in- 
vaiid, because Mutock was under the ban of a 
prohibition contained in the decree of divorce 
obtained against him by his first wife. As the 
plaintiff's claim is that Mrs. Wood and Mulock 
were originally married in New-Jersey and re- 
murried in Philadelphia, and as the Court of 
Appeals has held that a marriage outside of this 
State in contravention of a decree pronounced 
here is valid here they now absolutely reject the 
idea of a marriage.

PRESIDENT WALKER RE-ELECTED.

HE DETAILS THE WORK OF THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION FOR THE YEAR, 

The Board of Education held its first 
mecting of this year yesterday afternoon, and 
the first business of the day was to elect a Presi- 
dent for the ensuing year. Eighteen votes were 
cast, of which 15 were for Stephen A. Walker, 
who has held that office for five successive terms, 
and he was declared re-elected. On taking the 
chair he thanked the board for the honor, and re- 
marked that he entered upon his duties with the 
confidence that came from long experience. He 
referred to that part of Mayor Grace’s message 
in which he called attention to the necessity of 
great vigilance to be observed in improving the 
sanitary condition of the public schools. During 
the past year nearly $60,000 had been expended 
by the board for that very purpose, and the 
President could confide ntly state that the sani- 
tary condition of the public schools, as far as 
regarded ventilation, was better now than it 
had been for many years. But however great 
care was taken in this direction it was not possi- 
ble to have a pertect system of ventilation. 

The President referred to the efforts that have 
been made to combine hand work with instruc- 
ction and to make hand and eye training an ele- 
mentin theschools. It would not be easy to 
find teachers for this, for those now in the pub- 
lic schools had rot had the necessary training. 
The proper place to introduce this was in the 
Normal Schoo!, to begin at the top by training 
the teachers, and then working downward. Over 
200 girls had failed to pass the examination 
necessary tor admission to the Norma! School. 
The only way temporarily to remedy _ such diffi- 
culties, the President thought, would be by ex- 
tending the term of study in the last grade in 
the grammar schools one year, and if possible 
to add one or two branches of study. The Pres- 
ident did not agree with those gentlemen who 
thought that school children were overworked. 
The boys themselves laughed at sucha state- 
ment. It was the teachers who probably were 
overworked. 

The board was without the necessary funds 
for building new schoolhouses. A bill had been 
passed authorizing the board to issue bonds for 
that purpose, but on account of the very low 
rate of interest on the bonds they could not be 
soid. The constitutional amendment prevented 
the issue of more bonds, and the only help the 
board could get under the circumstances would 
be toask the Legislature to give the necessary 
authority to increase the rate of interest on the 
bonds to 8% percent. The system of consoli- 
dating the schools was, the President thought, a 
geod one. The children would be instructed 
better. 

The board re-elected Lawrence D. Kiernan as 
Secretary and John Davenport as Auditor.

DR. ROBINSON AND THE PRESBYTERY. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles S. Robinson, Pastor 
of the Memorial Presbyterian Church, writes to 
THE TIMES to say that his objection before the

The motion to rescind the illegal 
powers under which the Church Extension Com- 
mittee had been unsuspiciously acting for 13 
months was passed unanimously. There was no 
motion to wipe out the committee itself.

‘Mr. Squire and I have never had 
any conversation on this subject,” said the 
Mayor. * When I first took this office I said I 
believed Mr. Squire’s appointment was legal. I 
have just been sitting with him in the Armory 
Board, and I have recognized him in various 
ways.”’ 

*{ may add,” said Commissioner Squire, * that 
if at any time the Mayor is not satisfied with the 
acts of his subordinate, he has but to say the 
word andI will get out.”’ 


A STOREKEEPER ON TRIAL. 

William M. Stadler, in February last, 
hired a basement at No. 1,264 Second-avenue 
and opened a general store. On July 17 he se- 
cured insurance on his stock to the amount of 
$18,000 in the Royal and other insurance com- 
panies. Two days afterward a fire occurred 
and Stadler represented that his stock had been 
destroyed. He putina claim against the Royal 
for $5,000, the full amount of its policy, but the 
company refused to pay the money and finally 
secured Stadler’s indictment for felony in at- 
tempting to obtain money under false pretenses. 
Stadler’s trial was begun yesterday before Judge

Mr. A. B. Miller declared at the annual 
meeting of the Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion yesterday that certain persons were always 
lying in wait to exploit public franchises for pri- 
vate gain. Hespoke vigorously against the pro- 
posed Broadway surface railway, and said that 
its construction ought not to be permitted. He 
proposed to have the Legislature pass a bill pro- 
hibiting the use of lower Broadway for street 
railroad purposes, On his motion the President 
ot the board was authorized to appoint a special 
committee of five to act in the matter.

A resolution was adopted urging the State 
Legislature to make such appropriations as will 
enable the canals to be put in thorough repair 
and kept at the highest state\of efficiency. The 
preamble declared that * persistent effort is be- 
ing made, presumably through railroad in- 
fluence, to mislead the public as to the value and 
importance of the canals to the commercial in- 
terests of the State.” Figures were cited to show 
that during the 11 months up to Dec. 1, 1884, 
the aggregate receipts of grain at New-York 
exceeded the combined receipts of grain at Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, and Boston by 28,365,591 
bushels, while without the canals the receipts at 
New-York would be behind 9,139,033 bushels. 

The failure of the House of Representatives, in 
consequence of the absence of 125 members, on 
the 5th inst.,‘10 fix a day for consideration ofsthe 
Rankruptcy bill was deprecated, and the meet- 
ing unanimously requested all of the members 
of Congress—particularly those from this State— 
to be present in the House on Feb. 2, which will 
be the last opportunity of the present session to 
fixa day for consideration of that important 
measure, 

Ex-Judge W. H. Arnoux introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, recommending the 
adoption by Congress of the Potter Refunding 
bill, a measure which was described as being 
“skillfully devised to promote and protect the 
public interests.” A resolution’ declaring that 
the proposed treaty with Spain “‘is unrecipro- 
cal, unjust, and ought not to be ratified,’? pro- 
voked a good deal of discussion. Mr. F. B. Thur- 
ber spoke earnestly against the treaty. Mr. 
John C, Cook ventured the opinion that the 
United States people would derive some benefits 
from the Cubar trade that would be stimulated 
by the treaty. Mr. Thurberadmitted that slight 
advantages might accrue to the people of this 
country from the operation of the treaty, but 
those advantages would be secured at a cost of 
$30,090,009 of import duties. He did not believe 
in throwing out a mackerel to catch a sprat. 
The resolution was adopted. 


VALUE OF A WIFE’S AFFECTIONS.

MR. FLEET GETS $5,000 THEREFOR FROM A 
LONG ISLAND JURY. 

George Washington Fleet brought an 
action yesterday in the Queens County Circuit 
Court, in Long Island City, against John Mackey, 
Jr., to recover $10,000 damages for alienating the 
affections of his wife, Martha Fleet. Mrs. Fleet, 
whois a handsome brunette, wore a sealskin 
sacque and diamond earrings, and diamonds also 
sparkied on her fingers. She is 35 years old. Her 
husband is a carriage maker at Port Washington. 
Mackey is engaged in the produce business at 
No. 15244 Fulton-street, Brooklyn. He is 438 
years old,and has been a widower for four years, 

Mr. Fleet, the plaintiff, testified that he was 
married to his wife on Aug. 31, 1865, and that 
they had tived happily together until February, 
Isk2,. They had eight children, two of whom are 
now living. “The trouble began,” the witness 
continued, ** when Mackey came into our house 
as a boarder. The house I occupied Mackey 
owned, and after his wife died I took him to 
board in my faimily. He soon offended me by 
his conduct toward my wife, and I finally learned 
that when my wife went to Brooklyn, as she 
said, to see her relatives, Mackey met her there 
and remained in her company until she started 
to return home. They never came home to- 
gether. I told Mackey he was acting unmanlv, 
and he replied that he wou'd go with my wife 
as much as he pleased. I then told him I would 
sue him, and he said I was a poor devil and 
couldn't sue anybody. Four days after Mackey 
left my wife went away. subsequently 
learned that she was living with Mackey in 
Brooklyn.” 

Mr. Mackey, the defendant, testified that he 
was at present boarding at Mrs. Fleet’s, in Clin- 
ton-street, Brooklyn. He did not entice her 
away from her husband’s house, and had noth- 
ing todo with her leaving. Previous to going 
to Ciinton-street to live he boarded at the St. 
James House, in Pineapple-street. Mrs. Fleet 
also boarded there. On cross-examination Mr. 
Mackey said that he paid Mrs. Fleet $8 per week 
board, and that she occasionally made shirts for 
him. She worked at millinery and dressmaking, 
Mrs. Fleet occupied the front room and he a hall 
bedroom. 

The next witness called was Mrs. Fleet. She 
said she had supported herself since she lett her 
husband by doing dressmaking and millinery 
and keeping boarders. She was compelled to 
leave her husband because he ill-treated her. 
On one occasion he got his razor out and said he 
would cut her throat, and she ran out of the 
house. On another occasion he kicked her out 
of bed. Mr. Mackey had not enticed her away 
from her husband, and there had never been im- 
proper relations between herself and Mackey. 

Mrs. Fleet was cross-examined by Mr. Down- 
ing. ‘* Did you have that sealskin and! thcse 
diamonds when you left your husband’s house ?”” 
he asked. 

* That is none of your business.” 

The lawyer insisted upon an answer, and the 
witness reluctantly reptied, ** No.” 

** Where did you get them ?”” 

Here the witness’s eyes flashed and she an- 
swered: ‘‘I worked and earned them.” 

* Did Mr. Mackey buy the furniture?” 

“That is none of your business.” 

Mrs. Fleet being again compelled to answer, 
said that she had purchased the furniture. 

** Didn’t Mackey pay the rent any time?” 

Mrs. Fleet screamed: ‘'I tell you again Mr. 
Mackey is my boarder and I pay the rent myself.” 

The jury after an absence of five minutes re- 
turned into court with a verdict for $5,000 for 
the plaintiff. Mr. Fleet has commenced a suit 
for absolute divorce from his wife. 

















NO FALSE REPRESENTATIONS MADRE. 

The case of Frances H. Simons against 
the New-York Life Insurance Company was 
tried before Judge Cullen and a jury in the Su- 
preme Court in Brooklyn yesterday. It ap- 
peared from the testimony that the plaintiff took 
out a policy of insurance in 1875 upon the life of 
her husband for $5,030 on the Tontine plan. She 
paid three premiums, and then allowed the policy 
to lapse. Shortly afterward she commenced a 
suit{against the company, alleging that false 
representations had been made to her with re- 
gard to the nature of the Tontine plan; that the 
company had failed to carry out the provisions 
of its contract as contained in the policy, 
and had also failed to make good the promises 
made at the time it was issued. ‘I'he 
company inits answer denied the allegations of 
fraud and breach of contract and claimed that 
it had completely performed its obligations in 
every respect. On the trial the defendant pro- 
duced its books relating to Tontine policies, the 
Actuary of the company was examined at length 
by the counsel for the plaintiff, and all the fig- 
ures and calculations were explained to the 
court and jury. Upon the conclusion of the 
plaintiff's testimony the Judge decided that the 
company had made no false representations, 
that it had fully complied with the terms of its 
eoutract, and gave judgment in its favor dis- 
missing the plaintiff's complaint, with costs.
